HEARD AT HILL STREET 
Return of Mr. S. Donald Cox.—lIt is a pleasure to 
record that Mr. S. Donald Cox has returned from sick 
leave fully recovered in health. 


Correspondence.—The work at Headquarters seems 
to have increased but every endeavour is made to keep 
up with the tremendous spate of correspondence and a 
position has been reached whereby members can te 
assured of a reply to their letters almost at once. 
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It is true that some of the enquiries made by members 
seem to call for careful enquiry to be made before a 
reply can be given but, in general, control of corres- 
pondence is well in hand. 

In addition to letters from members which contain 
enquiries which it is difficult to satisfy, there are others 
from dentists abroad and from lay persons both at home 
and abroad. Those from dentists abroad appear to be 
directed to enquiry about conditions at home and there 
is evidence that dentists who a few years ago left England 
perhaps with feelings of disgust are now returning with 
a new view of the position. Letters from patients need 
special care and reveal all sorts of disputes in which it is 
remembered that the perhaps unknown dentist con- 
cerned may have a different version of the story. 


Alien Dentists.—Some members in their anxiety to 
obtain assistance champion the cause of alien dentists 
perhaps to the exclusion of more important considerations 
which arise in this connection. It should be remembered 
that in this country no one is a “ dentist ’ unless he is 
registered, and there is no one who can influence regis- 
tration. The latter depends entirely upon the existence 
of qualification for registration which many alien 
aspirants do not possess. Dentists, therefore, who are 
seeking assistants and may be very badly in need of help 
should confine their attention only to those who can 
produce a practising certificate, and they should not 
dissipate their energies on behalf of those who cannot 
do so. 


Sale of Practices.—Judging from the number of those 
who are considering the sale or purchase of, and partner- 
ship in, practices it can be assumed that these old pro- 
cedures are still in being. 


Small Problems.—The Secretariat find interest in, and 
some amusement from, many of the letters which are 
received, from the five or six page efforts which contain 
no discernible point to the three-line affair which airily 
manages to call for information taking many hours to 
provide. It is interesting also to note the suggested 
ambitious remedies which are proposed to overcome 
some difficult little matters which appear insoluble. The 
problem itself may be of small dimensions but there is no 
hesitation in demanding amended Acts of Parliament 
or new Regulations in order to dispose of it. 

Nevertheless the post is welcome at Hill Street and it 
receives the utmost consideration and attention.

METROPOLITAN BRANCH 

PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 
Mr. E. E. Wookey, in his Presidential Address to the 
Metropolitan Branch, spoke of the crisis in the profession 
due to the advent of the Health Service, and the under- 
estimation of the demand for dental treatment on the 
part of the Minister. There were two remedies for this : 
an increase in personnel and a lessening of the demand. 
The former would te a long and slow process, the 
second was possible especially with regard to the renewal 
of full dentures but there would be difficulties to be 
faced by a refusal or an offer of postponement of supply 
to a patient who might make complaints to his or her 
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M.P. Demand might be decreased by a contribution for 
new dentures from the patient which might act as a 
deterrent to thoughtless and non-urgent cases ; this 
had been suggested in The Times. It had been shown 
that dentists were, individually, fitting at least 600 
denture units per year, and it might be calculated 
that with 9,400 dentists this would amount to 5,640,000 
units per year. A contribution of 10s. to each denture 
unit would mean a saving of one million pounds to the 
Exchequer. This contribution would deter one person in 
every ten from making non-essential demands and the 
Exchequer would save another £950,000 with further 
savings in materials, etc. The direct gain to the Exchequer 
might reach two million pounds. The Spens Committee 
had laid down what was to be regarded as an adequate 
income and that 1,500 hours at the chairside, 33 in a 
week, were as many as a dentist could normally maintain 
over a prolonged period without loss of health when in 
addition there were other duties amounting to a 42-hour 
week. The Penman Report showed that the profession 
as a whole was working longer hours than those recom- 
mended and astonishing as it might seem the Ministry, 
on that account, had enunciated the theory that the 
Spens Committee had erred. The Ministry had not taken 
into account that the profession had been overworking 
in a desperate attempt to meet the excessive demand. In 
consideration of the time factor, dentures were the one 
item which could show striking variations, and however 
satisfied some people might be with mass produced 
dentures, others would desire something better, but if the 
denture fee were lowered and no contribution was made 
by the patient this laudable desire for better dentures 
would be unfulfilled, and the result would be the exit 
from the Scheme of some of the ablest men in the pro- 
fession and an injustice to the more enlightened of the 
public. 

The President went on to deal with grant-in-aid and 
said he had no hope that the present Minister would 
entertain it but another Minister might do so. The time 
had come for serious consideration of the employment 
of ancillaries—hitherto rightly resisted as a grave risk 
of lowering standards. There were two ways in which 
such aids might be safely employed; the use of 
hygienists for scaling and polishing teeth ; the other 
for fitting full denture replacements under strictly 
defined conditions. Little need be said as to hygienists ; 
the prosthetic assistant would present a delicate and 
difficult problem ; it would be an admirable opportunity 
for a woman but unless trained in a comparatively 
short time there would be no advantage gained. Replace- 
ment of a denture was a more simple task than making 
a new one, and he suggested a nine-months to twelve- 
months course, embracing workshop technique, lec- 
tures in the anatomy and physiology of the face and 
training from an artist or sculptor. This prosthetic 
assistant would be strictly confined to the fitting of full 
denture replacements which might even be combined 
with the duties of hygienist after a double course. Means 
would have to be found for the training of these 
ancillaries, not an insuperable obstacle. The almost 


universal need for dental treatment raised the question 
whether there should not be more dentists than doctors 
in general practice instead of a quarter of the number. 
Concluding, he said, ‘‘ We face a difficult time unless 
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our thoughts are only of material things. The whole 
fabric of dentistry is buffeted from without by the squalls 
of political prejudice and assailed from within by the 
depredations of our own particular form of death-watch 
beetle, small in numbers as yet, but, unless exterminated, 
capable of multiplying and wrecking the whole edifice.”

P.D.O. Group Notes 


THE Whitley Council for dental officers employed by 

local authorities has had its first meeting, and in a most 
friendly atmosphere. This augurs well for the future and 
we must be glad that the ** long-fought-for ” negotiating 
machinery has made such an auspicious start. Lest any- 
one should think that the rest is just plain sailing we 
should consider well the problems which face the 
negotiators. On our own side we maintain that the 
Spens Committee has made it clear what should be the 
remuneration of a competent dental surgeon, and the 
fact that this can be earned without undue strain in the 
General Dental Services. On the other hand the local 
authorities have said in the past that payment on Spens 
level would upset the whole pyramid of salaries through- 
out Local Government. Indeed, much can be said on both 
sides, but the overriding consideration is this—if it is 
postulated that the school dental service is an essential 
health service for children, then it is necessary, not only 
to keep in the service the 700 school dentists who have 
remained loyal to it, but to attract into its ranks the new 
graduate. If the local authorities feel that it is im- 
possible for them to pay a scale adequate to ensure this, 
then there is only one course open to them, namely, to 
hand over the service to another controlling body which 
is not similarly embarrassed. A moment’s reflection on 
these matters will show that the problems facing the 
negotiators are both difficult and far reaching. Overall 
is the vital necessity for speed. If ever there was a time 
when wisdom, tact and toleration were all-important, it 
is during the meetings of our Whitley Council. 
_ In the last issue of the Journal there was an omission 
in the list of representatives of the staff side of the Whitley 
Council, namely Mr. R. P. Neilson who represents 
Scottish interests, and Mr. L. H. Jewsbury, Joint Secretary, 
had his name mis-spelt. Apologies to both. 

All members will now have been made aware of the 
meeting of the Group at the Annual Meeting at 
Birmingham. It is hoped that all who can possibly 
attend will do so. Those who come will learn much and 
will give support to our leaders—who do much for the 
general body of members. A big attendance will be a 
great encouragement at this critical time.

Correspondence 


An Appeal for Justice.—It is now common knowledge 
that there are certain dentists who are exploiting the 
National Health Service to their own ends. It is no 
longer a shameful secret to be hushed up within the 
closed ranks of our profession—a skeleton in a cupboard 
we try to forget. The Press has missed no opportunity to 
blazen abroad the fabulous earnings of those who, all too 
clearly, could not be making these sums from con- 
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scientious work, even were they receiving patients every 
half-hour for twenty-four hours a day. Allowing for 
some journalistic licence, perhaps occasional mis- 
reporting, and even admitting that many of these cases 
might present mitigating features on examination— 
allow all this and the ability of some dentists to work 
harder and organise their practices better than most— 
there is still no doubt that a number of us is seriously 
damaging the hard-won reputation of an _ erstwhile 
respected profession. 

Since the Press, with some parliamentary debates that 
have reflected no credit upon dentistry, have now 
damaged our standing almost irretrievably, there are but 
two possibilities open to us by which to redeem our 
character in the eyes of the public. We can, and should 
seek to make official admission of the miscreants among 
us while stating clearly the case for the conscientious and 
ethical majority. But this, in itself, is difficult and not 
alone effective. In the first place, the Press is less in- 
clined to offer us space for stating our case, for many 
reasons which may be guessed by those who know the 
present dento-political temper and who recognise what 
the papers call ** news-value.” Secondly, merely to deny 
facts, or given evidence to prove that they are exceptions 
to a moral rule does nothing to dispel the suspicions so 
long cast upon us. The man in the street may read avidly 
the misdeeds of his fellows; he finds little to interest him 
in the behaviour of the moral man. So, while it were right 
that official facts be given, at least as a gesture in defence 
of those whose reputations are unjustly suffering, this alone 
will not suffice to re-establish our rightful position in 
relation to the public we serve. Only a thorough cleansing 
of our stable, finally and ruthlessly, can redress the wrong. 

The British Dental Association can, within limits, 
investigate discreditable cases, collect evidence and, on 
the findings, express disapproval or censure—or even, in 
appropriate instances, expel the delinquent, if he be a 
member, from the Association. Unfortunately this 
would involve an immense amount of labour on the 
part of members and secretariat, quite beyond their 
present power. It would also necessitate the disclosure 
of matters too confidential for discussion, and perhaps 
beyond the province of the Association to obtain. 
Moreover, if it were possible to acquire the evidence, 
permissible to publish it and pass judgment upon it, the 
Association still lacks the disciplinary authority to 
punish the offenders in any way useful to the cause they 
would be pursuing. 

There remains only one body capable of rendering this 
urgently necessary service to the profession and the 
community—the Dental Estimates Board. This body 
possesses all the requisite machinery, all the data, the 
information and, above all, the means of recommending 
the corrective procedure where guilt is established. 
It has done it before, it is, in a minor degree, doing it 
now, and could, to the required extent, perform the 
task to the permanent benefit of all who operate or 
desire benefit from the scheme. If the dental officers of 
the Board, admittedly few in number and perhaps over- 
worked, were to be deviated for six months from their 
routine duties, they could devote their energies and 
vigilance to an intensive examination of suspects and 
known offenders, their methods and treatment. Unhappy 
as such a process of concentrated ‘* snoopervising ’ 
might be—unfortunate as is its similarity to a purge—it 
is yet an unpleasant task that must be undertaken if the 
character of the profession is to be cleared. 

It is hardly necessary to suggest to the Estimates 
Board the exact method of attack. Yet it is obvious, even 
to those not intimately acquainted with their workings, 
that they have all the means at their disposal for such a 
plan, had they the will. A critical examination of records 
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and patients in chosen districts—a meticulous research 
into the activities of known and suspected practices—a 
planned mustering of the dental officers for this purpose 
alone, over a given period, and then the appropriate 
action must surely remove the worst of these stains. 
If this were done the ethical and hard-working dentist 
would be vindicated, once and for all time. The un- 
desirable practitioners would be rightly penalised, and 
the news of this salutary and desirable procedure would 
be something the Press could publish to the applause 
of all. Moreover, every honest dentist with the aims and 
interests of his profession at heart would unfailingly 
support it. For no one is more anxious to remove 
distrust and ridicule from dentistry than the honest 
dentist. On the more prosaic side the taxpayer’s money 
would be saved, and its misuse prevented. The few who 
are abusing the scheme would be eliminated or restricted 
in their activities, while the confidence of the public in 
its dentists would be restored. 

At this still early date in the operation of the Scheme, 
it is essential for its own smooth working as well as for 
those for whom it exists, for ever to establish it as of 
value to the dental health of the nation in the highest 
sense of that phrase. If this is not done now, the entire 
system will fall into the same disrepute that has become 
the lot of all dentists through no fault of their own. But 
the blame will be theirs if they fail to exercise the courage 
to expose—not within the intimacy of their ranks, but 
publicly—those who are bringing infamy upon them. 

One cannot believe that the professional members of 
the Dental Estimates Board are already so removed 
from the ethical interests of their colleagues, nor so 
divorced by their bureaucratic immunity from the 
sentiments which move the general practitioner, that 
they will not co-operate to clear us of the charges daily 
levelled at us all. Theirs is the power to effect the change. 
Theirs is the machinery by which to do it. And in their 
hands lie the means whereby they may render the 
Scheme and the profession inestimable service while 
earning the permanent gratitude of those who are 
striving to live and work in the better traditions of 
dentistry. Only through the goodwill, the files and the 
personnel of the Dental Estimates Board which is the 
vital link between a suspicious Ministry and an aggrieved 
profession can right be done. 

Furthermore, once this has been done there can be no 
doubt that our relations with the Ministry of Health, 
not to mention our patients, will be less strained, our 
negotiations more readily brought to a satisfactory con- 
clusion and, not to be overlooked, the Minister could no 
longer quote the earnings of our unscrupulous colleagues 
as good reason for penalising us all. Every dentist of 
integrity is concerned to regain for his calling the respect 
that, over fifty years, it struggled to achieve. But dignified 
aloofness from unpleasant facts will do nothing to gain 
this end. Only those with the equipment, knowledge and 
enterprise can give us this help—the Dental Estimates 
Board.—EDWARD Samson, Aldington, 7, Poole Road, 
Bournemouth. 


The Dental Branches of the Services.—I must con- 
gratulate you on the Editorial of May 19, 1950, which 
states so well what officers in the Services have so long 
been unable to express. But there are other facets to the 
problem of obtaining first class satisfied officers and a 
praiseworthy dental branch in each Service. 

In the event of mobilisation, at I hope a far distant 
future, we should surely expect to find a foundation on 
which the whole huge development of a wartime dental 
branch could be built ; these foundations being laid 
down by the peacetime permanent officers, well-trained 
in administrative and specialist duties. But dissatisfied 
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architects do not design good foundations. If the branches 
have to be small in peacetime, then it is all the more 
reasonable to expect that their quality should be high, 
To attract keen and intelligent graduates who will make 
good senior officers, the Service must offer more, much 
more, than at present. 

* More” does not necessarily mean £.s.d. although, 
Heavens, it is of importance ! There can be but few 
dental officers aged 35 to 40, married with a family, who 
are not overdrawn at the bank and living on in the hope 
of an extra stripe or pip. Life is not extravagant ; it 
cannot be with the bank-manager frowning over the bar 
or tobacco-counter. But a Naval Officer’s uniform costs 
more than a month’s salary of a Surgeon Lieutenant (D), 
whose pay is a pound or two less than it was in 1925, 
Twelve to fifteen years’ service brings in a basic £800—900 
a year for the bachelor, while the marriage allowance, 
etc., are taxed. Forgotten men indeed ; as unfortunate 
in misery as the school dental officer. It is not to be 
wondered that National Service officers are not willing 
to make the Services a career. 

The position is masked even more by a considerable 
number of officers who joined in 1945 on short service 
Commissions and in 1946-7 on extended service Com- 
missions of four years, who wished to continue with the 
evil they knew rather than face the doubts of the Health 
Scheme. All these officers will be leaving soon and 
leaving behind them an eleven year gap in recruiting for 
the branch with but few exceptions. And on these few 
exceptions may lie the full responsibilities of administering 
the dental branches in case of war in 1970. They are not 
the best that are available by any means. 

How shall we improve the quality ? As you so rightly 
suggest by equal pay with the medical officers and 
improved ranks for the R.N. and R.A.F. Directors. 
Further I would like to suggest far greater opportunities 
for post-graduate and higher qualification study should 
be given. At present dental officers holding permanent 
Commissions are permitted to do three months post- 
graduate work in their whole career of thirty years 
perhaps. Talking recently with an U.S.N. medical 
officer I was informed that their recruiting was bad in 
1947-8 but had improved when periods of up to three 
years were permitted for study and that | in 9 of their 
officers at any one time were on detached duty for 
advancement of their professional standing. Extravagant 
as this may seem to us it does show that we can do better 
than give | in 100 of our officers a paltry three months in 
which to attempt to obtain his Fellowship. 

Remember that the reputation, earned by many senior 
service dental officers (and what temporary officer in the 
last war has not met them), of being bound between the 
covers of King’s Regulations with a backing of red tape, 
can only be attributed to a lack of facilities for practising 
and improving their craft. How many tape-bound ad- 
ministrators are not at heart but thwarted clinicians ? 

The difficulties nowadays of all serving officers have 
been well ventilated in the Press by correspondents such 
as Lieutenant-General Martin in the Daily Telegraph 
over such matters as housing, educational facilities for 
their children, and pay and pensions unco-ordinated with 
the cost of living. But a dental officer has added burdens. 
He is professionally lonely, when serving alone there must 
be many occasions when he yearns for someone with 
whom to talk ** shop’ and who could understand his 
problems and difficulties. He is often working under far 


from ideal conditions whether it is in a palm leaf hut 
beside a noisy aerodrome, under canvas, or in a caravan 
in all climates or confined in 700 cubic 
plating. 

They like it that way perhaps, for they soldier on, but 
In any case their retire- 
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they would like a little credit. 
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ments are not willingly accepted and their resignations 
merely mean giving up their earned gratuities and, more 
important, all contact with the Service they have loved. 
Going back to the question of credit only the Treasury 
eventually controls that whether it takes the form of 
cash, promotion, serving conditions or post-graduate 
study. And that ultimately boils down to the voter, for 
he gets the government he deserves and the armed forces 
for which he is willing to pay.—‘** IN THE RED.” 


The Health Services and Adolescents.—Surely Mr. 
Lyons is mistaken in thinking that the dental condition 
of the adolescent population has deteriorated since the 
Health Scheme—it is one part that is generally accepted 
as an overwhelming success. Priority has been given in 
most practices for this work—will facilities be given for 
porcelain jackets under a full-time service? Mr. Lyons 
should blame the white bread, tinned food, etc., for the 
dental caries of the adolescent, but not the Health 
Service. —_C. T. POMEROY, Beckenham, Kent. 


The Expense Ratio.—Dentists should realise that the 
allowance of 48 per cent profit is a figure on which they 
receive an 8 per cent allowance for superannuation.

Fees for Metal Dentures.—I should be interested to 
hear if others are, like myself, finding their efforts to 
make properly designed metal skeleton partial dentures 
for Health Service patients, who are willing to pay for 
such refinements, frustrated by the bureaucrats of the 
Dental Estimates Board. 

Repeatedly, after submitting an E.C.18 for the patient 
to pay the extra amount for the skeleton denture, I am 
informed that a lesser amount is considered ‘‘ fair and 
reasonable.” 

As far as anything can be reasoned from their 
anomalous decisions, it matters not whether the case is 
a single lingual bar or a double Kennedy type ; whether 
the upper is a short palatal bar or is swept back to the 
posterior border of the palate. Struts and stabilisers do 
not enter into the picture. All that matters is the number 
of teeth to be replaced. 

Yet it is my experience that the cost of a metal skeleton 
is Often in inverse ratio to the number of teeth it carries. 

It is fairly obvious that the D.E.B. work out these 
fees by some rule-of-thumb formula—of which they are 
so proud—or ashamed, that nothing will induce them 
to publish it. 

Before | can approximately work out the cost of such 
cases I have to survey the models, and design the clasps, 
rests, saddles, and stabilisers, etc. But the D.E.B. can 
work out such costs—regardless of design, from the 
chart alone. 

As a check on my own workroom costs, I surveyed 
two cases, and had white gold castings done by a leading 
firm of technicians. For the privilege of making one 
patient a hygienic denture, the metal work of which cost 
me £6 5s. 6d., I am permitted to charge him £5 10s. 

_ In the other case, I am told that £4 10s. is considered 
fair and reasonable for metal work costing £5 13s. 6d. 

Yet in spite of this evidence, the D.E.B. still sees no 
reason to alter their decision. 

If the State is paying the whole fee, and economy is 
essential, it may be possible to cut down costs by tagging 
clasps and rests, etc., into plastic. But where the patient 
wants the best and is willing to pay for it, such cheese- 
paring should not be necessary. 

Since the 40 per cent increase in the cost of precious 
metals, it is becoming impossible to get an adequate fee 
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passed for properly designed metal cases carrying a 
small number of replacement teeth. 

This anomalous slashing of estimates could tend to 
undermine the confidence which should exist between 
patient and dentist. Actually, they more often amuse the 
patient as being another instance of bureaucratic 
incompetence. 

I am aware that there is provision for appeal to the 
Ministry against any decision of the D.E.B., but this 
does nothing to rectify the whole set-up. 

If my contentions are valid, and I am not alone, I trust 
that the ensuing clamour may even penetrate as far as 
Eastbourne ; and possibly disturb their complacency.—

DEATH OF Dr. WILLIAM Guy AND Mr. L. C. ATTKINS 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the loss which the Board and 
the Association had sustained since the last meeting of 
the Board by the death of Dr. William Guy, a Vice- 
President of the Association, and of Mr. L. C. Attkins. 

Dr. LILIAN LINDSAY said that William Guy had been 
& member of the Board for fifty years, being appointed 
in 1899 a representative of the old Scottish Branch. 
He at once made his mark, and thus obtained the oppor- 
tunity to press for fresh legislation. The futility of 
committees was irksome to him, and at a crowded Annual 


Meeting of the Association he made a passionate demand 
for a new Act of Parliament and insisted that nothing 
less than prohibition of unregistered practice would save 
the profession from“annihilation. This stirred the Associ- 
ation to its depths. In recognition of his work, he was 
elected President of the Association at the time when 
the 6th International Dental Congress met in London 
in 1914. When the first world war broke out he immedi- 
ately joined the Second Scottish General Hospital, 
but did not relinquish his work on the Board. When 
the 1921 Act was passed he became one of the original 
members of the Dental Board. He might well be regarded 
as one of the saviours of the profession. He was twice 
elected Vice-Chairman of the Board, and after that a 
Vice-President. He maintained the dignity of his profes- 
sion in other countries as in this, and in other spheres 
as in dentistry. He lived up to the words quoted at the 
end of his famous speech, ‘‘By his deeds to advance the 
renown of his race : that is the work that is mete for a 
good man and true.” 

Mr. C. W. SPENDELOW said that all who knew L. C. 
Attkins felt that they had lost a good friend by his death. 
He was a great man, and there was hardly a professional 
activity in which he did not take part. He held high office 
in the Association, and it would be true to say that he 
was a martyr, in that his life was brought to an end owing 
to overwork on behalf of his colleagues. His enthusiasm, 
geniality and love of his fellow-men were among his 
outstanding characteristics. It was fortunate that before 
he died he saw amalgamation accomplished, something 
for which he had worked for very many years. His name 
would never be forgotten. 

The members of the Board stood in silence as a token of 
respect. 

Minutes.—The Minutes of the previous meeting were confirmed.

The CHAIRMAN Said that the Board would be sorry to 
learn that Mr. R. G. Heegaard Warner had been laid 
aside by illness, but was fortunately making good pro- 
gress. Mr. Warner had written to him apologising for 
his absence and saying that he was sure that the meeting 
would be a great success. 

Mr. H. MIDDLEBURGH moved that a message of sym- 
pathy and good wishes be sent to Mr. Warner. Mr. 
J. A. T. Row Lett seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

RESIGNATIONS 

The SECRETARY reported the resignations of Mr. 

D. P. Boyle, of Belfast, Mr. H. Cara, of Liverpool, and 


Mr. J. E. H. Duckworth, of London. 
The CHAIRMAN said he was sure that it would be the 
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wish of the Board that formal but nevertheless very 
sincere thanks should be given to these three members for 
the services which they had rendered. He was sorry 
to say that Mr. Duckworth’s state of health had markedly 
deteriorated during the last week, and he felt that the 
Board would like to send him a message expressing 
their hopes for his speedy recovery. (Agreed.) 


Introduction of New Members.—Mr. T. Dagger (President, 
Western Counties Branch) and Mr. J. D. Robson (President, 
Wessex Branch) were introduced to the Chairman. 


INTERIM REPORT OF COUNCIL TO THE 
REPRESENTATIVE BOARD 
THE Council have met twice and the Executive once 
since the last meeting of the Representative Board. The 
Council will meet again once and the Executive once 
before the Board meeting to be held in Birmingham. 


SECTION I 

(1) Applications for Membership.—Since Amalgama- 
tion there have been 266 applications for membership of 
the Association. 

(2) Health Act.—(a) Remuneration.—After the imposi- 
tion of the last 10 per cent cut on dentists’ remuneration, 
the Council agreed to make every effort to bring the 
Association's views to the attention of the Parliamentary 
political parties. Attempts to obtain a hearing before the 
Parliamentary Labour Party were unsuccessful but a 
Committee of the Conservative Parliamentary Party 
agreed to receive a deputation from the Association. 
This deputation attended at the House of Commons and 
explained the reasons for opposition to the Minister’s 
action. A number of questions were put to the deputation 
and were answered. 

Council have also requested the Remuneration Com- 
mittee to consider and report upon the practicability of 
preparing in some detail a scheme for limiting the higher 
earnings of dentists in the general dental services as an 
alternative to the present 10 per cent over-all cut. 

(b) Time Limits for Treatment.—The Council have 
kept in close touch with the negotiations conducted by 
the Health Acts Committee with the Ministry regarding 
the Ministry’s intention to ensure strict enforcement of 
time limits for treatment after September 30, 1950. The 
Health Acts Committee have been asked by Council to 
take up a number of additional points with the Ministry 
on this subject. 

(c) Dental Service Committee Procedure.—The Council 
have also arranged for the Health Acts Committee to 
put before them for approval the leaflets which the 
Committee have prepared containing advice and informa- 
tion for members on Dental Service Committee procedure. 

(d) Health Service Ethics—The Council have asked 
the Law and Ethics Committee to consider the feasibility 
of drawing up a leaflet giving advice to members on the 
subject of unethical practices in the Health Service. 

(e) Factual Statement for the Press.—\It was agreed 
that some eminent member of the Association should be 
asked to prepare a factual statement for publication in a 
National Newspaper. 

(3) Dental Whitley Council.—In accordance with 
instructions given by the Board in April of this year, the 
Council have successfully co-operated in the establishment 
of a Dental Whitley Council for Dental Officers in Local 
Authority employment. It is understood that this 
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Whitley Council will revert to Committee ** C*~ if and 
when Committees ** A” and “* B” and a Functional 
Dental Whitley Council for the whole profession is 
created. The first meeting of the Dental Whitley Council 
(Local Authorities) was held in London on June 8, 1950, 
when a claim for increased salaries and improved condi- 
tions for public dental officers was lodged. The next 
meeting when this claim is due to be considered has been 
arranged for July 6. The question of arbitration machinery 
has not yet been agreed and the representation on the 
General Health Services Whitley Council is under 
consideration. 


(4) Hospital Practice.—Distinction |Awards.—The 
Council, in reply to a request from the Ministry of Health, 
agreed to recommend the names of five members to form 
the Dental Sub-Committee for Distinction Awards. 

Development of Hospital Practice-—The Council have 
approved for submission to the Joint Council of Royal 
Colleges, Scottish Corporations and the British Medical 
Association, a memorandum on the Development of 
Hospital Practice on the dental side, prepared by Mr. 
J. P. Cocker. 


(5) Proposed General Dental Services Committee.— 
The Draft Constitution for the proposed General Dental 
Services Committee, drawn up by Mr. J. W. Gilbert in 
accordance with the composition agreed by the April 
meeting of the Representative Board, was received on 
June 6 and considered by the Executive on June 12. 
After minor alterations had been made two copies of this 
Draft Constitution were sent to the secretary of every 
local dental committee in the United Kingdom with two 
tickets of admission to the Conference arranged to be 
held in B.M.A. House on Saturday, June 24. On that 
day the Council of the Association welcomed representa- 
tives from the local dental committees and the majority 
of those present agreed to the principle of the setting up 
of a General Dental Services Committee. Many present 
stated that having no mandatory powers they must take 
back to their constituent bodies any recommendations 
made. 

After lengthy discussion it was agreed by a majority of 
those present that the composition of the proposed 
General Dental Services Committee as approved by the 
Representative Board, details of which are shown in 
Column A, should be amended as set out in Column B.

It was further suggested that each member of the 
proposed Committee, with the exception of the ex-officio 
members should be entitled to a deputy. It was clearly 
understood that the parties to the Conference would 
report back to their respective bodies and the latter 
would comment upon the position in due course. For 
this purpose it was agreed that a full report of the 
Conference would be circulated from B.D.A. Head- 
quarters as soon as possible. 


DISCUSSION 
SecTION I.—HEALTH ACT 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL Said that there had been 
no change in the position with regard to remuneration. 
With regard to time limits for treatment, the Council 
had been particularly concerned about the position of 
those dentists who, owing to pressure of work, would 
be unable to complete all outstanding treatment by 
September 30. Strong representations had been made to 
the Ministry that special consideration should be given 
to such cases. 

On the question of Health Service ethics, it would 
appear that certain members who were working within 
the Health Service Scheme were not fully aware of the 
implications of some of the things which they might be 
doing. This matter arose as a result of a series of cases 
recently heard before the Dental Board, where prac- 
titioners had been guilty of breaches of the regulations 
which the Dental Board were of opinion might be 
regarded as constituting infamous or disgraceful conduct 
in a professional respect. It was highly desirable that that 
aspect of the situation should be brought home to the 
membership. 

The Remuneration Committee and the Council were 
deeply concerned about the report of the Parliamentary 
debate on the bringing into force of the new regulations 
and the imposition of the 10 per cent cut. It seemed that 
neither side of the House was informed of the exact 
position. The Council had agreed that a factual statement 
should be drawn up and that every means possible should 
be used to get it publicity, in order to counter the 
erroneous impressions resulting from distorted and 
exaggerated reports 

Mr. T. H. Fetton asked for more information on 
what had been referred to the Remuneration Committee, 
and whether it had been asked only to prepare a scheme 
as an alternative to the 10 per cent cut or to prepare a 
scheme which had due regard to the report of the Spens 
Committee and other relevant information. 

Mr. J. LAueR said that the Council had asked the 
Committee to deal with both those questions ; they felt 
that the Committee could not deal with the first question 
without taking into consideration the Spens and other 
recommendations. 
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HosPITAL PRACTICE 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL suggested that the 
Board should place on record the Association’s apprecia- 
tion of the services of Mr. Percy Cocker, who had done a 
tremendous amount of work on the subject of the 
development of hospital practice, and had been attending 
the B.M.A. Committee to carry out liaison for the 
Association. (Agreed.) 


PROPOSED GENERAL DENTAL SERVICES COMMITTEE 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that a verbatim 
record had been made of the Conference held in B.M.A. 
House on June 24, but the Council had not yet had time 
to consider it. The Council hoped to be in a position at 
the October meeting of the Board to ask the Board to 
make some pronouncement on the changes suggested by 
the Conference. 

In order that there should be no misunderstanding of 
the position, the Council proposed that a copy of the 
verbatim report as it stood should be sent to each Local 
Dental Committee for their consideration. This would 
involve some expense, because the report ran to 72 pages. 
A copy would be available later for every member of the 
Board. 

On the motion of the Chairman of the Council, seconded 
by Mr. C. W. Spendelow, Section I of the Report was 
adopted. 

SECTION II.—GRANT-IN-AID 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that owing to 
heavy pressure of work the Health Acts Committee did 
not feel able to undertake the preparation of a further 
scheme on grant-in-aid. The Board might therefore like 
to set up an ad hoc committee to deal with the matter. 
The Council suggested that such a committee should 
consist of six members, and, to enable due care to be 
exercised in their selection, the Board might perhaps feel 
that the Council would be in a position to select six 
members who were known to be men of considerable 
experience in committee work though the Council might 
feel that all six should not necessarily be in the National 
Health Service, and that someone who was outside the 
scheme but knew something about grant-in-aid might 
bring detachment to the discussions. 

He moved that an ad hoc committee of six members be 
set up to examine grant-in-aid and report, and the motion 
was seconded. 

Mr. J. A. T. ROWLETT pointed out that the Health 
Acts Committee had spent many hours in drawing up a 
suggested policy on grant-in-aid, and asked what had 
happened to that document. 

Mr. L. E. BALDING replied that it had been circulated 
to the Board at the last meeting, when the question of 
grant-in-aid was considered on the resolution by Mr. 
Duckworth. 

Mr. J. A. T. RowLetr said that he saw no point in 
setting up another committee when one committee had 
already produced a report on the subject which had not 
yet been properly discussed. 

The CHAIRMAN recalled that the Board at its last meeting 
considered afresh the whole question of the advisability 
of some scheme of grant-in-aid, because it was felt that 
on a previous occasion when the matter had been con- 
sidered the Board was a much smaller body than it was 
at present. After discussion it was agreed that grant-in- 
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aid should remain a principle supported by the Association, 
and the Health Acts Committee were asked to go further 
into the matter. That Committee, however, felt that they 
had so much routine work to do that they could not 
undertake anything more with regard to grant-in-aid. 

Mr. D. MAcGREGor said that at the last meeting of the 
Board a report was presented from the Health Acts 
Committee which contained material of great value 
which should go a long way towards producing an 
acceptable system of grant-in-aid, and he felt that the 
result of the labours of that Committee should not be 
set aside, and that no ad hoc committee should be 
appointed until due consideration had been given to the 
result of the work of the Health Acts Committee. There 
was no obligation on the Association to produce a com- 
plete administrative scheme for grant-in-aid. If they 
accepted the principle, it should be easy for a Government 
body to produce a scheme for their consideration. 

Mr. W. S. BriTTAN pointed out that if the suggested 
ad hoc committee was set up the report of the Health 
Acts Committee would be considered by it, and would 
not be wasted. 

Mr. L. E. BALDING pointed out that the report from the 
Health Acts Committee had not been before the last meet- 
ing of the Board for discussion as a report from the Com- 
mittee, but had been circulated as an example of a grant- 
in-aid scheme. If a new committee was appointed, the 
report would be available to them. 

The motion proposed by the Chairman of the Council 
was carried with five dissentients. 

Mr. E. HouGHToN, while loth to give the Council 
more power than they already had, thought that they 
might know more about possible members of the new 
Committee than others, and therefore moved that the 
selection of the six members of the ad hoc Committee be 
left in the hands of the Council. 

Mr. F. SutciirFe seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

DENTAL WHITLEY COUNCIL 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that the Council 
were in agreement with the recommendation by the 
staff side of the Dental Whitley Council that, while 
negotiations were in progress, the Association should 
waive the requirements that all advertisements printed 
in the Journal for public dental officer posts should 
conform to the salary scale laid down by the Association. 
It was reasonable that both sides on the Dental Whitley 
Council should conduct their deliberations in the most 
harmonious atmosphere possible. 

The appropriate Committee met on July 8, and con- 
sidered the official counter-proposals from the local 
authorities. 

He moved that the ban at present placed on advertise- 
ments in the Journal be removed, and the motion was 
seconded. 

Mr. J. W. GILBERT, while appreciating the desire for 
harmony, pointed out that some local authorities refused 
to implement the agreement arrived at at Ministry level 
for a minimum scale for public dental officers. If the 
Association removed the ban on advertisements in the 
Journal, it would be fair to ask the other side to accept 
in their advertisements the agreed minimum scale. 

Mr. D. E. MASON, supporting the motion, pointed 
out that the Association derived some revenue from the 
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advertisements which were accepted ; one authority, 
he said, had spent £200 on advertisements, and had not 
had a single reply. The Association had nothing to fear, 
therefore, if the ban was lifted ; it would have the effect 
of conveying to the authorities concerned that what they 
offered was totally insufficient, and it would strengthen 
the hands of the staff side of the Whitley Council. 
The motion was then put to the Board and carried. 


CO-OPTIONS TO THE INTERIM BOARD 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL moved that Mr. 
P. G. Capon be co-opted a member of the interim Board. 
Mr. Capon, he said, was present, but at the end of this 
meeting would retire from the Board, having served 
on it for the last year as immediate Past-President. At 
the last meeting of the Board a Priority Classes Committee 
had been set up under his very able chairmanship, and 
he was also put on the Council. It would be anomalous 
if he ceased to be a member of the Board and could no 
longer present the reports of his Committee. 

Mr. R. FAIRHURST seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL moved that Miss 
M. M. Miller be co-opted a member of the interim Board. 
He said that Miss Miller was a member of the Public 
Dental Officers’ Group. The previous representative 
from Scotland, Mr. Archie Marshall, had retired from 
practice and resigned from the Board. 

Mr. D. E. MASON seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

ELECTION OF VICE-PRESIDENT 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that the Council 
proposed that the Board should recommend to the 
Annual Meeting that Mr. Harold Chapman, of London, 
be elected a Vice-President. Mr. Chapman had done 
much valuable work for the Association, and was a man 
of high professional reputation. He moved the adoption 
of the proposal. 

Mr. S. B. NEwTon, who seconded, said that the pro- 
posal would give great satisfaction to the Metropolitan 
Branch, and indeed to all members of the Association. 
Mr. Chapman had done valuable work both in teaching 
at the London Hospital Dental Schoo! and for the Associ- 
ation, of which he had been Honorary Secretary at a 
very difficult time in the Association’s history. 

The motion was carried with acclamation. 


ELECTION OF LIFE MEMBERS 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL reported that the 
Council recommended two names for election as Life 
Members, Mr. C. G. Spiridion, of Cardiff, ana Mr. 
D. G. L. Radford, of Edinburgh. 

Mr. M. BEVERLEY BURTON moved the election of Mr. 
C. G. Spiridion as a Life Member. Mr. Spiridion, he said, 
joined the Association in 1905 and was still a very active 
practitioner. He was Secretary of the South Wales and 
Monmouthshire Branch in 1925-35, and had been twice 
President of the Branch. He was on the staff of the Cardiff 
Royal Infirmary for 23 years. 

Mr. G. M. A. BRown seconded the motion, which 
was carried. 

Mr. D. MAcGREGoR said that the East of Scotland 
Branch had asked him to propose the election of Mr. 
D. G. L. Radford as a Life Member. Mr. Radford was 
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very well known to the older members, and had had a 
long period of service in several departments of dentistry. 
He had been President of the East of Scotland Branch 
and for many years was one of the five delegates to the 
International Dental Federation. He was a member of 
the Board for many years and beloved by all who knew 
him. He had now retired from practice on account of 
ill-health. His labours had always been for others and 
not for himself. 

Mr. R. C. Scott Dow seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

The entire Interim Report of Council, including the 
yerbal addendum, was adopted on the motion of the Chair- 
man of the Council, seconded by Mr. W. Peebles. 


REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE BOARD TO THE 
ANNUAL MEETING! 


The report of the Representative Board to the Annual 
Meeting was adopted on the motion of the Chairman of 
the Council, seconded by Mr. F. E. Harrison. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR HONORARY MEMBERSHIP 

The Chairman of the Council moved that the Board 
approve the two names put forward by the Council for 
Honorary Membership, those of Sir Cecil Wakeley, 
President of the Royal College of Surgeons of England, 
and Mr. Hugh Linstead, M.P. 

Mr. J. W. GILBERT seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 


HEALTH ACTS COMMITTEE 

THE Committee reported as follows :— 

Liaison with Scottish Health Acts Committee.— 
Adequate arrangements had been made for liaison 
between the Health Acts Committee at Headquarters 
and the Health Acts Sub-Committee of the Scottish 
Committee. 


Individual Cases.—A number of individual cases had 
been dealt with in which members were in difficulty with 
the Dental Estimates Board, the Ministry of Health or 
their Local Executive Councils. In addition a con- 
siderable number of suggestions or requests for advice 
had been received from Local Dental Committees and 
carefully considered replies had been sent. 


List of Drugs.—The review of the List of Drugs in- 
cluded in the 3ra Schedule to the General Dental Services 
Regulations would shortly be completed. Considerable 
help had been obtained from members and Local 
Dental Committees who had made suggestions on this 
subject. 


Patients Identity Cards.—The Ministry of Health had 
been asked to give wide publicity to the importance of 
patients producing their Identity Cards on the first 
occasion when they call for dental treatment. 

Isle of Man—Revised Health Service Conditions.— The 
Committee had been informed that the Isle of Man 
Health Services Board proposes to modify their present 
scheme of general dental services in the following 
manner, these modifications having been decided upon 
eee prior consultation with the profession in the 
sland :

1. In future the Service will only provide for : 
Examination. 
Ordinary scaling and gum treatment (i.e. no 
prolonged gum treatment). 
Ordinary fillings (i.e. no gold fillings or inlays). 
Root treatment. 
Ordinary extractions (i.e. no buried roots, cysts, 
etc.). 
General anesthetics. 
Ordinary dentures (i.e. no metal dentures, 
backing and tagging or special appliances). 
X-rays. 
Crowns. 
All other items of treatment will be discontinued 
under the Service. 

2. All estimates to require prior approval, but work 
up to £1 may be started before approval is obtained. 

3. No dentures to be inserted under three months 
after completion of extractions. 

4. Repairs to dentures to be paid for by the patient, 
who may apply for a refund if he considers that 
the repair was not necessitated by carelessness. 

5. The Section of the Act allowing the introduction 
of a Grant-in-Aid system to be abolished. 

6. The patient to pay 10 per cent of the cost of 
treatment and dentures in excess of £1. 

7. The recent 10 per cent cut in fees to be increased 
by a further 10 per cent. 

8. Certified accounts of practice expenses to be 
required from every dentist. 

9. No children, or adolescents under full-time 
instruction in schools, to be treated under the 
Service, except in emergency. 

10. Minor amendments in the conditions governing 
examinations and scaling. 

The Secretary of the Health Acts Committee had 
visited the Island, and the Committee had offered all 
assistance possible to the Isle of Man Dental Association. 

Liability to Complete Treatment.—The Committee 
had learned from different parts of the country that the 
Ministry of Health had been giving certain advice to 
Executive Councils on the interpretation of paragraphs 
3 (1) and 6(2) of the dentists’ Terms of Service. This 
advice is to the effect that once a dentist accepts a patient 
for treatment under the Health Service he must complete 
within the Service all treatment which the patient is 
willing to have done, even though the patient refuses 
during the course of treatment to have the remaining 
treatment done under the Service and requests the 
dentist to complete the work under a private contract. 

The Association’s Solicitors differ from the Ministry 
in their interpretation of these Regulations and the 
Committee intend to pursue the matter further when a 
suitable case arises. 

Handbook on Dental Service Committee Procedure.— 
The Ministry had now furnished the Association with a 
draft of a Handbook of Guidance on Service Committee 
Procedure which it was proposed to issue to Executive 
Councils. A number of amendments to this Handtook 
are being proposed by the Health Acts Committee and 
consultation is also taking place with the other 
professions concerned in this matter. 

Treatment of Merchant Seamen.—The Ministry had 
co-operated with the Association in arranging as an 
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experiment a new procedure which will facilitate the 
treatment of British Merchant Seamen who are on short 
stay in this country. 

Treatment for Hzmorrhage.—The Committee had 
approached the British Medical Association with the 
proposal that the two Associations shoulda meet the 
Ministry of Health with the object of defining more 
clearly the position regarding the treatment of post- 
operative hemorrhage, together with the question of 
payment where such treatment is carried out by a 
medical practitioner. 

Time Limits for Treatment.—The Committee had been 
made aware of considerable difficulties likely to arise in 
certain parts of the country if the Dental Estimates 
Board and Executive Councils commence to enforce 
strictly the time limits for treatment as from October 1, 
1950. Representations had accordingly been made to 
the Ministry particularly with regard to cases where 
dentists are quite unable to compiete outstanding 
treatment by that date, and the Ministry has been asked 
what special provision can be made for such cases. 

Orthodontic Treatment in Scotland.—An E.C.N. on 
orthodontic treatment issued to the profession in 
England and Wales stated that where a dentist referred 
his orthodontic cases to another dentist, it was per- 
missible for the second dentist to fill up a second E.C.17 
for the patient relating solely to the orthodontic treat- 
ment. It was brought to the notice of the Committee 
that the Scottish Dental Estimates Board had issued a 
ruling that a patient could not have two E.C.17s in 
existence at the same time. The matter was taken up 
with the Department of Health, and the Scottish Board 
have now agreed to revise their ruling so as to bring the 
two countries into line regarding the procedure in 
orthodontic cases. 

Service Committee and Tribunal Amendment Regula- 
tions.—The Committee agreed to a proposal from the 
Ministry that in a case where there was a complaint 
against a dentist which concerned the conduct of his 
assistant, the latter should have the right to appear 
before the Service Committee if he so wished, subject to 
definite assurances from the Ministry that (a) no penalty 
or reprimand would fall on the assistant ; the principal 
being entirely responsible for the actions of his assistant 
would also have to bear any penalty or reprimand, and 
(b) nothing would be recorded at the Ministry against 
the assistant. 

Examination and Emergency Extractions.—Information 
has been received that the Dental Estimates Board were 
writing to dentists refusing payment of a fee for examina- 
tion and report in cases where the dentist had carried out 
a full mouth examination and had completed details in 
Part 7 of the E.C.17 but the patient had refused to have 
any treatment other than an emergency extraction. 
The Board state that where casual treatment only is 
involved form E.C.17A must be used, and no examination 
and report fee is payable. 

This attempt by the Board to convert the Service from 
a Health Service into a purely breakdown service by 
refusing a patient requiring an emergency extraction the 
right to have his mouth examined, and by refusing the 
dentist a fee for carrying out this primary professional 
duty, was being strongly contested. Neither the Board 
nor the Ministry had been left in any doubt regarding 
the view of the profession on this matter. 
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Grant-in-Aid.—The Committee had decided with 
regret that in view of the heavy calls upon their time in 
dealing with the normal business of the Committee and 
particularly the question of Dental Service Committee 
Procedure, they did not feel able to undertake the task 
of preparing a second scheme of Grant-in-Aid. It is 
accordingly suggested that the Board should consider 
referring this matter to an ad hoc committee which 
would be able to devote its whole time to this important 
task. 

Mr. J. W. GILBERT expressed the hope that the Scottish 
Health Acts Committee would admit to their proceedings 
a Scottish representative of the B.M.A. 

Mr. C. E. LuKE replied that negotiations were in 
progress for liaison with the B.M.A. Dr. Walker, of the 
B.M.A., had been fully informed of their views in this 
respect. 

Mr. J. W. GILBERT, commenting on the revised Health 
Service conditions for the Isle of Man, characterised these 
as ** the shape of things to come.” 

Mr. L. E. BALDING said that it was with regret 
that his Committee decided that they could not 
undertake the work of preparing a further memorandum 
on grant-in-aid, but their other work was very considerable, 
and was increasing. It involved an eight-hour meeting 
once a month. They felt that such an important matter 
as grant-in-aid should not be crammed into so full an 
agenda. . 

He moved the adoption of the Report. 

Mr. Fairhurst seconded the motion, which was carried. 


REMUNERATION COMMITTEE 


THE Committee reported on the following matters : 

Scale of Fees Negotiation.—Consideration had been 
given to the debate in the House of Commons on the 
Prayer to annul the Regulation which provided for the 
reduction of 10 per cent from the scale of fees, and 
recommendations were made by the Committee to the 
Council of the Association. 

Consultant Practice in Dentistry.—A memorandum on 
this subject submitted by the Hospitals Group Committee 
had been considered by the Committee. 

Dental Whitley Council (Local Authorities).—Arrange- 
ments had been made for the first meeting of the Dental 
Whitley Council (Local Authorities), and consideration 
had been given to proposed amendments of the draft 
Constitution of the Dental Whitley Council. 

Mr. J. A. T. ROWLETT, referring to the paragraph 
dealing with the scale of fees negotiation, asked whether 
it was considered desirable that the Association should 
in an official document link itself up with one political 
party, and moved the deletion of the words “‘ A report 
was made of the prior meeting with the Shadow Com- 
mittee of the Conservative Party.” 

The motion was seconded. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL pointed out that an 
approach was made to both the major parties, but only 
one responded. In the Interim Report of Council, 


paragraph 2 (a), it was stated that‘** Attempts to obtaina 
hearing before the Parliamentary Labour Party were 
unsuccessful.” 

Mr. A. E. RowLEtT emphasised the importance of the 
Association dissociating itself from party politics, and 
suggested that it should te made clear that the meeting 
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with the Conservative Party took place only because no 
arrangements could be made with the other parties. 

The amendment to delete the words ** A report was made 
of the prior meeting with the Shadow Committee of the 
Conservative Party ’’ was put to the Board and lost. 

Mr. F. F. V. MANFIELD moved the addition, after the 
words ‘* Conservative Party,” of the words ‘* the only 
party prepared to receive a deputation from the Associa- 
tion.” This was seconded by Mr. E. E. Wookey. 

Mr. F. J. BALLARD suggested that a false impression 
was bound to be created unless account was taken of the 
reasons for the difference of policy in regard to willingness 
to receive a deputation from the Association. The 
Conservative Party, he pointed out, was not in power, 
whereas the Parliamentary Labour Party might well have 
felt that to receive a deputation in the middle of the 
discussions which were going on would be invidious. 
He agreed with what had been said by Mr. A. E. Rowlett 
and Mr. J. A. T. Rowlett as to the need for keeping clear 
of party political discussions. 

The amendment was put to the Board and carried. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL pointed out that neither 
the Liberal Party nor the Communist Party had been 
approached, and suggested that the correct wording 
would be** the only one of the two main political parties.” 

The Report, as amended, was adopted on the motion of 
Mr. J. P. Cocker, duly seconded. 


SCOTTISH COMMITTEE 


THE Scottish Committee reported that Mr. Carl 
Hebling had resigned from all committees of the Associa- 
tion ci account of his appointment to the Dental 
Estimates Board, and Mr. W. Ferguson Mackenzie had 
resigned from the National Joint Council for the Craft 
of Dental Technicians. 

A Scottish Health Acts Committee had been set up. 

A Boundaries Committee, consisting of two members 
from each Scottish Branch, was to be set up to consider 
boundary lines in Scotland. 

It had been resolved ** That the Scottish Committee 
should lodge application for the Annual General Meeting 
of the Association to be held in Edinburgh under the 
auspices of the three Scottish Branches.” 

The Committee suggested that Mr. M. N. Larkin 
should be appointed to the National Joint Council for 
the Craft of Dental Technicians. 

Replying to Mr. J. W. Gilbert, Mr. C. E. LUKE said 
that any views expressed by the Scottish Boundaries 
Committee would be conveyed direct to the Re- 
organisation Committee of the Board. 

He moved the adoption of the Report. 

Mr. J. A. T. Rowlett seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 


PRIORITY CLASSES COMMITTEE 


Mr. P. G. Capon presented the following report of 
the Priority Classes Committee and moved its adoption : 

This Committee met for the first time last month and 
were to meet again on July 25. A review of past 
Association policy was being undertaken, and an inquiry 
was being made into the experiences of other countries 
in the universal problem of the treatment of the priority 
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classes. The Committee recognised the urgency and 
importance of their task, and hoped to produce some 
recommendations, even if only tentative recommendations, 
at the next meeting of the Board. 

Mr. A. E. Rowlett seconded the adoption of the Report, 
which was carried. 


PUBLIC DENTAL OFFICERS’ GROUP 
Mr. D. E. MAson said that the Public Dental Officers’ 
Group had no formal report to make, but wished to 
express very sincere appreciation of all the work done for 
them by headquarters since the last meeting of the Board. 


NATIONAL JOINT COUNCIL FOR THE CRAFT OF 
DENTAL TECHNICIANS 

Mr. J. E. SEEAR reported that the Joint Council met 
on June 14, 1950, when the following subjects were 
considered: 

Fair List.—The Unions asked for the assistance of the 
Association in circulating a fair list of dental laboratories 
which observed the wage rates and conditions of work 
laid down by the Joint Council. On the instructions of 
the Council of the Association, the Association’s repre- 
sentatives stated that they were not prepared to give 
any assistance in the circulation of this list. 


Wage Rates and Superannuation.—The Association’s 
representatives communicated to the Unions the 
decision of the Association that they could not agree to 
the claims for increased minimum wages and a super- 
annuation scheme. The Unions pressed for reconsidera- 
tion of one point in their wages claim, namely that 
Grade III should be abolished and the Joint Council 
agreed to refer this proposal to their General Purposes 
Committee for further examination. 

Daytime Release.—In accordance with the decision of 
the Representative Board at its last meeting, an amended 
resolution on this subject was put before the Joint 
Council, viz. : 

‘** That in the opinion of this Council opportunity 
should be granted by employers for apprentices to 
attend daytime classes in their craft, where available, 
for not more than two sessions a week, subject to the 
apprentice producing satisfactory certificates of his 
attendance thereat.” 

This was adopted. 

Resignations.—The Employers Side have learned with 
regret of the resignation from the National Joint Council 
of Messrs. W. F. Mackenzie and C. W. Nicholas. There 
are accordingly two vacancies on the Joint Council to be 
filled by the Board. 

Mr. J. E. SEEAR moved the appointment of Mr. M. N. 
Larkin to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation from 
the National Joint Council of Mr. W. F. Mackenzie, 
and this was agreed to. It was also agreed, at the suggestion 
of the Chairman of the Council, that it be left to Mr. 
Seear to suggest to the next meeting of the Board the 
name of someone to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Mr. C. W. Nicholas. 

Mr. J. E. SEEAR said that the trade union members of 
the National Joint Council desired to express their 
appreciation to the Association of the work of Mr. 
H. D. Barry in redrafting the Dental Technicians Bill. 

He moved the adoption of the Report. 

The motion was seconded and carried. 
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ANCILLARY DENTAL WORKERS 
Mr. E. E. Wookey moved : 


* That in view of the shortage of dentists and the 
probable intention of the Government to consider the 
employment of ancillary dental workers, the Board 
recommends the setting up of a special committee to 
investigate the advantages and the disadvantages of their 
employment in : 

(i) The Local Authority Dental Service : 

(ii) The Hospital Dental Service ; 
(iii) The General Practitioner Service.” 


The word * ancillary” was used in the motion, he 
said, because it was the term employed by the Ministry 
of Health. He appealed for a common-sense approach 
to the question. Two years ago the Board refused, and 
he thought rightly, to consider the employment of 
ancillaries in any form, because the profession appeared 
at that time able to cope with any demands for treatment. 
Since the introduction of the Health Act, however, the 
position had entirely changed, and the enormous demand 
for their services had overwhelmed the profession and 
completely wrecked the priorities scheme. In addition, 
pressure of work had had a bad effect on the health of 
the profession. The effect of the Act of 1921 was to cause 
an influx of dentists of approximately one age into the 
profession, and those men were now fifty years old and 
more, so that the wastage over the next few years would 
be very heavy and could not be made good by the 
schools. 

If the output of qualified practitioners could not be 
materially increased, there were two alternatives. The 
first was to shorten the curriculum, the second was the 
employment of ancillaries. The Government, faced with 
a shortage of dentists which was likely to persist in- 
definitely, wanted to discover what dental operations 
could be delegated to less highly, and therefore more 
quickly, trained individuals. A deputation had therefore 
been sent to New Zealand. The Government had also 
sponsored a scheme for training dental hygienists, and 
were considering the employment of dental ancillaries in 
this country. The problem was a very urgent one, and the 
profession must form its own plans without delay. 
The inves igation would have to be carried out by a 
carefully chosen committee, and they would suggest 
that it should consist of two members from the Public 
Dental Service, two members from a teaching hospital, 
one member from a non-teaching hospital, and three 
general practitioners, one of whom should preferably be 
from outside the Health Service. The terms of reference 
suggested were deliberately wide. The Board might feel 
it necessary to ask the committee to make suggestions 
for suitable limitations and safeguards if the employment 
of ancillary workers was recommended. The selection 
of the personnel for the committee might well be left to 
the Council. 

Mr. D. E. Mason, who seconded, said that at the 
moment the Board did not know the wishes of its members 
regarding this matter, but by getting a report on the 
advantages and disadvantages it should be able to reach 
a fair decision. 

Mr. H. T. Roper-HALL pointed out that Mr. Wookey 
had not defined the word “* ancillary,” but this was the 
crux of the matter. If a committee was set up, as he 
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hoped it would be, it should be free to consider possible 
alternatives. 

Mr. D. MACGREGOR said that Mr. Wookey had left 
him no alternative but to oppose the motion, although 
he agreed that investigation was badly needed. 

Mr. P. G. Capon said that at the first meeting of his 
Committee they had reviewed the potentialities of their 
field of inquiry, which was bound to lead them to con- 
sider the use of ancillary workers for children and 
expectant mothers. There might thus be overlapping 
between the two committees, and some liaison between 
them would be needed. 

Mr. G. H. TEALL thought that an investigation would 
have general support, but urged that the committee 
should come to no decision in favour of or against the 
employment of ancillaries. 

Mr. J. W. GiLBert shared Mr. Teall’s apprehension 
about what might happen to the report of the committee, 
and suggested that it should go to the Council in the 
first place, and that the Council should decide whether it 
should receive wider publication and come before the 
Board. He also objected to the reference in the motion 
to ** the shortage of dentists,” and moved as an amend- 
ment the deletion of the words ** the shortage of dentists ” 
and the alteration of the word ** probable ” (** probable 
intention of the Government ”’) to ** possible.” 

Mr. H. T. Roper-HALL, opposing the amendment, 
said that there was at present a chaotic state of affairs in 
dentistry, whether due to a shortage of dentists or not, 
and on account of the apparent shortage some steps 
were likely to be taken, but it would be wrong to lay all 
the emphasis on the possible intentions of the Govern- 
ment. The problem should be looked upon as one which 
concerned the profession alone. 

Mr. F. J. BALLARD said that in his view whatever the 
Government might intend was not material. The 
Association had to adopt not a negative approach but a 
positive one, which should be inspired by the conviction 
that it was the duty of the dental profession to serve the 
public. The Association had accepted the Teviot Report, 
which made it clear that there was a serious shortage of 
dentists. As a closed profession, they must decide how 
to organise their resources to overcome the difficulties 
which faced the public at present in meeting their dental 
requirements, 

Mr. J. W. GILBERT, in view of what Mr. Roper-Hall 
and Mr. Ballard had said, obtained the leave of the Board 
to withdraw his amendment and to move that the open- 
ing words of the motion should be amended to read 
‘* The Board recommends the setting up of a special 
committez to investigate the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of the employment of ancillary workers in,’’ then 
giving the three services named and adding ** and to 
report to the Council.” 

Mr. F. J. BALLARD objected to the report going to 
the Council, with the implication that it would be left 
to the Council to decide whether the report should come 
before the Board. 

The CHAIRMAN suggested that for the moment the 
question of the body to which the report should go should 
be left open. 

Mr. A. E. Row ett said that an ancillary worker 
would work only under the control of a dentist, and the 
term would not include such auxiliary workers as the 
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New Zealand dental nurses. It might be better, therefore. 
iorefer to “ancillary or auxiliary workers ” in the motion. 


Mr. W. PEEBLES suggested that it was difficult to come 
to a decision at the present meeting. A controlled experi- 
ment was going on in the employment of hygienists, 
and a report on the position in New Zealand was awaited. 
He suggested that the mover and seconder of the motion 
should think it over and come forward at the next 
meeting of the Board with a motion on the same lines, 
but tidied up. He therefore proposed that the motion 
lie on the table, and this was seconded by Mr. D. Mac- 
Gregor. 

Mr. H. T. Roper-HALL expressed the opinion that the 
matter was so urgent that a committee should be set 
up at once to consider it. “If something is not done soon,” 
he said, ‘* we shall have it done for us.” 


The proposal that the motion should lie on the table 
was lost, and the amendment proposed by Mr. Gilbert, 
but omitting any reference to the body to which the Com- 
mittee should report, was carried with one dissentient, 
so that the motion as amended read : 


‘“* The Board recommends the setting up of a special 
committee to investigate the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of the employment of ancillary workers in (i) the 
Local Authority Dental Service; (ii) the Hospital 
Dental Service; (iii) the General Practitioner Service.” 


Mr. F. J. BALLARD moved that the Committee report 
to the Board, and this was seconded and carried. 


The CHAIRMAN asked whether the Board agreed that 
the Committee should consist of eight members in the 
way suggested by Mr. Wookey. Disagreement was expres- 
sed by a number of members, and Mr. C. W. Spendelow 
suggested that the setting up of the committee be left 
to the Council. 


The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said he could not see 
why action that day was regarded as necessary ; such a 
serious decision should not be taken, in his view, at the 
last minute and at a meeting at which the attendance 
was smali. The employment of hygienists had to be faced 
by the Association at some stage, but the proposal 
which had been adopted had not had sufficient discus- 
sion. 

Mr. W. S. Brittan moved that a decision as to the per- 
sonnel of the Committee be deferred until the next meeting 
of the Board, and the motion was seconded by Mr. J. W. 
Gilbert, and was carried. 


New SECTIONS 


The Board formally approved the formation of the 
following sections : 

Aldershot and District ; Epsom, Sutton and District ; 
Northumberland; Wirral ; Crosby and District ; and 
Yeovil and District. Two applications from the Metro- 
politan Branch were also agreed to, subject to their 
being found to be in order. An alteration of the Rules 
of the Western Division of the Public Dental Officers’ 
Group was approved. 


The meeting then terminated,

At a meeting of the Committee, in Perth, on June 10 
Scottish Health Service affairs were reviewed and an 
agenda of matters to be taken up with the Department of 
Health was formulated. The following members of the 
Committee were elected to form a Contact Committee 
to meet representatives of the Department of Health as 
need arose: J. Marshall Banks, W. A. Blyth Clark, 
T. Brown Henderson, A. P. Husband, John Stewart. 
It was agreed that when Specialist or P.D.O. Services 
were under discussion H. M. Crombie, or R. P. Neilscn, 
would attend. 

The Scottish Health Acts Committee has been set up to 
assist Scottish members of the Association with their 
Health Service problems, and to relieve the Health Acts 
Committee of the Association of some of its very onerous 
duties. It also hopes to help the L.D.C.s of Scotland to 
correlate the many matters on which they desire guidance 
and presentation before the Department of Health. With 
that end in view the Scottish Health Acts Committee 
invites Association members in Scotland and the Scottish 
L.D.C. secretaries to make full use of its services. 


P.D.O. Group Notes 


THE second meeting of the Whitley Council (local 
authorities) took place on July 6, and the employers 
submitted their proposals for consideration. The 
negotiations are confidential and so no details can be 
made known. Suffice it to say that our representatives 
are satisfied with the speed of progress and that the 
employers’ side appear equally anxious that matters 
shall be expedited as much as possible. One point 
that is being stressed in the staff side’s claim is that 
any agreed scale of salaries shall be retrospective. 
The meetings continue in a friendly and frank spirit 
and members of the Group can rest assured that no 
effort is being spared to reach a satisfactory solution 
to their problems. The date of the next meeting has 
yet to be announced but it is not anticipated that it 
will be before September. 

The recommendations of the National Joint Council 
with regard to revised car mileage allowance in view 
of the increase in the price of petrol are extremely 
unsatisfactory, as in the case of most P.D.O.s, the 
rise in price of petrol of 104d. per gallon is almost 
entirely to be passed on to the employee. 

There has been some talk of late that the better- 
paying authorities are obtaining additions to their 
staffs. These figures should not mislead anybody. 
That P.D.O.s should leave bad paying authorities to 
join others is not surprising. There are only two 
figures which have any significance in this problem 
of staffing the school dental service. namely, what is 
the average age of serving P.D.O.s, and how many 
new graduates are entering the service. The former 
figure is almost certainly alarmingly high and the 
latter as good as non-existent. The crucial considera- 
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tion is not “How many of the older men will stay 
in the service,” but “What must be done to get the 
young graduates to regard school dentistry as an 
attractive and worth-while career.” 

At a recent Branch Meeting of the Association the 
subject of the treatment of school children was under 
discussion and one member asked why the school 
dentists could not work longer hours and so deal 
with this problem? The question was adequately 
answered by another private practitioner who had 
done a lot of school dentistry. He stated that in his 
opinion five hours’ work on children were equal to 
eight hours on adults. There is, of course, an ironical 
side to this question, but it is not necessary to enlarge 
upon that.

It is clear that we are now virtually back to where we 
were under the basic Dental Benefit scale and certainly 
worse off than under this scale plus the betterment 
factor promised to us in consideration of the Spen’s 
report. 

Furthermore the Minister of Health will assuredly 
conjure up an excuse to reduce our fees still further 
when the assessment of practice expenses has been 
considered. 

The expense ratio will be assessed in relation to incomes 
when the fees were at their peak. Our expenses are as 
high as ever and now represent a greater proportion 
of our gross earnings under the reduced scale. 

It is too much to hope that this aspect will be taken 
into consideration. 

The initial demand for treatment, although persisting 
longer than was anticipated, must inevitably decline 
and that, considering the pace at which we have been 
obliged to work, in the not too distant future. 

When that time comes we shall find ourselves worse off 
than we have been for a generation and the stage will 
be ideally set for recruitment into whole-time salaried 
service. 

Let us not deceive ourselves further. It is a planned 
campaign and one which will succeed unless we have 
the courage to oppose further encroachment by united 
and determined action. 

We need strong and vigorous leadership at the head 
of the profession supported by the unfailing loyalty of 
the rank and file.

The Dental Health Service.—It is reasonable to assume 
that we shall always have a National Dental Health 
Service, with an organisation based on the present frame- 
work, irrespective of which political Party may be in 
power. Furthermore the financial side will always be 
the main “ bone of contention.” It can be accepted also 
that whichever Party is in power, there will be a ceiling 
set for expenditure on Health Services. 

Therefore it behoves the profession to try and pul 
forward practical suggestions for running a reasonably 
efficient service, based on the premise that we are first 
of all taxpayers and then dental practitioners. 

If it is not possible to put constructive suggestions 10 
any particular Minister of Health, then they might wel 
be put direct to the Treasury and the Public, who, after 
all, pay the bill. 
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In putting forward proposals, there are two points 
on which we should insist. Firstly that the service be 
run as a health service, and not as a vote-catching bait, 
and secondly that there is nothing basically criminal in 
contracting out, by mutual agreement between patient 
and practitioner, for the provision of better class denture 
work. It should be stressed that there is a difference 
between the type of denture work which gave efficient 
service to thousands of members of the Armed Forces 
and the more ‘“‘Savile Row” type produced every day 
by conscientious experienced and artistic practitioners. 
I need not go into details. 

| should like to put forward the following suggestions : 

(a) Patients over 21 years should be restricted to two 
completed contracts in any one year, under the Act. 

(b) Anyone under 21 should be entitled to as many 
contracts as may be necessary. 

(c) Patients requiring full dentures should be restricted 
to not more than one set every seven years. 

Temporary dentures and “‘smile plates *’ should not 
be covered by the Act. No one can really pretend that 
they are essential to health. They are a social convention, 
and most patients are quite prepared to pay privately 
for this type of work if they feel the need. Many do not 
feel the need. Similarly repairs simply involving the 
replacement of broken teeth could well be a private charge. 

(d) Fees for the conservation of temporary teeth should 
be brought more into line with other conservative work. 
Thus the treatment of children would no longer be dis- 
couraged under the Act. 

I realise that these ideas are sketchy and open to criti- 
cism, but at least they are a practical attempt to restrict 
gross costs, without the eternal cutting of individual fees. 

We are the only people who can really see both sides of 
the problem and it is up to us to get a satisfactory scheme 
working, and not merely walk out because of the ill 
manners of one individual—MArtTiIN W.  PILCHER, 
Notley, Godalming, Surrey. 


In Defence of the R.D.O.—In an otherwise reasonable 
argument it is a pity that Mr. David Eccles (B.D.J., 
2.6.50, report of Parliamentary Debate on the 10 per 
cent cut) let one of his salvoes fall wide of the mark, or 
perhaps it would be better to say it hit the wrong target. 
| am sure it was not intentional. His words ‘* men who 
had failed at the chair... teaching other people work 
they could not do themselves *’ may only refer to the 
inspecting dental officers of the Ministry of Health, and 
constitute a grave injustice. This corps, formerly the 
R.D.O.s, grew up in a comparatively short time under 
conditions of greater reality than now and served a very 
useful and necessary part in the administration of the 
old National Health Insurance. Many of these old- 
timers are still struggling manfully in the past tradition 
to cope with the impossible. 

In refuting the unfortunate suggestion it should be 
made plain that between the Wars there were many 
thoroughly competent men who did not find attractive 
the more spartan conditions then prevailing in private 
practice. It is a human weakness to judge the past in 
terms of the present, and it is essentially a personal 
decision how best one may employ one’s talents. But 
whether from choice or necessity the R.D.O. had and 
still has a very necessary place. To the ordinary prac- 
titioner he could give advice, his judgment on doubtful 
points was usually sound, always he protected the public, 
the insurance society, and the patient’s purse, and in 
general he was regarded as a professional friend who 
made periodic appearances as a matter of routine. 
There is only one misfortune regarding R.D.O.s—they 
are too few in number. Otherwise there would not be 
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many fantastic N.H.S. 
per cent cut. 

Beyond a doubt the ** nigger in the woodpile ”’ is the 
D.E.B. itself, and it is apparently from the professional 
staff that most of our sorrows arise. These unfortunates 
probably have an impossible task but we should un- 
doubtedly all be better served if the dental officer system 
was extended and made more attractive to the right type 
of man. We could then rely upon the judgment of the 
R.D.O. who both met the practitioner and saw the case, 
as to whether a “* special fee *’ was reasonable. Clerks 
could do the rest. 

The task of collecting the entire N.H.S. dental records 
of England and Wales in one place must have been 
enormous, and while the system has perhaps not always 
been infallible its remarkable accuracy does deserve 
credit. However, some more local delegation of 
authority for granting immediate approval for certain 
cases is required. This would serve the double purpose 
of expediting urgent treatment and giving the practitioner 
some benefit of his professional reputation. In the days 
of the approved societies a few favourable R.D.O. 
reports gave a dentist some unofficial immunity from 
interference, while the opposite made the same R.D.O. 
a regular, if not always welcome, visitor.—T. HisLop, 
43, Thorne Road, Doncaster.

Alien Dentists.—*‘ I hereby certify that I understand 
the risks to which I and my relatives may be exposed by 
my employment in the British Army outside the United 
Kingdom. Notwithstanding this, I certify that I am 
willing to be employed in any theatre of war.” This 
declaration was made by the 9,000 men and women, 
aliens from Germany and Austria, who volunteered for 
Overseas service in the early days of the war. I happened 
to see a review of Prof. Bentwich’s book J Understand 
the Risks, shortly after reading A. H. C.’s advice to 
dentists not to dissipate their energies on behalf of 
alien dentists, the kith and kin of the above volunteers. 

It seems a strange paradox that these people should be 
forced to dissipate their energies at a time when they, 
now British citizens, have offered to go into the school 
dental service which is crying out for dentists. Their 
qualifications are on a par with those of us with whom 
they practised side by side on the Continent before 
Hitler’s arrival. But because we had perhaps a few more 
hours’ study to our credit in, say, chemistry, we made the 
grade and they did not. Surely it is not correct to say 
that “there is no One who can influence registration.” 
Regulations are made by man, they can be changed by 
man, and in the interest of a hard-pressed profession 
and a needy population this change appears overdue as 
it is estimated that the rejected dentists could look after 
about 200,000 cases per year.—B. BorRKON, 2, Highfield 
Road, Edgbaston, Birmingham, 15.

THE Annual Business Meeting of Members was held 
in the Great Hall of the University, Birmingham, on 
Tuesday, July 11, 1950, at 10 a.m., Mr. W. R. Tattersall, 
Chairman of the Representative Board, presiding. 


REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE BOARD * 


The CHAIRMAN OF THE CounciL (Mr. A. P. Husband) 
Presented the Report of the Representative Board to the 
Annual Meeting. He began by saying that he was deeply 
conscious of being the first Chairman of the Council 
to have the honour and privilege of presenting this 
Report to the Annual Meeting of what was now the 
British Dental Association.

Loss of Members by Death.—They were grieved by 
the loss of a considerable number of members of the 
profession, and he thought that it would not be invidious 
on his part to mention two names, those of William Guy 
and L. C. Attkins, because he wanted to place on record 
the Association’s grateful appreciation of all that they had 
done, of their integrity of purpose, their virtues, and the 
great contribution which they had made during their pro- 
fessional life. 

Amalgamation.—The ease with which headquarters 
had shaken down in such a short time was a remarkable 
achievement. They had been getting together only for 
the last six months, but he had been very gratified to 
hear many expressions of appreciation of how smoothly 
things were going. 

National Health Service Acts.—The Health Acts 
Department had proved to be one of the busiest parts 
of the organisation, and upwards of 2,000 problems 
and questions had been answered by letter, by interview 
or by telephone. It was desirable that any member who 
had a problem should get help from that source, which 
was the most qualified to render such aia. 

The report of the Fact Finding Committee made it 
obvious that the times upon which the original scale of 
fees was based were justified, and that the basis of those 
fees had not been erroneous in any material respect. 
So far as remuneration was concerned, it would be 
recalled that the negotiations in which the dental repre- 
sentatives were taking part arose from a promised review 
of the scale of fees which was envisaged at the time that 
the original scale was created. During those negotiations, 
however, the profession had been subjected to arbitrary 
and unilateral action on the part of the Minister. A 
ceiling had been fixed to limit earnings, and that was 
followed by a 20 per cent cut, and then by a further 10 
per cent cut. It must not be assumed that because the 
Association was not going into the highways and by-ways 
and proclaiming its activities nothing had been done. 
There had been a good deal of action. Prayers had been 
laid in Parliament on more than one occasion. Admit- 
tedly they were not successful, but the fact that that had 
been done was an indication that the Association was 
trying to take what action appeared to be open to it. 

With regard to the Whitley machinery, the refusal to 
continue with negotiations prompted the Representative 
Board to refuse to accept Dental Whitley Council 
machinery for the whole profession, but to enter a Dental 
Whitley Council for the Public Dental Officers, and that 
was in being at the moment. 

Priority Dental Services.—The Committee on this 
subject had appointed as its Chairman Mr. Philip G. 
Capon, and, knowing the abilities of Mr. Capon, he 
could give the assurance that when that Committee did 
report it would do so with some effect. 

Alien Dentists.—There were two considerations which 
affected this problem. An alien dentist who was entitled 
to practise in this country by virtue of his name being 
entered on the Dentists Register must be allowed to do 
so, but persons who claimed to be eligible to practise, 
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by having practised dentistry in their own country, but 
who, according to the General Medical Council, were 
not entitled to registration in the British Dentists Register, 
must accept that ruling while the law of this country 
remained as it was at present. It was believed that the 
authorities were considering making it a condition of 
entry for these alien dentists that they should spend at 
least the first two years in the school dental service, and 
should not during that period be allowed to enter into 
private practice either as principals or as assistants. 
The residence of aliens in this country was governed by 
the Home Office. 

Dental Technicians.—A Bill was being prepared to 
control the craft of dental technician. The draft as first 
received was not acceptable to the Association, but the 
Deputy Assistant Secretary of the Association, Mr. 
Barry, had received great praise from all sides of the 
National Joint Council for the way in which he had 
redrafted that Bill. It had been approved by the Repre- 
sentative Board. 

In conclusion he said he would like to express his 
personal thanks, and the thanks of all the members, 
for all the work done at headquarters by all the members 
of the staff. (Applause.) 

The adoption of the Report of the Representative Board 
was moved by the Chairman of the Council, seconded by 
Mr. Norman Haines, and carried. 


BALANCE SHEET AND STATEMENT OF 
ACCOUNTS 


Mr. E. B. Dowsetr (Hon. Treasurer) presented the 
Balance Sheet and Statement of Accounts for the year 
ended December 31, 1949, and moved their adoption. 

The only item to which he wished to draw attention, 
he said, was the balance of income over expenditure, 
which was £6,282, in contradistinction to the deficit 
the previous year of £6,300. That was due entirely to 
the raising of the subscription before amalgamation from 
three guineas to five guineas. It would be noted that 
subscriptions for the year under review, with a five- 
guinea subscription, amounted to £35,000, compared 
with £22,000 the previous year. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. D. MacGregor, 
and carried. 

The CHAIRMAN said that at a later stage the recording 
of thanks to the officers of the Association would be 
dealt with, but the Hon. Treasurer was in a unique 


position, since he had to devote a very large amount of 


time to his task. It would be the wish of the meeting, 
therefore, to record to Mr. Dowsett their very hearty 
thanks for all the work that he had done during the past 
year. 

The vote of thanks was carried unanimously, with 
acclamation. 


ELECTION AND REMUNERATION OF 
AUDITORS 


Mr. D. MacGreGor moved that Messrs. Begbie, 
Robinson and Co. be re-elected Auditors to the Associ- 
ation, at a fee to be decided by the Council of the Associ- 
ation. 

Mr. R. FairHurst seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 
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SPECIAL BUSINESS 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE REPRESENTA. 
TIVE BOARD 

Mr. W. PEEBLES moved that Mr. Ernest B. Dowsett 
be elected President-Elect of the Association. 

Mr. J. W. GILBERT seconded the motion, which was 
carried unanimously, with acclamation. 

Mr. A. C. MAcK moved that the Annual Meeting, 
1951, be held in London. This would be, he said, the 
7ist Annual Meeting of the Association, and would 
mark the Diamond Jubilee of the Metropolitan Branch, 

Mr. R. C. HUNTER seconded the motion, which was 
carried unanimously. 


ADDITIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 
REPRESENTATIVE BOARD 
ELECTION OF VICE-PRESIDENT 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that the Repre- 
sentative Board recommended to the Annual Meeting 
that Mr. Harold Chapman be elected a Vice-President 
of the Association. 

Dr. LILIAN Linpsay, who seconded, said that Mr. 
Chapman had given long service to the Association, 
and was the last Honorary Secretary, before a Dental 
Secretary was appointed. He held that office at a very 
difficult time, and had ever since given freely of his 
services. : 

The motion was carried unanimously, with accla- 
mation. 


ELECTION OF HONORARY MEMBERS 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that the second 
recommendation of the Representative Board was that 
Sir Cecil Wakeley and Mr. Hugh N. Linstead, M.P., 
be elected Honorary Members of the Association. 
Sir Cecil Wakeley was President of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, and Mr. Linstead was the Chairman of the 
Amalgamation Drafting Committee, and by common 
consent carried out his duties in a most excellent and 
praiseworthy manner. He moved the adoption of the 
recommendation. 

Mr. J. W. GILBERT seconded the motion, which was 
carried unanimously.

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL informed the meeting 
that Mr. R. G. Heegaard Warner was _indisposed, 
and, therefore, though a regular attender at Annual 
Meetings, was unable to be present that day. He had 
sent a charming note expressing his regret at not being 
able to meet old friends once again. Mr. Warner had a 
very strenuous period of office as Chairman of the Council; 
the average member did not fully appreciate how much 
responsibility frequently lay on the shoulders of the 
Chairman of the Council and, being in office during the 
war, with no Council or Board in session, the responsi- 
bilities which Mr. Warner undertook were more than 
heavy. He moved that a message should be sent to Mr. 
Warner from the Annual Meeting conveying the good- 
will and encouragement of the members and their best 
wishes for his speedy recovery. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Duncan MacGregor, 
and carried unanimously. 

The Annual Business Meeting then terminated. 
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ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 
CONCLUDING MEETING 


Tue Concluding Meeting was held in the Anatomy 
Lecture Theatre of the Medical School, Birmingham, at 
4.30 p.m., on Thursday, July 13. Mr. T. Hindle, Vice- 
Chairman of the Representative Board, occupied the 
Chair, and said that the meeting marked the conclusion 
of a very happy, profitable and successful Annual 
Meeting. 

The Minutes of the Annual Business Meeting of 
Members and of the Annual General Meeting were read 
by the Secretary, and were confirmed and signed as 
correct. 

Mr. E. J. Coss proposed the following resolution : 


“ That a hearty vote of thanks be accorded to the 
Lord Mayor and Corporation of the City of Birming- 
ham for the civic message of welcome, the civic recep- 
tion and the hospitality shown throughout the meeting :

The SECRETARY read the Minutes of the Concluding 
Meeting, which were confirmed and signed as correct. 

Mr. J. J. Lucrart thanked the Chairman for the able 
way in which he had conducted the meeting, and the 
proceedings then terminated. 


Public Dental Officers’ Group 


A MEETING Of the Committee of the P.D.O. Group was 
held at Birmingham on Monday, July 10. Mr. D. A.S 
Martin was in the chair, Mr. Mason being at the Rep- 
resentative Board. 

The Chairman welcomed Mr. J. D. Sykes, the President- 
elect, to the committee. 

It was reported that the request that the Industrial 
Dental Officers’ Division should become a separate 
Group had been conveyed to the Board, but no informa- 
tion was available as to what action, if any, has been 
taken in the matter. 

Arising from this and previous items the Committee 
were of the opinion that the Council and secretariat were 
very slack in the way matters referred by the Group 
Committee were dealt with and the secretary was in- 
structed to ask for more sympathetic treatment. 

Local Authority Dental Officers Employed in Hospitals. 
In a written report Mr. Mason stated that the position of 
Local Authority dental officers who, during their official 
L.A. hours, devoted one or more sessions per week to 
dental treatment at a hospital had not yet been officially 
clarified. 

In the opinion of the Committee this was a subject for 
consideration by the Dental Whitley Council, but 
opinion favoured separate contracts for Local Authority 
and Regional Hospital Board appointments. 

Nothing new was reported about the Whitley Council 
but it was emphasised that Mr. Mason had done splendid 
work in bringing the Council into being and was a truly 
great leader of the staff side. 

Owing to the transfer of Mr. Taylor to nomination by 
the Hospitals Group a place agg vacant in the B.D.A. 
team (temporarily filled by Mr. J. F. A. Smyth) which 
had to be filled by the Group Committee. On the motion 
of Mr. Webster, s conded by Mr. B. D. Britten, Mr. 
Smyth was confirmed in his appointment. 

The constitution of the Whitley Council permits 
deputies to fill the place and exercise all the rights of 
absent members. The following were nominated as 
deputies—Messrs. J. A. Gale (Scotland), H. D. Hall, 
Miss M. I. Lamb and Mr. T. H. Liptrot. Miss A. S. 
Stewart and Messrs. P. G. Oliver, John Young and K. 
Batten were endorsed as nominees from the Dental 
Officers’ Group, S.M.O.H. 

A special vote of thanks was accorded Messrs. 
Griffith, Littlefield, Liptrot and Davies-Thomas for their 
great efforts in making the Group meetings and activities 
in connection with the Annual Meeting at Birmingham 
such a success. 

Mr. Sykes reported that the Group A.G.M. is to be 
held at the University Arms Hotel, Cambridge, the Group 
Committee on Friday evening, November 17, 1950; on 
Saturday, November 18, a demonstration meeting, the 
A.G.M. (in the afternoon) and the annual dinner. Mr. 
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Sykes invited those willing to give table demonstrations 
to write to him. 

At the close of the meeting it was announced that 
Miss M. N. Miller had been co-opted a member of the 
Representative Board, and great satisfaction was ex- 
pressed at this. 

As Observer on the Council of Dental Officers’ Group, 
S.M.O.H., Mr. Liptrot reported a debate on dental 
public relations, which were considered to be very bad. 
After some discussion the Secretary was instructed to 
write to Mr. Pilbeam, a member of the B.D.A. Public 
Relations Committee, asking for up-to-date information.

Assistants Ineligible for N.H.S. work.—I am advised 
that some difficulty is being caused in the National 
Health Service through dentists employing assistants 
or locums who are disqualified from doing National 
Health Service work. 

Practitioners when engaging assistants or locums 
should be careful to ascertain that they are not disquali- 
fied from doing National Health work, when it is intended 
they should so engage in this work.—F. SuTCLirFFE, 
Secretary Manchester Local Dental Committee, 387, 
Cheetham Hill Road, Manchester, 8. 


Foreigners and the Scheme.—Among arrivals under 
the ** scheme ’’ there have been in the past a good many 
European Voluntary Workers with their families, con- 
tinental trainees, domestic staff from Germany, ete. 
One appreciates the generosity offered in including them 
in the benefits of the service and has, of course, full 
human sympathy with them as patients. However, bear- 
ing my own continental ties in mind I cannot help feeling 
that in view of the acute man-power shortage a certain 
reform should not be deferred much longer. In’ sub- 
mitting a few tentative proposals I venture to suggest 
that by adopting them no real hardship will be incurred 
nor any resentment caused. 

A person applying for employment in this country 
should be required to produce a certificate of dental 
fitness. It is quite proper for say a woman seeking 
hospital employment in Britain to have a medical 
examination as to her general fitness before she is 
admitted. Surely, the present knowledge and apprecia- 
tion of dental and oral health could be given the same 
consideration. However, it must be a dental certificate 
and not simply a doctor’s extended to this effect. Further, 
since experience has shown that in this country’s 
environmental conditions, extensive crown—or bridge— 
restorations do not prove too successful, at least in the 
case of this category of patients, a timely warning should 
be given to all concerned. It is pertinent to point out the 
amount of bridgework encountered, particularly among 
the women, but the case of a man, aged 80, who shortly 
after his arrival in this country required under the scheme 
the removal of elaborate bridgework with all its abut- 
ments followed by full denture prosthesis should not be 
unmentioned. 

I hold that ordinary ‘*‘ maintenance ” work (sit venia 
verbo) should on  social-hygienic grounds remain 
acceptable under the general practitioner scheme, but 
subject to the ‘* groundwork ” (briefly and well termed 
*““ sanierung”’ in the German language) having been 
carried out in the country of origin. I take it that there 
is no shortage whatever of dentists on the Continent. 
Even with such a re-distribution of the dental work, 
practitioners will be kept pretty busy as those patients 
are known to value highly the part conservative dental 
treatment can play in the maintenance of health. 
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The implementation of this or a similar scheme would 
bring relief to the hard-pressed profession. Not only 
many thousands of working hours but also much 
expense to the Exchequer would certainly be saved, 
Local residents and the priority classes will be the 
beneficiaries. A tourist from abroad can legally claim 
free dental treatment under the N.H.S. scheme, whereas 
a British tourist travelling for instance in Switzerland or 
France will not find such facilities even in an emergency, 
This seems to be rather inappropriate and ought to be 
rectified one way or another before long.—F. G. SALomon, 
5, Bladud Buildings, Bath. 


Ancillaries and the School Service.—Much talk is in the 
air of the employment of “ ancillaries”’ in dentistry 
and the Representative Board has rightly appointed a 
committee to report on the matter. Somehow whenever 
the subject is broached there is always the person who 
thinks that dental nurses, hygienists or alien dentists 
would be fine for the school dental service. The idea that 
anything can be let loose on the children seems to appeal 
to a certain type of mind. That the same things should 
also apply to general practice is, to this mind, abhorrent 
and an outrage. Yet most of us would admit that the 
dental treatment of children is probably the most difficult 
and exhausting department of dentistry. Certainly it is 
the one in which the unskilled, the untutored or the 
unsuitable operator can do the maximum dental and 
psychological damage. It is strange that the accepted 
human principle of ‘* the children first in all things” 
does not hold good in British dentistry. School clinics 
were always the lowest strata in equipment and premises 
and school dentists the lowest paid people in the pro- 
fession. Now that many of these men and women have 
left the service in despair, the grand idea of filling up the 
ranks with the semi-trained is growing in popularity. 
In no uncertain terms I would condemn this horrible 
doctrine as inhuman and unscientific. The children 
should come first in our consideration and have only the 
best to watch over their dental well-being. 

When will it be recognised that the school dental 
service is not the dustbin of dentistry but the foundation 
of a dentally fit Britain? Until we provide the best 
treatment for all our children—and education in the care 
and importance of their teeth—we shall continue to have 
an astronomical dental bill for the adult population and 
the profession will always have the bogey of dilution and 
lowering of standards.—H. D. HAtt, White Lodge, 
Manor Close, Felpham, Bognor Regis. 


A Plan of Action.—In the July 21 issue of the Journal, 
Mr. Sutherland made a most important point when he 
suggested that the tactics of the Minister of Health ae 
part of “ a planned campaign and one which will succeed 
unless we have the courage to oppose further encroachment 
by united and determined action.” : 

Courage is an admirable quality but is not of much 
avail unless it is accompanied by a plan—a plan which 
can be organised beforehand and put into action at 
once, if and when the occasion arises. ; 

Fortunately there is such a plan, which can be organised 
quickly and put into action almost overnight, and it is 
this. In every Health Division throughout the country 
practitioners should be called together and asked to 
give an undertaking that, should the Minister issue 4 
regulation which is quite unacceptable to the profession, 
they will sign a declaration that they will cease to fill 
up any more E.C. 17’s from a given date onwards. This 
declaration should be sent to the Executive Council, 
to the Minister of Health and to the B.D.A.

The best way to get such a declaration signed is by | 


personal contact, and this could be done by setting up 
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in each area a vigilant committee large enough to give 
each committee member about ten practitioners to con- 
tact in his immediate vicinity. 

Chemists in Northern Ireland have given three months’ 
notice of resignation from the Health Service in view of 
what they describe as the arbitrary action of the Ministry 
of Health in imposing a cut of 8 per cent from the 
total payable to them for drugs and professional services. 
Ata recent conference at the British Medical Association 
headquarters in London, it was decided that, if it became 
evident that there was no prospect of a satisfactory settle- 
ment in the present negotiations, a conference should 
be called to name a date on which general medical 
practitioners would be advised to end their National 
Health Service contracts. If the doctors and the chemists 
have the courage of their convictions, surely the dental 
profession will not lag behind. 

The plan outlined above is better than mass resig- 
nation, since it can be put into action at once and does 
not need three months’ notice. By acceptiag E.C. 17a’s 
we should not antagonise the public, who could have 
emergency treatment carried out within the Health Ser- 
vice and all other treatment privately. It would demon- 
strate that we are willing and anxious to continue to serve 
the community in a stabilised Health Service not subject 
to arbitrary changes by the Ministry. It could be carried 
out locally at once by the rank and file without waiting 
for what Mr. Sutherland describes as “* strong. and vigo- 
rous leadership at the head of the profession,” a leader- 
ship, | am afraid, which will not eventuate. There is work 
here for sections of the B.D.A. in conjunction with local 
Dental Committees. Let the periphery show the way once 
more to the centre, as was done in the fight for unity 
of organisation within the profession. Let us not fail 
to reap the fruits of such unity by sheer lack of courage. 
I pledge myself to work to implement the plan to the 
utmost of my ey ge in hag own area of central

The Time Limit.—There appears to be no logical 
reason for the completion of dental treatment within 
any specified time provided that treatment is under 
control. The charge that many dentists have under- 
taken more work they can faithfully fulfil is again in- 
accurate, as far as three-quarters of my colleagues 
are concerned and, had we listened to the exhorta- 
tions of the Minister of Health in the early days of 
the “Bevan Folly,’ we should all have undertaken too 
much. As it is we were saddled with the treatment of a 
neglected populace, whose oral hygiene had been ignored 
by the Ministry of Health for many years. Having per- 
formed a phenomenal job of work, at one and a half 
speed, the remainder is completed in extended hours 
of work. Mine work out to 64 hours per week without 
research, and my colleagues and I are doing three times 
the work we did prior to the war. Finding the cost of 
treatment for a neglected populace too great, and search- 
ing for a way to reduce expenditure, the Ministry of 
Health, together with the halfpenny rags, published all 
the dental misdemeanours in order to excuse the elec- 
tioneering pledge of ‘‘ False teeth and trusses for all.” 
Finding the Scheme still too costly, a means of cutting 
down the dental waiting list must be found, in order to 
prevent the dental practitioner from backing out of the 
State slavery if and when a further reduction in fees is 
Proposed. Hardly any grave orthodontic cases can 
be completed in six months, many recurrent gingivitis 
Cases associated with general disease recur, and both 
the patient and practitioner are hard put to it to complete 
the treatment of a caries prone mouth within six months. 
It would appear that owing to the misdemeanours of 5 
per cent of dentists, we are to be inflicted with ‘* Cuts” 
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regulations, regulations and cuts, driven into a scheme 
we heartily disliked, and which we knew was extrava- 
gant and impractical.—S. J. F. Wess, 24, Silent Street,

The Isle of Man School Service.—May I point out 
that your regrettable Editorial in the Journal of 
July 21 has obviously been written without a full 
knowledge of the facts relating to dental services in the 
Isle of Man. 

This is rather astounding when one considers that in 
recent weeks a staff representative of the B.D.A. visited 
the Island to ascertain the position but apparently failed 
to appreciate the full situation. 

You state that dentists in the Islana have been working 
under similar conditions to those on the mainland but 
you omit to mention that grant-in-aid was also permitted, 
so that not only was the cost of the service higher but 
the actual cost to the public and the dentists’ remuner- 
ation were also both considerably higher than on the 
mainland. 

You state that the cardinal fault is the exclusion from 
the scheme of children and adolescents without any 
assurance that adequate provision was being made for 
treatment otherwise than under the General Dental 
Service, yet your representative appears to have made no 
effort to find out what provision was intended although 
such information was there for the asking. 

The bare, basic facts of the position of the dental 
Service for children of 15 or under are as follows: 


(1) At the moment two out of every three children on 
the Island are treated by the School Dental 
Service. 

(2) The remaining one-third of the children (including 
all children attending private schools) obtain 
treatment from general practitioners. 

(3) The cost (1949) to the Health Service Board of 

these two parts, 2/3 schools and 1/3 general 

practitioner, was almost equal which showed the 
cost of the general practice treatment to be approxi- 
mately double that of the school service. 

The present state of the School Dental Service is 

good and it is a comprehensive service providing 

full preventive measures (the statistical evidence 
supports this statement). 

(5) The treatment provided by the general prac- 
titioners is apparently mainly breakdown in charac- 
ter consisting largely of late treatment of neglected 
mouths with its inevitable proportion of multiple 
extractions. 

(6) The School Dental Service is being slightly im- 
proved and extended to make it into a complete 
children’s dental service for all children on the 
Island, this development being set out in a mem- 
orandum fully covering the whole scheme. 

(7) This is not merely a question of reducing costs but 
of concentrating the available money into the 
service which can show the greatest return in 
positive dental health. 

There is no doubt that so far as the children’s service 
is concerned, the money spent on it will certainly bring 
a high return in terms of the dental well-being of the 
population and will in fact provide every hope of materi- 
ally reducing the incidence of dental disease. 

The only problem remaining is that of staffing and 
that is, of course, in these days partly a matter of salaries, 
but the Isle of Man has already shown initiative and 
common sense in this vital matter and is now unlikely 
to be content to lose its commanding position in the 
sphere of children’s dentistry. 

My colleagues, Mr. Clucas and Mrs. Mitchell, and I 
have tried to avoid any confusion of statistical and other 
evidence in this letter but in the event of doubts being 
expressed on the facts as we have stated them, we can 
produce as much of such evidence as is necessary to 
entirely substantiate our words. 

We are, in fact, Sir, not desirous of entering into the 
main sphere of controversy in this matter of the modified 
Isle of Man Dental Scheme which is, after all, the field 
of the general practitioner but we are concerned to see 
that the rest of the profession should not be misled by 
not having all the relevant data at its disposal in judging 
the issue particularly so far as the children are concerned. 
—F. C. SHENTON, “Solway,” Windsor Mount, Ramsey, 
Isle of Man. 

We are glad to learn from Mr. Shenton that the School Dental 
Service in the Isle of Man is able to provide comprehensive treatment 
for two-thirds of the children aged 15 and under. This comparatively 
satisfactory state of affairs does not however amount to the services 
being “ of so comprehensive a nature as to make it unnecessary for 
them to be supplemented by the work of private practitioners.” 
We entirely agree that the money spent on the children’s service 
will bring in a high return in terms of dental health, the main point 
of the argument we put forward being that if the authorities felt 
unable to meet the cost of a comprehensive scheme for the whole 
population they would have been well advised to concentrate on the 
treatment of the younger generation.—Eb., B.D..

ANNUAL MEETING,OF THE BENEVOLENT FUND 


Tue Annual General Meeting of the Benevolent Fund 
was held in the Medical School, Birmingham, on Tuesday, 
July 11, 1950, at 3 p.m., the President of the Association, 
Mr. H. T. Roper-Hall, occupying the chair. 

The PRESIDENT said that Mr. Heegaard Warner, 
who had been intimately connected with the Benevolent 
Fund for many years, was unable to attend owing to 
illness. He suggested that Mr. Dowsett should be asked 
to express to Mr. Warner their regret at not seeing him 
and their best wishes for his speedy recovery. 

This was agreed to. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF MANAGEMENT 

Mr. S. B. NEWTON moved the reception of the Annual 
Report of the Committee of Management.' He said 
the Benevolent Fund was hard up at present; the annual 
subscriptions just about paid a quarter’s grants. Only 
13 per cent of the members of the British Dental Associa- 
tion were annual subscribers. The collections made at 
meetings of Branches and Sections, and at the Annual 
Meeting, were very much appreciated, but there was need 
for more annual subscribers who would sign a banker’s 
order and a covenant, which would almost double their 
subscription. There were many who in the past had signed 
a banker’s order for a smaller amount than they would 
like to subscribe to-day; he hoped that in that case con- 
sideration would be given to increasing the amount. 
Two years ago the maximum weekly grant was raised 





from £1 to £2, and £2 was the most which they felt could 
be given at present, though they would like to give more 
in many cases. It was very difficult for old people to 
live on £2 a week, perhaps in addition to the old age 
pension, and many of those who were attending the 
Annual Meeting would spend as much in one week as 
these old people received in a year. 

Mr. J. E. SEEAR seconded the motion for the reception 
of the Report, which was carried. 

Arising from the Report considerable discussion took 
place on methods by which the number of subscribers 
and especially the number of those signing covenants 
might be increased. In this discussion Messrs. Clayton, 
Cooper, Cleverley, Wookey, Meacock, Spendelow and 
others took part. 

Election of Officers: Noting with regret Mr. Warner’s 
illness the meeting agreed that Mr. Sidney B. Newton 
should be elected Chairman of the Committee of Manage- 
ment in his stead. The other officers were re-elected. 

Mr. V. W. Humpherson, as the senior member of 
the Committee of Management, retired and Mr. Percy 
J. Proud was elected to fill the vacancy thus created. 

Statement of Accounts: The Honorary Treasurer 
presented the Annual Statement of Accounts and Balance 
Sheet which were approved. 

Votes of thanks: Votes of thanks were accorded with 
acclamation to the President, for presiding at the meet- 
ing; to Mr. Humpherson, for his services on the Com- 
mittee of management; to honorary officers of the Fund, 
to all Branch officers and to the Headquarters staff 
and to all subscribers and helpers. 

Adjournment of Business: Consideration of the remain- 
ing items of business was deferred to an Adjourned 
Annual General meeting to be held at the time of the 
October meeting of the Representative Board.

DEFERMENT FOR DENTAL STUDENTS 


MEN born between August 1, 1932 and July 31, 1933 
will be required to register under the National Service 
Acts with a view to possible call-up as soon as they reach 
the age of 18 years. 

In the case of medical and dental students deferment 
will be granted to those who are bona fide candidates for 
the first M.B. or an exempting examination. Any dental 
student born within the dates given above should obtain 
from the head of his college or school a certificate in 
a given form, copies of which will probably be in the 
possession of the head of the college or school he is attend- 
ing and can, if necessary, be obtained from the British 
Dental Association, 13, Hill Street, Berkeley Square, 


W.1. This certificate has to be presented to the Regis- 
tering Clerk at the local office of the Ministry of Labour 
and National Service when the student attends for regis- 
tration under the National Service Acts. 


It is important to note that these arrangements will 
not apply to those born between the dates mentioned 
who, at the time of their registration, have either been 
accepted or provisionally accepted for entry in the autumn 
of 1950 to a university or dental school for a full-time 
course of instruction, or to those who are already pur- 
suing a course. Such men will be dealt with by the Univer- 
sity Joint Recruiting Boards. 


HIGHER DENTAL DEGREES AND DIPLOMAS 


THERE are nineteen examining bodies in Great Britain 
which examine in dental subjects and nearly all grant 
higher degrees or diplomas in dentistry. The higher 
degrees conferred by the universities take the form of 
Masterships (M.D.S.) and in the case of Manchester 
University a Doctorate also (D.D.S.). The University 
of London has haa for many years the power to confer 
the Mastership in Surgery in the special branch of 
Dental Surgery, but, until 1948 when the first candidate 
presented himself, the power had never been exercised. 
The regulations for this degree have recently been ration- 
alised and it is anticipated that more candidates will now 
be able to avail themselves of the opportunity of acquiring 
the only higher dental degree that demands a medical 
qualification. It is understood that the University of 
London have under consideration the institution of the 
degree of Master of Dental Surgery. 

The Royal Colleges, except that of Ireland, also grant 
higher diplomas in dentistry. The Royal Colleges of 
Surgeons of England and Edinburgh, both grant a 
Fellowship in Dental Surgery (F.D.S.), and the Royal 
Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, a 
Higher Dental Diploma (H.D.D.). 

In most cases the higher degrees or diplomas are not 
granted in any special subject of dentistry. The two most 
notable exceptions are the Diploma in Dental Ortho- 
pedics of the Royal Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Glasgow, and the Diploma in Public Dentistry granted 
by the University of St. Andrews. The first is a recently 
instituted diploma in the title of which the term first 
Suggested by Sir Norman Bennett for the subject which is 


more commonly known as orthodontics has been in- 
corporated. The second has a longer history and has 
been conferred upon 24 candidates from this country 
and abroad. 

Higher degrees, by encouraging further study and by 
directing such study to a specific end, are of great value. 
Although it would be easy to exaggerate the importance 
of the possession of higher degrees, they provide useful 
labels which are of value in forming a general assessment 
of a man’s academic stature and in an increasingly 
bureaucratic world increased significance is likely to be 
attached to them. 

The following brief résumé of the higher degrees and 
diplomas granted by the Examining Bodies in the 
British Isles is intended merely as a brief guide and more 
detailed particulars should be obtained from the uni- 
versities or examining bodies concerned. It will be noted 
that in most cases the degree is only available to graduates 
of the university concerned. It is, however, common 
practice among universities to make their higher degrees 
available to members of the academic staff of the uni- 
versity whether or not they are graduates of that university. 


Bopits GRANTING HIGHER DEGREES OR DIPLOMAS 
Queen’s University, Belfast 

The degree of Master of Dental Surgery (M.D.S.) 
may be conferred upon graduates B.D.S. (Q.U.Belfast) 
who, subsequent to graduation, have attended the 
practice of a dental hospital or dental department of a 
general hospital for one year, or have engaged in research 
for one year within a department of the University: or 
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have been engaged in practice for two years. Candidates 
may either present a thesis or take an examination the 
first part of which is in the principles and practice of 
dental surgery and the second part in one special 
subject chosen by the candidate: (a) anatomy 
including histology; (6) dental pathology and bacteri- 
ology; (c) dental metallurgy ; (d) dental materia medica 
and pharmacology ; (e) dental prosthetics ; (f) oral 
surgery ; or (g) orthodontics. 
University of Birmingham 

The Mastership of Dental Surgery (M.D.S.) may be 
conferred upon those who have graduated B.D.S. 
(Birmingham) and who have submitted a thesis. Gradu- 
ates in dentistry of other British and Colonial universities 
(approved by the University) who have been engaged for 
at least two years in research at Birmingham University 
or in special study whilst holding an appointment at an 
approved hospital, are also eligible for admission to the 
degree. 
University of Bristol 

Bachelors of Dental Surgery of the University of not 
less than two years standing are eligible for the degree of 
Master of Dental Surgery (M.D.S.). Candidates submit 
for the judgement of the University their contributions to 
the advancement of knowledge and must also pass an 
examination in dental surgery. 

Graduates of other universities are also eligible pro- 
vided they have pursued original research within tne 
University of Bristol during not less than two years. 


Cork University College (National University of ireland) 

Bachelors of Dental Surgery of the University are 
eligible for the degree of Master of Dental Surgery 
(M.D.S.) three years later. The examination is composed 
of two parts; the first part is in the subjects dental surgery 
and pathology, dental mechanics and dental materia 
medica, and the second part is in a subject chosen by the 
candidate from among the following : oral conditions 
in relation to systemic disturbances, electrotherapeutics 
applied to dentistry, oral prophylaxis, orthodontics. 

Instead of taking Part II of the examination, the 
candidate may submit a dissertation in some subject of 
which he has had experience. 


University of Dublin (Trinity College) 

This university may confer the degree of Master in 
Dental Science (M.D.Sc.) upon Bachelors of the 
University of at least three years standing. The candidate 
must submit a thesis and read it publicly before examiners 
and be examined viva voce on the subject of his thesis 
and in general dentistry. 


University College (National University of Ireland), Dublin 

The degree of Master in Dental Surgery (M.D.S.) 
may be conferred upon Bachelors in Dental Surgery of 
the University of at least three years standing. 

Candidates must pass an examination which is in two 
parts. Part I is a written and practical examination in 
dental pathology and bacteriology and dental prosthetics. 
Part II is in one of the following subjects selected by the 
candidate : (a) oral conditions in relation to systemic 
disturbances ; (4) electro-therapeutics applied to dentistry ; 
(c) oral prophylaxis ; (d) orthodontics. 
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Instead of Part II, the candidate may present a written 
dissertation on a dental subject of which he has had 
experience. 


University of Durham (Newcastle) 
Bachelors of Dental Surgery of the University of not 
less than two years standing and who are not less than 
25 years of age may be admitted to the degree of Master 
of Dental Surgery (M.D.S.). A candidate must submit 
a thesis embodying original work and research and may 
be required to take an examination. 
University of Edinburgh 

The degree of Master of Dental Surgery (M.D.S.) 
may be conferred upon Bachelors of Dental Surgery of 
the University or upon a graduate in medicine or science 
of the University who possesses in addition a registrable 
dental qualification. Candidates must be at least 24 
years of age and must produce evidence of having en- 
gaged in practice at a recognised hospital or in research 
at an institution for at least one year, or of having been 
in dental practice for at least two years. 

Candidates must present a thesis on some dental! sub- 
ject of which they have made a special study and must 
take a written and practical examination in dental 
surgery and pathology. A candidate may on the other 
hand profess a special subject that, has been approved 
by the University. In this case, in addition to presenting 
a thesis and taking an examination in dental surgery and 
pathology, he takes an examination in the special subject 
he professes. 

Royal College of Surgeons, Edinburgh 

The College formerly granted the Higher Dental 
Diplom: (H.D.D.Edin.) This diploma has now been 
suspended and has been replaced by the Fellowship 
in Dental Surgery (F.D.S.) of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, Edinburgh. 

Anyone who possesses a qualification admitting him 
to the British Dentists Register, who has been in practice 
for not less than three years and has held a dental appoint- 
ment in a recognised hospital for not less than six months, 
may present himself as a candidate. The examination is 
in two parts which need not be taken simultaneously. 

The subjects of Part I are applied anatomy and 
physiology, and the principles of pathology and bacteri- 
ology. Part II of the examination consists of written 
papers, oral and clinical examinations on the principle 
and practice of dental surgery and on oral pathology and 
surgery in its application to dentistry. 

Royal College of Surgeons of England 

Fellowship in Dental Surgery (F.D.S.). Candidates must 
possess a qualification registrable in the British Dentists 
Register and must have attained 25 years of age. The 
examination is in two parts; a Primary Examination 
and a Final Examination. Before admission to the Final 
Examination candidates must produce evidence of having 
been engaged in the acquirement of professional know- 
ledge for at least two years subsequent to qualification 
and of having held an approved hospita! appointment 
for not less than six months.

University of Glasgow 

The degree of Master of Dental Surge’, (M.D.S.) 
may be conferred upon a Bachelor of Dental Surgery of 
the University who has been engaged in the practice of 
dental surgery—hospital or otherwise, for at least one 
year after graduation. The candidate must submit a 
thesis for the approval of the Faculty of Medicine and, 
in most cases, is also required to pass a clinical examina- 
tion in dental surgery. 


Royal Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow 

Any person who has been engaged in the study or 
practice of dental surgery for at least twelve months 
subsequent to obtaining a licence or qualification in 
dental surgery recognised by the Royal Faculty may 
present himself as a candidate for the Higher Dental 
Diploma (H.D.D.). 

Candidates are examined in dental anatomy and 
physiology, dental surgery, dental pathology and bac- 
teriology and the examination is written, practical, 
clinical and oral. 


The Diploma in Dental Orthopedics (D.D.O.) is open 
to those who have been engaged in the study or practice 
of dental surgery for at least two years subsequent to 
obtaining a licence or qualification recognised by the 
Faculty,who have attained the age of 25 years and can pro- 
duce evidence of having been engaged in whole-time post- 
graduate study of orthodontics for not less than six 
months or in part-time study for not less than twelve 
months. Until 1952 the Faculty will also accept candidates 
who have been engaged in the practice of orthodontics 
for not less than five years. 

The examination consists of a written and oral exami- 
nation in applied dental anatomy and physiology (human 
and comparative) and embryology, and a written, prac- 
tical, clinical and oral examination in dental orthopedics. 


University of Leeds 
Bachelors of Dental Surgery of the University of not 


| less than one years standing may proceed to the degree 


of Master of Dental Surgery (M.Ch.D.) after at least 
one year in approved hospital practice, or in approved 
special study, or after at least two years in dental practice. 
Graduates in dental surgery of other universities may 
proceed to the degree of Master upon completion of an 
approved course of higher study or research in the 
University of Leeds extending over two years.

The degree of Master of Dental Surgery (M.D.S.) may 
be conferred upon Bachelors of Dental Surgery of the 
University of two years standing and upon graduates in 


dental surgery of other approved universities of three 
years standing. 
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All candidates must present evidence of attendance 
during a period of not less than six months on courses of 
instruction in pathology and bacteriology, and must 
present themselves for an examination in these subjects. 
Candidates must also present a thesis embodying the 
results of personal observation or original research. 


University of London ; 

Candidates for the Mastership of Surgery (M.S.) in 
the branch of dental surgery must produce evidence of 
having spent at least three years in the study and practice 
of dental surgery at a teaching school of which one year 
must have been subsequent to obtaining the M.B., B.S. 
of the London University. In addition candidates must 
have held an approved appointment at a dental hospital 
for at least six months. 

The examination is written, practical and clinical in 
the subjects of oral anatomy and physiology, oral surgery 
and therapeutics, and includes the writing of an essay in 
a subject in oral surgery and pathology. 

The regulations for this examination are in process of 
alteration. 


University of Manchester 

Bachelors in Dental Surgery of the University may 
proceed to the Mastership in Dental Surgery (M.D.S.) 
after having attended the practice of a dental hospital or 
engaged in scientific work for at least one year, or alter- 
natively after having been engaged for at least two 
years in practice as a dental surgeon. 

Candidates may either present an original dissertation 
or undergo a written and practical examination, the 
first part of which is in the principles and practice of 
dental surgery and the second part is in a subject chosen 
by the candidate from a wide variety of special subjects 
approved by the University. 

The degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery (D.D.S.) may 
be conferred upon graduates of the University of not less 
than two years standing. Candidates must produce 
evidence of having, for one year, pursued in some depart- 
ment of the University a course of advanced study and of 
havingengaged subsequently in research in some problem 
within the field of dental surgery within the University 
for a period of at least a year. Candidates must present a 
thesis embodying the results of their research which should 
be a substantial contribution to knowledge. 


University of St. Andrews (Dundee) 

Bachelors of Dental Surgery of the University are 
eligible for the degree of Master of Dental Surgery 
(M.D.S.) two years later. Candidates must have been 
whole-time post-graduate students for a period of one 
year or whole-time members of the teaching staff for 
two years in one of the departments of the Dundee 
Dental Hospital or of some other hospital approved by 
the University. 

Candidates must pass an examination consisting of 
three divisions : (a) a written, clinical and oral examina- 
tion in advanced dental surgery and pathology ; (5) an 
examination in the subject of the special department in 
which the candidate has worked ; (c) the submission of 
a thesis on an approved dental subject. 

The University may also coffer the degree of Doctor of 
Dental Science (D.D.Sc.) upon graduates of the University 
of five years standing and upon graduates of other 
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universities who are members of the teaching staff of the 
University of St. Andrews. Candidates must submit a 
thesis embodying an original contribution to the science 
of dentistry. 

The University may also grant a Diploma in Public 
Dentistry (D.P.D.) to candidates possessing a registrable 
dental |qualification and who have attended at St. 
Andrews University, a course of instruction extending 
over a period of not less than one academic year, in the 
subjects of the examination. 

Candidates must also present evidence of having 
acquired practical experience of public health adminis- 
tration. 

Candidates are required to submit a dissertation on a 
topic relating to public dentistry and to pass a written 
and practical examination in subjects which include 
bacteriology, general public health administration, public 
dentistry, dental jurisprudence and orthodontics. 


University of Sheffield 


Bachelors of Dental Surgery of the University of at 
least two years standing may present themselves as 
candidates for the Mastership of Dental Surgery (M.D.S.) 
if they have completed, subsequent to graduation, one 
year of either approved hospital practice or scientific 
work related to dentistry in a department of the University. 

Candidates may proceed to the degree by examination 
or by presenting a thesis embodying observations in 
some subject related to dentistry. A candidate presenting 
a thesis may, at the direction of the University, be required 
to pass an examination in addition. 

Candidates electing to proceed by examination only 
are examined in the subjects of dental surgery and 
pathology and in general medicine and surgery related to 
dentistry, and also in a special subject which may be 
chosen from the following: (a) dental pathology ; 
(b) dental prosthetics; (c) dental radiology; (d) dental 
anesthetics ; (e) orthodontics; (f) oral surgery ; 
(g) dental pharmacology and therapeutics ; (h) dental 
anatomy and histology. 


DOCTORATES OF PHILOSOPHY OR SCIENCE 

The majority of universities grant a Doctorate of 
Philosophy (Ph.D.) or of Science (D.Sc.) which is open 
to graduates in dentistry who present a thesis based upon 
original research of a high standard. The procedure in 
most cases is very similar and a résumé of the regulations 
is not included. Usually the candidate must be a graduate 
of the university concerned or have carried out his 
research in a department of the university, and as a rule 
only work of a strictly scientific non-clinical nature is 
accepted as the subject of a thesis for these degrees. 
Generally speaking there is no written examination but the 
candidate is examined orally on the subject of his thesis.

The School is opines on the most modern lines, and provides teaching of the curriculum for the B.D.S. Degree of the University of 
London and the L.D.S. R.C.S.(Eng.) Diploma. 

Men and women students enter the School in October of each year. There are no vacancies for October, 1949. 

Tuition in pre-clinical and general es is carried on in the Medical School. Tuition in Chemistry, Physics and Biology for; the 
L.D.S. diploma is not given at this School. 

The course in Dental Mechanics is held in a spacious, tpt my ag ped laboratory. The practice of clinical dental prosthetics is carried 
on in a special prosthetics room. Tuition in these subjects is given by the Professor of Dental Prosthetics, half-time Assistants, and Staff 
Demonstrators, assisted by a Staff of skilled Technicians. 

The pre-clinical course in Operative Dental Surgery is held in a specially-equipped laboratory and is given by the half-time Assistants 
to the Director of the Conservation Room. 

Clinical work is performed in the Conservation Room which occupies the whole of the top floor of the Dental Department. It is equipped 
on the most modern lines, and students receive individual chairside instruction from the Dental Surgeon for the day, the Director of the 
Conservation Room (who is the Professor of Dental Surgery), the Assistants to the Director and the Staff Demonstrators. 

In the Dental Department for Children a comprehensive course on Children’s Dentistry and Orthodontics is given by the Members 
of the Visiting Staff and the Registrars attached to the Department. 

A Department of Preventive Dentistry has been instituted. The Director, and the two half-time Assistants, give a full course 
ofinstruction in all aspects of this subject and engage upon research. 

There is a well-appointed Clinical Room and a Demonstration Room in which Members of the Visiting Staff hold out-patient teaching 
clinics. 


There are, in addition, X-ray Rooms, a Research Laboratory and a Students’ Cloak Room. 
The Wills Library.—The Wills Library includes a large section of dental publications.

P.D.O. Group Notes 


Ir is learned that the Whitley Council for medical 
officers employed by local authorities has reached a 
point where their affairs have to be submitted to arbitra- 
tion, and as their problems are very much the same as 
ours it is not unlikely that this is the end to which our 
own negotiating council is proceeding. Both medical and 
dental officers complain that their remuneration bears no 
relation to the rewards obtainable by their colleagues in 
private practice or in the hospital service, although the 
work is of a specialised nature. From the doctors’ lack 
of success it can be deduced that the local authorities still 
cling to their old ideas, now outmoded, that the ancient 
pyramid of status and salaries of all in their employ must 
go on for ever. If this is the case they must face the 
inevitability of the decline and ultimate extinction of 
their medical and dental departments. The local 
authorities, and the people whose servants they are, must 
realise this fact and make up their minds whether they 
want these to continue or not. Maybe a new orientation 
of ideas on the relative importance of the professions in 
local authority employ is overdue. The life of this 
country has undergone fundamental changes during the 
past ten years, and the importance of some occupations 
has increased while that of others has declined. These 
things cannot be ignored. The painful fact that the 
Public Health and School Health Departments of 
almost every local authority occupy the meanest 
accommodation as compared with other departments 
is a constant reminder of the mistaken past. If the local 
authorities cannot grasp the idea that things have 
changed, then their time of control of Public Health and 
School Health is fast approaching its end.—H. D. H.

istered by a doctor, one has to pay him £1. But one can 
recover only £1 less 10% = 18s. from the Authorities, 
so one loses 2s. One must therefore deduct this as well, 
leaving a total of 3s. 

If one is paying Income Tax at 9s. in the £1 a further 
Is. 4d. is lost, leaving one a net profit of Is. 8d. 

Is it not time that the profession refused to work for 
such shamefully low fees ?—R. L. Kenyon, 25, London 
Road, St. Albans, Herts. 


Wanted an Alternative Scheme.—The N.H.S. has now 
been with us for two years and I imagine there is no one 
who is pleased with it except those who have retired 
from the practice of dental surgery and gone in for the 
trade of denture suppliers. 

During these two years it seems that there has been 
very little constructive effort made by the profession. 
All or nearly all has been destructive criticism of the pre- 
sent scheme. 

Has the time not come for the profession to produce 
its own scheme in detail and let the public know what we 
want. 

Up and down the country in our surgeries we could 
be building up a vast public opinion which would be 
well informed and not therefore likely to be swayed by 
stunt reports in the Press. 

Has the B.D.A. got a scheme? If so surely now is the 
time, when a general election is near, to publish it.—W.

A Simplified Method of Book-keeping for N.H.S. 
Cases.—The following method of controlling the flow of 
Forms E.C. 17 and E.C. 17a to and from the Clerk to 
the Dental Estimates Board ; the storing of these forms 
and the keeping of records, is fairly straightforward, 
simple and more or less ‘“‘ foolproof.” 

The equipment required is set out below :— 

I. A suitable piece of ‘‘ Hard Board ” with a clip at 
the top is required to retain the Form for the 
purpose of charting at the examination. 

II. An alphabetical set of** hanging ” files for storing 

forms. Two extra “ hanging” files labelled 
** Completed Forms” and ‘* Forms requiring 
Authority” will also be needed for storing 
E.C. 17’s awaiting posting for payment and for 
posting to the Clerk to the Board for authorisa- 
tion. 


Ifl, A ‘* Chest” of four drawers capable of holding 
** Record Cards ” folded in half. The reasons for 
folding the cards are :— 

(a) Cards are stronger and more compact when 
folded ; 

(b) by the use of paper clips, correspondence 
concerning a patient can be filed inside in 
his or her card. 

IV. A box about about 9 in. by 6 in. by 6 in. This 


box is divided into three compartments by 
** Separating Cards,” which are titled ‘‘ Cards for 
to-day,” ‘‘ Current Cards” and ‘‘ Completed 
Cards.” 

Vv. Two duplicate memorandum books for use as 
** Post Books.” One of these books is titled 
** Forms for Authorisation,” the other is called 
** Completed Forms.” 

In order to describe how this system works the com- 
plete passage of a form will be followed from when the 
patient attends for examination until the work is finally 
completed and payment is received. 

An E.C. 17 is attached to the ‘‘ Hard Board.” The 
patient’s name, address, identity number, etc., are “‘filled 
in” in Part‘*A.” The patient signs Part I, and is examined, 
and the work required is charted in Part VII. The Form 
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is ‘* priced ” and signed and remains on the Board until 
a record card is made. 

Suppose the patient requires partial dentures and 
conservative work, the form is then filed in the hanging 
file called ** Forms for Authorisation,” the record card 
is placed in the first drawer of the ‘* Record Cabinet” 
which is labelled ** Current Cards.” 

It is advisable to have one particular day in the week 
for posting forms to the Board. On this day, the forms 
from the file “‘ Forms for Authorisation ” are removed 
and the names and identity numbers on them recorded 
in the post book ‘“‘ Forms for Authorisation.” The 
corresponding ‘‘ Record Cards” are also marked with 
the “‘date sent for authorisation.” To simplify things, if 
one particular day is used for posting, this date can be 
inserted when the card is first drawn up. 

The top copy in the took, after it is signed and dated, 
is torn off and attached to the forms ready for posting. 

On receiving these forms back from the Dental 
Estimates Board, duly authorised, they are checked 
against the duplicate copies in the Authorisation Post 
Book. The missing forms may refer to special work 
requiring a longer period of authorisation, and can be 
duly noted. The record cards of the appropriate 
authorised Forms are dated with the “date of author- 
isation ” and replaced in the ‘‘Current Drawer.” 

To simplify the searching for cards in this drawer, it is 
advisable to divide it into two sections, with separate 
sets of alphabetical separating cards. Make the back of 
the drawer ‘‘ Denture work only” and the front 
“* Conservative work and partial dentures.’ When the 
conservation work is completed, the cards can be placed 
in the ‘*‘ Denture work only ” section of the drawer. 

The forms are now authorised, and the patient attends 
for treatment. To facilitate the handling of cards at this 
stage it is useful to have a small box measuring 9 in. by 
6 in. by 6 in. (as earlier described) to hold ‘* cards for 
to-day.”” The cards required can be ascertained by 
consulting the appointment book. The secretary removes 
the appropriate cards from the **‘ Current Drawer ”’ and 
places them in the section of this box labelled ** Cards for 
to-day.” After that day’s treatment is completed it is 
entered and dated on the card. If further treatment is 
required it is placed in the ‘‘ Current Section ”’ of this 
box from where it is returned to the ‘‘ Current Drawer” 
at the end of the day. If treatment is completed at this 
** sitting,” the card is dated accordingly and placed in 
the third section of the box—‘* Completed Cards.” At 
the same time, the patient signs the corresponding 
E.C. 17 in Part IV, and the form is now filed in the 
hanging file labelled ‘‘ Completed Forms.” The card is 
current no longer, so at the end of the day it is taken out 
of the box and filed in the second drawer of the cabinet 
which is titled ‘‘ For Payment.” 


Now we come to the disposal of the forms in the | 


“* Completed Forms ” file. They are dealt with as regards 
posting in a similar manner to those in the‘ Authorisation 
File,” except that these forms are now more valuable 
and require registration at the Post Office. They are 
despatched to the Dental Estimates Board in a separate 
envelope, and the registration docket is attached to the 
duplicate list of names in the post book. 

It is advisable, with the help of the post book, to check 
back on the ‘* Current Drawer ” of record cards and to 
see that all the appropriate records have been transferred 
into the “*‘ For Payment ” drawer. 

The final stage of the system is “‘ Payment by the 
Local Executive Council.” E.C. 17’s have vanished for 


good, and the only check is the post book and the record 
cards. 

The post book is consulted first in conjunction with the 
Executive Council’s list of payments, and those not paid

are noted. Those paid are crossed off. The ‘‘ For 
Payment ” drawer of the Record Cabinet is now opened 
and all the appropriate cards withdrawn, dated with the 
“ Date of Payment ” and placed in the third drawer which 
is titled ‘* Paid.” There is one exception to this, and that 
is, Record Cards relating to full upper and full lower 
dentures. These are not likely to circulate for some time 
again, so they are placed in the fourth drawer which can 
be called ** Redundant.” 

The patient returns in three or four months for 
examination, etc. The record dard is found in the ** Paid ” 
Drawer. It is dated and returned to the ‘* Current” 
Drawer and the process as described commences all over 
again. 

Correspondence relating to the patient can be filed in 
their own ** Record Cards,” which can be pinned on the 
top and sides with paper clips. This is much simpler than 
running a separate correspondence file would be. 

I have had this system ‘‘ vetted ” by Office Equipment 
specialists and they approved its principles—J. N. S.

Treatment of School Children—Mr. A. G. DAviDSON 
asked : 

** Can the Chairman of the Council report on the 
results, if any, of the scheme, under which school 
children were to be sent to practitioners who were 
prepared to treat them in their own surgeries, which 
received so much publicity at the time.” 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL replied that no inform- 
ation of any kind had come to headquarters. 

Advertisement in Journal—Mr. J. W. GILBERT sub- 
mitted a copy of an advertisement which had appeared in 
the BriTIsH DENTAL JOURNAL and asked if it was intended 
that similar advertisements should be accepted for 
publication in future. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL replied : The Law 
and Ethics Committee consider that there is nothing 
unethical in advertisements of the kind in principle.

REPORT OF COUNCIL 
Tue Council have met twice and the Executive three 
times since the last meeting of the Representative Board. 


SECTION I 
(1) Health Act.—{a) Assessors Panel.—The Ministry 
have asked for additional names in several areas to 
serve on the Assessors Panel in accordance with S.I. 1948 
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No. 507 11(5) and (6) and 18(1) and (3). The Secretaries 
of Branches in the areas concerned have been asked to 
send to Headquarters the names of representatives 
chosen. 

(b) List of Practitioners Whose Names Do Not Appear on 
Executive Council Lists—It was decided that this list 
should not be circulated to all practitioners whose names 
were upon it. Copies will be sent on application to 
Headquarters. 

(c) Time Limits For Treatment: Estimates E xpiring 
Prior to September 30, 1950.—The Council have been 
kept informed of the discussions with the Minis stry of 
Health regarding the position of those dentists who at 
September 30 were still in possession of time-expired 
dental letters. It has been impossible to obtain any 
definite ruling from the Ministry, but general advice to 
members on this matter was issued by the Association to 
the Secretaries of Local Dental Committees and published 
in the British Dental Journal. 

(d) Proposed New Regulations on Repair of Dentures.~— 
Since the last meeting of the Board the Ministry have 
submitted to the Association suggestions for new 
Regulations in connection with repair of dentures, which 
would assume that all repairs were due to carelessness on 
the part of the patient, and that the patient must, therefore, 
pay to the dentist a sum equal to the scale fee for the 
repair, the patient having the subsequent right to recover 
from the Local Executive Council the fee, or such part of 
it as the Executive Council might agree, on satisfying 
them that the necessity for repair did not result from 
carelessness. The impracticability of the proposed 
Regulations was emphasised to the Ministry by the Health 
Acts Committee in a deputation and subsequently by a 
memorandum, which the Ministry undertook to consider, 
No further information is as yet available. 

(e) Dental Treatment for Members of H.M. Forces 
(E.C.L. 144).—The Council are glad to record that, as a 
direct result of representations made to the Ministry of 
Health, they have now agreed to withdraw the original 
instructions that Service personnel were not entitled to 
obtain treatment through the General Dental Service. 
Anxiety was felt that nothing should be done to encourage 
Service personnel to add to the difficulties of the civilian 
practitioner by electing to have treatment through 
civilian sources rather than through the normal Service 
channels. 

(f) Dental Service Committee Procedure-——Two book- 
lets, one advising members as to the conduct of cases 
before Dental Service Committees and the other advising 
dental members of Dental Service Committees on 
procedure, etc., prepared by the Health Acts Committee, 
have been approved by the Council and are being printed 
with a view to issue to the membership. 

(g) Sliding Scale-—At the request of the Council the 
Remuneration Committee have been investigating the 
possibility of a sliding scale of reductions upon the gross 
limit of payments. The Remuneration Committee have 
set up a small Sub-Committee to examine and report. 

(2) Post-Graduate Education.—A Committee has been 
formed to examine the possibilities of establishing post- 
graduate education in the Metropolitan Regional 
Hospital Board areas. The Council have nominated 
Messrs. J. Seear and R. J. G. Tovey to serve on this 
committee. The Council recorded their appreciation of 
the work which Mr. F. J. Ballard has done and is doing 
in this connection. 

(3) Epsom College Scholarship.—The Council decided 
to postpone to some future date consideration of a 
suggestion that a scholarship for the son of a member of 
the profession should be established at Epsom College. 

(4) Civil Defence and Dentists—The Council have 
considered what advice might be given to dental prac- 
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titioners with regard to- their commitments in the event 
of a national emergency. It is hoped, after consultation 
with the Authorities concerned, to formulate a scheme 
which will make the best possible use of the services of 
dentists under such conditions. 

(5) Distinction Awards.—A special meeting of the 
Executive was held to examine the names submitted by a 
special ad hoc committee which had been set up to advise 
who, from the list of consultants, should be recommended 
for special awards as being consultants of outstanding 
distinction. 

(6) Dental Whitley Council (Local Authorities).—The 
Council have expressed their concern that the Working 
Party set up by the Dental Whitley Council to examine 
the salaries claim for public dental officers does not 
contain, from the staff side, any general practitioner or 
the secretary of the staff side. 

(7) Industrial Dental Officers’ Division.—The Council 
have considered a request from the Industrial Dental 
Officers’ Division, submitted through the Public Dental 
Officers’ Group, that they should be reconstituted as a 
separate Group of the Association. The Council have 
not, however, felt it desirable at the present time to 
recommend. that this should be done and have referred 
the matter to the Reorganisation Committee for con- 
sideration. 

(8) British Dental Journal.—The Council have heard 
with sympathy of the considerable difficulties which are 
being overcome in the Journal Department arising out of 
the dispute in the printing trade in London. It is known 
that the surmounting of these difficulties has only been 
possible by very long hours and much hard work on the 
part of the Editor and his staff. 

(9) Northern [reland.—The Council have agreed that 
steps should immediately be taken to bring about a 
closer liaison between Headquarters in London and 
members in Northern Ireland. The fullest possible 
exchange of information and advice will now take place. 

(10) Insurance Against Professional Risks.—Arrange- 
ments have been made with the approval of Council for 
the two schemes of professional risks insurance formerly 
conducted by the I.D.S. and P.D.S.A. to continue in 
force for a further twelve months. 

(11) Standing Dental Advisory Committee.—As a 
result of representations received from the Health Acts 
Committee, the Council have decided to protest to the 
Minister of Health against his action in giving effect to 
advice from the Standing Dental Advisory Committee, 
without reference to or discussion with the Association 
which, of course, alone represents the authentic voice of 
the profession. 

(12) Priority Classes.—The Council have received two 
requests from the County Councils Association, repre- 
senting local authorities, for co-operation in an appeal 
to members of the profession that they should set aside 
part of their time for the treatment of school children. 
The first request was that the dentist should attend and 
give treatment in school clinics at a sessional fee. This 
proposal was rejected. The Council then received a 
further suggestion that the treatment should be given in 
the dentists’ own surgeries, but still at a sessional fee. 
This proposal has been rejected. 


SECTION II 
(1) Co-options—The Council recommend to the 
Board that Mr. L. E. Balding be co-opted as a member. 
(2) Articles of Association.—The Association Solicitors 
who have been in touch with the Board of Trade, have 
Teported that in the opinion of the Board of Trade 
certain further amendments are necessary to the 
Memorandum of Association and, possibly, to the 
Articles of Association also. In view of the anticipated

amendments following the report of the Reorganisation 
Committee the Board of Trade have agreed that 
immediate action to secure their amendments is not 
necessary, but that alteration should be made on the 
occasion of the next Annual General Meeting. The 
Council recommend to the Board that approval should 
be given for the calling of an Extraordinary General 
Meeting at that time. 

(3) Ad Hoc Committee on Grant-in-Aid.—The Repre- 
sentative Board instructed the Council to appoint the six 
members to the Ad Hoc Committee on Grand-in-Aid, 
which the Board had approved. In response to the 
Council’s invitation Messrs. L. J. Godden, J. Hegarty, 
C. N. Jeffries, D. Macgregor, R. G. Swiss and G. H. 
Teall have consented to serve on this Committee and the 
Council request the approval of the Board to their 
appointment. 

(4) Tribunal.—A vacancy on the panel of practitioner 
members for appointment to the Tribunal has arisen as a 
result of the death of Mr. L. C. Attkins. The Council 
recommend the Board to agree to the nomination of 
Messrs. A. E. Lillicrap, H. E. Marsh, P. Paige Green and 
R. G. J. Tovey. 

(5) Honorary Membership.—The Council unanimously 
agreed to recommend to the Board that Honorary 
Membership of the Association should be offered to Dr. 
Fish at the Annual Meeting next July. 

(6) Life Membership.—Owing to their long and 
distinguished service on behalf of the Association it is 
recommended that Life Membership be offered to Miss 
W. Hunt and Mr. L. A. Harwood. 

(7) Hong Kong Dental Society.—The Council recom- 
mend the Board to approve the Hong Kong Dental 
Society for the purpose of Article 14. This will enable 
members of that Society to apply to the Association for 
affiliated membership. 


DISCUSSION 
SECTION I.—HEALTH ACT 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that with regard 
to estimates expiring on September 30, the Ministry had 
now stated that, in consultation with the Dental Estimates 
Board, it was proposed that estimates for which treatment 
had not been started should be cancelled and new 
estimates on the current scale of fees submitted. Where 
only part of the treatment had been given, payment should 
be made at the old rate for the completed treatment, and 
the remaining treatment should be the subject of a new 
estimate at the current scale. It seemed that the Dental 
Estimates Board had already been acting on these lines, 
and he would be happy to think that it was on account 
of certain pressure exerted on them by the Association. 

As from November 1, the practice referred to in 
paragraph (d) was to be put into operation in the Isle of 
Man. It was hoped that the representations made to the 
Ministry by the Health Acts Committee might have some 
effect. 

It would be seen from paragraph (e) that it was now 
competent for anyone on an Executive Council list to 
treat Service personnel, and that information had been 
sent to Executive Councils. 

Mr. H. Davis said he understood that the notification 
had been sent to Executive Councils under confidential 
cover. Did that mean that it would not be made widely 
known? Those who, in good faith, had been refused 
treatment, would feel aggrieved if they now found that 
they could receive it. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE CoUNCIL replied that they had 
asked that considerable publicity be given to what was 
almost a minor triumph on the part of the Association. 

The booklets referred to in paragraph (f) had been 
held up by the dispute in the printing trade, but they 
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had been printed in the provinces, and should be available 
in the near future. 


POST-GRADUATE EDUCATION 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that what had 
been done was the result of a great deal of work by Mr. 
Ballard. The idea was to supplement the post- graduate 
arrangements at the Eastman Clinic by arrangements for 
lectures and so on at other hospitals for those in practice, 
particularly those on the outer fringes of the Metropolitan 
Regional Hospital Board area, which extended from 
Essex to Bournemouth. 


Civil DEFENCE AND DENTISTS 
The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that as soon as 
the Council had any advice to give on this subject they 
would let members know. At the moment, the general 
principle was that the dentist’s first duty, even in time 
of war, was to his patients. 


DENTAL WHITLEY COUNCIL (LOCAL AUTHORITIES) 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said he understood 
from the Chairman of the staff side of the Whitley 
Council, Mr. Donald Mason, that as at the moment the 
working party was an unofficial one to discuss ways and 
means of dealing with the salaries claim, he did not see 
anything particularly harmful at this stage in there not 
being a general practitioner sitting in on the deliberations. 


INDUSTRIAL DENTAL OFFICERS’ DIVISION 

Mr. A. GoRDON TAYLOR said that when, after the 
matter was first considered by the Council, he saw the 
Council’s reasons for not recommending the formation of 
an Industrial Dental Officers’ Group, he did not consider 
them adequate, but he now understood they had given 
the subject very thorough reconsideration. A meeting of 
the Industrial Dental Officers’ Division was being held 
the following day to consider a proposal to disband the 
Division, and it might mean that they would form an 
organisation of their own, outside the Association. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said the Reorganisation 
Committee would not lose sight of the subject, but the 
decision of the Council was final for the time being. 


BriTISH DENTAL JOURNAL 
The CHAIRMAN OF THE CoUNCIL asked the Board to 
place on record their deep appreciation of the hard work 
which the Editor, and all the members of his staff had 
done during the dispute in the printing trade, and to 
express their grateful thanks for their efforts. 
This was agreed to with acclamation. 


NORTHERN IRELAND 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said it was of the first 
importance that every member of the Association should 
have full advantage of all the services that the Association 
provided. The Council were determined that geographical 
difficulties, which did not exist on this side of the water, 
should not stand in the way of this in the case of Northern 
Ireland. 


INSURANCE AGAINST PROFESSIONAL RISKS 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that the two 
schemes of insurance could run quite well concurrently. 
One was in the able hands of Mr. Condry, and the other 
had the benefit of the expert advice of Mr. Lauer. At the 
end of twelve months the Council might want to look at 
the general principle of professional risks insurance and 
bring a proposal before the Board. 


PRIORITY CLASSES 
The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL pointed out that the 
Priority Classes Committee were considering a long-term 
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policy, and the position could easily be jeopardised if 

the Association were stampeded into any hasty action. 
On the motion of the Chairman of the Council, seconded 

by Mr. H. Davis, Section I of the Report was adopted. 


DISCUSSION OF SECTION II 
ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that some altera- 
tions in the Articies would be necessary to give effect to 
any interim recommendations of the Reorganisation 
Committee, and under Company law all the Articles 
must be submitted to and approved by the Board of 
Trade. 

He moved that approval be given for the calling of an 
Extraordinary General Meeting on the occasion of the 
next Annual General Meeting for this purpose. 

The motion was seconded and carried. 


Ap Hoc COMMITTEE ON GRANT-IN-AID 
The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL moved that the Board 
approve the appointment of Messrs. L. J. Godden, 
J. Hogarty, C. N. Jeffries, D. Macgregor, R. G. Swiss 
and G. H. Teall to form the Ad Hoc Committee on 
Grant-in-Aid. 
The motion was seconded and carried. 


TRIBUNAL 

The Chairman of the Council moved that the Board 
agree to the nomination of Messrs. A. E. Lillicrap, 
H. E. Marsh, P. Paige Green and R. G. J. Tovey for 
submission to the Minister with a view to filling the 
vacancy on the Tribunal caused by the death of Mr. 
L. C. Attkins. 

Mr. F. SuTcuiFFE seconded the motion, 
carried.

HONORARY MEMBERSHIP 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that shortly after 
he became Chairman of the Dental Board Dr. E. W. 
Fish thought he had better resign from the Association. 
It had been thought that it would be nice to have him 
back, but it would not be equally nice to ask him to 
accept ordinary membership. He therefore moved that it 
be a recommendation to the Annual Meeting next July 
that Dr. Fish be elected an Honorary Member of the 
Association. 

Mr. A. E. Row.etT seconded the motion, 
carried.

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that the Council 
of the Metropolitan Branch had asked that, in view of 
their long and distinguished service, Miss W. M. Hunt 
and Mr. L. A. Harwood be elected Life Members.

Mr. C. W. SPENDELOW seconded the motion, 
was carried.

HoNG KONG DENTAL SOCIETY 
The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL moved that the Board 
approve the Hong Kong Dental Society for the purpose 
of Article 14, and this was agreed to. 
The Report of Council was adopted on the motion of the 
Chairman of the Council, seconded by Mr. J. Thomson. 


REPORT ON CONFERENCE WITH REPRESENTATIVES OF 
LocaL DENTAL COMMITTEES 
The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that in December 
1949 the Board agreed in principle to the setting up of 4 
General Dental Services Committee. In April 1950 the 


Board had before them proposals for the composition of 
this committee which they amended and approved in 4 
form which gave the Association a majority of direct 
representatives on the committee. 


On June 24, 1950, 4 
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Conference of Local Dental Committees took place at 
which the delegates from the local dental committees 
decided by a majority vote to alter the composition of the 
committee in order to provide for a majority of local 
dental committee representatives upon it. Some concern 
was expressed regarding the officers of the Association 
who were ex officio members of all Association com- 
mittees. It was impossible for those officers to attend the 
meetings of every committee, but from time to time they 
attended meetings when something of special interest 
was to be discussed. 

Of the 170 Local Dental Committees, up to date only 
27 had sent in their views on the proposals formulated at 
the Conference held on June 24. One of the stipulations 
of the Board, agreed to at the Conference, was that the 
General Dental Services Committee should be a standing 
committee of the Board of the Association. 

Replying to a question the SECRETARY said that 94 
Local Dental Committees were represented at the 
Conference. The last paragraph of the letter sent to 
Secretaries of Local Dental Committees in August, 
together with the printed report, read : 

“ The Council would appreciate your forwarding 
such observations as your committee may care to 
make upon the report so that they may be placed 
before the Representative Board of the Association at 
an early date.” 

Mr. E. E. Wooxey said that before deciding whether 
to accept or reject the very important amendments to the 
constitution of the General Dental Services Committee pro- 
posed by the Conference it was desirable to make some 
general observations. Two main arguments had been ad- 
vanced for the formation of the committee. The first, which 
was put forward by implication, was that the Association 
should follow the successful B.M.A. scheme. The B.M.A. 
however, started a body of this kind in 1917 because at 
that time less than half the medical profession was in the 
B.M.A., so that it was the only method of representing 
the whole profession. In 1948 they found it difficult to 
alter the arrangements which had been made. It was 
easier to set up an organisation of the kind in question 
than to get rid of it. Today almost all the doctors were 
inthe B.M.A., as almost all the dentists were in the B.D.A.., 
and he had formed the opinion that if the B.M.A. could 
now start from scratch they would not act in that way ; 
in fact, surprise had been expressed that the B.D.A. 
wanted to do so. Although it had not happened yet, 
there was always a risk that some strong personalities 
might gain control of the committee and produce 
divided counsels. The argument that the B.D.A. should 
follow the B.M.A. was therefore not a good one. 

The second argument, however, was a strong one, 

namely that it was necessary to broaden the basis of 
negotiations and give the local dental committees a 
greater share in them. That was why the Board approved 
the constitution which it did in April last, in spite of 
the danger of there being two rival bodies at loggerheads. 
The Board’s memorandum had now been returned by 
the Conference with important amendments which, if 
adopted, would sow the seeds of disunity. The careful 
balance between old and new had been destroyed. Some 
of the speeches at the Conference showed a disturbing 
tendency towards the development of a rival body. 
_ There were three courses open to the Board. The 
first was to accept the amendments proposed by the 
Conference. To do so would mean that the Board sur- 
rendered its representation of the profession. 

The second course was to reject the amended consti- 
tution outright. He was not sure that that was wise, but 
if it came to a clear-cut issue he would support it. 

The third course was to refer the matter to the Council 
for further consideration. It was too important for 
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debate in the time available to the Board. If that were 
done, the Council might consider two things. The first 
was the scaling down of the committee to a more 
manageable size, while keeping the proportions suggested 
by the Board in April. The huge committee at present 
envisaged was cumbersome, wasteful of man-power and 
extravagant. 

The second was dispensing with the Annual Conference 
altogether, and having the local dental committee 
representatives elected to the General Dental Services 
Committee by grouped local dental committees. The 
responsibility of the General Dental Services Committee 
to the Annual Conference was the potential danger ; 
if the Conference were cut out, there could be a strong 
committee acting as a committee of the Board and there 
would be nothing to fear. Constitutionally it would still 
be possible to have non-members of the B.D.A. on the 
committee, and thus represent the whole profession ; 
that state of affairs existed in connection with the Re- 
muneration Committee at the present time. The Annual 
Conference would cost about £1,000, apart from the 
delegates’ loss of productive working time, which might 
conservatively be put at £4,000. What was the Annual 
Conference going to do? If it followed the B.M.A. 
lead it would pass quite a lot of resolutions, but that was 
generally regarded as a sign of weakness. 

He would like to move that the matter be reconsidered 
by the Council for report to the Board. 

Mr. R. MorGAN said that he and many of his colleagues 
supported the views expressed by Mr. Wookey. The 
Conference came to a decision, with only 14 dissentients, 
before it had heard any evidence, but later, after Mr. 
Gilbert had spoken, many of those who had voted for 
the proposal wished that they had not done so. 

The present Health Acts Committee might not be 
doing their work in a way which some people liked, but 
they had functioned very well. They might not represent 
every interest, but there were alternatives which could be 
considered if the present proposal did not go through. 
The Board, in his view, committed itself to agreement in 
principle after a long debate on other matters, and without 
adequate consideration. Mr. Gilbert had spoken of the 
General Medical Services Committee and its powers as a 
standing committee responsible to the Council and 
Representative Meeting of the B.M.A., but in practice it 
was virtually autonomous. There had been harmony so 
far, but on some vital question there might be disagree- 
ment. There would be that danger for the B.D.A., with 
a committee over-weighted by local dental committee 
representatives. 

The proposal now under consideration was an attempt 
to split the unity of the profession. (Applause.) The old 
organisation to which he belonged fought hard to 
preserve its identity until it could come into the Associa- 
tion with its flag flying. He wanted to hold the flag of 
the new Association high and do his best to prevent it 
being lowered by anybody. 

Mr. W. S. Linpsay, who said that he had voted for the 
proposal! in the Conference, pointed out that the vote 
was taken at the beginning of the meeting ; had it come 
in its proper place, at the end, he would not have voted 
for it, and many others would not have done so. A levy 
of a farthing in the pound in London would produce in 
one year over £7,000. Every dentist in London would 
have to contribute £6 13s. 6d. a year to uphold this 
committee, or, adding income tax, about nine guineas a 
year, though any suggestion to add another guinea to the 
annual subscription to the B.D.A. would raise a storm of 
protests. Reference had been made to the B.M.A. 
set-up, but not to the reason for it. Their Articles of 
Association would not allow them to constitute a body 
within the B.M.A. with any flavour of trade unionism 
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about it, and so they had either to change their Articles 
or set up a body just over the wall outside. 

He hoped that the Board would reject the whole 
proposal. They owed a debt of gratitude to their two 
committees who for the last two years had been doing 
this work and doing it well. The Board should refuse to 
relinquish its powers to any other body. He would like 
to move that the whole proposal be rejected. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that any motion of that 
kind would be out of order, because the Standing Orders 
laid down that no motion involving the revocation of a 
resolution passed within the preceding twelve months 
would be in order unless it was supported on the agenda 
paper by the names of six members of the Board, nor 
could it be carried except by a two-thirds majority of the 
members present. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said it was open to the 
Board, though it had agreed in principle to the setting up 
of such a Committee, to decide at the present meeting 
not to proceed further with any discussion on the subject. 

Mr. S. P. MEAcocK, speaking as Chairman of the 
Coventry Local Dental Committee, said that that 
committee considered the report of the Conference but 
felt that they did not know enough about it, because it 
looked like an attempt to split the Association just after 
the profession had been successfully united. 

Mr. J. N. PEAcocK moved “* that further consideration 
of this matter be deferred until after the Report of the 
Reorganisation Committee is available and has been 
presented to the Board.” 

His Branch Council, he said, felt that this matter was 
very closely allied to the reorganisation of the Association. 
The chief criticism made by the Conference last June was 
that the Board was not fully representative of the pro- 
fession in the Health Service. The Association was 
committed to some form of reorganisation during the 
coming year, and if they reorganised themselves on the 
right lines they could make themselves thoroughly 
representative of the whole profession, and then there 
would be no need to create the mongrel body about 
which they were so uneasy. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE CoUNCIL confessed that he 
was not very happy about any such suggestion. If the 
Board delegated its powers in this respect to the Re- 
organisation Committee, it would prevent him bringing 
before the next meeting of the Board a proposal which 
might appeal to the Board and which could be readily 
put into operation. 

Mr. Sutcliffe seconded the motion. 

Mr. W. Stamford Brittan moved as an amendment 
“ That further consideration of this matter be deferred 
until the next meeting of the Board.” It would be some 
time, he said, before the report of the Reorganisation 
Committee, of which he was a member, was available. 

Mr. W.D. Martin seconded the amendment. The motion, 
he pointed out, would throw a considerable burden on 
the Reorganisation Committee, whose remit contained 
no suggestion that it had to integrate into the Association 
a General Dental Services Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL, replying to Mr. 
E. E. Wookey, said that the amendment would not tie 
the Council’s hands, and he did not want them to be tied. 

Mr. J. M. BANks, speaking against the amendment, 
said that it would not achieve any results which would 
redound to the credit of the Board. The remarks which 
had been made that day had not presented a true picture 
of the Conference held in June last. The desire to defer 
discussion seemed to be based on the fact that it was a 
convenient way of deferring the matter until it could be 
thrown out, but at a previous meeting the Board had 
agreed that a General Dental Services Committee should 
be set up. The Conference came to the same conclusion, 
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and it would be deplorable to go back on that without 
good reason. 

The difference of opinion seemed to have arisen because 
the figures suggested by the Board for the composition 
of the General Dental Services Committee were not 
entirely acceptable to the local dental committee 
representatives present at the Conference. That was not 
a very important matter, and it was deferred for further 
discussion by the Board and by the Local Dental Com- 
mittees on the Chairman’s assurance that a further 
Conference would be called at which these details would 
be fully debated. The proper business for the Board 
that day was to discuss these matters and take them toa 
further Conference. 

He agreed with Mr. Wookey that there was no need to 
follow the B.M.A. If the B.M.A. had never had a 
General Medical Services Committee the B.D.A. would 
have had to set up some form of General Dental Services 
Committee, because the dental need was urgent. The 
local dental committees must be kept in very close 
liaison with the Board and the Association. He was 
just as concerned as Mr. Morgan that no disruptive 
element should be introduced, and so he would welcome 
a standing committee of the Board to deal with all the 
dental affairs of the health services. He saw no need to 
reduce the size of the suggested committee ; it would be 
only a quarter the size of the Board, which did its business 
amazingly well. 

The constitution of the General Dental Services 
Committee as drawn up by the Council had been adopted 
without alteration by the Conference ; the only amend- 
ment concerned the membership. He therefore opposed 
the amendment and suggested that the Board should aet 
in the way that the local dental committees had been 
led to expect that it would. 

Mr. C. W. SPENDELOW supported the amendment 
because he felt that the Board on the previous occasion 
had agreed somewhat hastily to something about which 
they were now having second thoughts, and that it was 
advisable to provide the opportunity for third and 
fourth thoughts about it. 

A great deal had been made of the necessity for 
adequate representation of the rank and file. There were 
over 11,000 members of the Association. The Association 
was divided into Branches, which in turn were divided 
into Sections. Every member had the right to attend 
Section meetings, and if members did not like what their 
representatives did they could replace them by others. 

Mr. T. HINDLE, Vice-chairman of the Board, opposed 
the amendment and supported the original motion, 
which would postpone the matter until the Reorganisation 
Committee had reported. The question, he said, was 
closely wrapped up with that of amalgamation. When 
the other two societies decided on amalgamation, they 
did so because they believed that one society could best 
represent the whole profession, and that society, they 
believed, should be the British Dental Association. A 
good deal of reorganisation was necessary before the 
new British Dental Association could really be said to 
be in being. The duty of advising on that reorganisation 
had been laid on the Reorganisation Committee, and 
until they had completed their work and the new frame- 
work and machinery of the Association had been decided 
on it could not be said that the new British Dental 
Association was in being. That new British Dental 


Association might or might not be in favour of the 
proposed General Dental Services Committee, but whea 
the Association really came into being it would give its 
judgment, to which all its members should be loyal. 
The question of a General Dental Services Committee 
was brought up at the first Board meeting after amalga 
mation. At that meeting many members knew very little 
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about it, but those who had come from the other societies 
thought that as long as it was kept within the egis of the 
British Dental Association nothing could be wrong. 
When, however, they attended the Conference at B.M.A. 
House they suspected that something must be wrong, 
because the attitude of many people at that Conference 
showed, to say the least of it, some lack of loyalty. They 
must obliterate any suggestion of lack of loyalty towards 
or confidence in the new British Dental Association, and 
until they had straightened these matters out they could 
not, as an Association, discuss the question now before 
the Board and come to a proper conclusion upon it. 

Mr. C. E. Luke said that the Association ought to 
act in the closest harmony with the local dental com- 
mittees and take them under its wing, or many of their 
members would have a grudge against it, and their minds 
might be poisoned against the Association if they felt 
that it was letting them down. They wanted action, and 
quick action. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out that there was no proposal 
before the meeting to the effect that the Board should 
not agree to the setting up of a General Dental Services 
Committee. The proposal before the meeting was that 
the further consideration of the matter be deferred until 
the next meeting of the Board. 

Mr. J. W. GILBERT said that at the Conference, in spite 
of what Mr. Wookey had said, he had tried to be com- 
pletely neutral. He wished to dissociate himself for the 
moment from the Board, and even, though chairman of a 
local dental committee, from the local dental committee 
side, and to look on the question as an outsider. 

The Board had agreed in general principle that a 
General Dental Services Committee should be set up, 
and the Board and the Council called a Conference of 
Local Dental Committees which agreed to the setting up 
of such a committee. There was an understanding on 
the part of that Conference that at an early date after 
the present meeting of the Board there would be another 
Conference at which the two sides would meet to discuss 
the findings sent to the Board and to the local dental 
committees. He believed that many local dental 
committees understood the letter sent to them to mean 
that they were asked to comment not on the substance 
of the report of the Conference but on its accuracy, and 
that that was why only 27 replies had been received. 

It would be reasonable and statesmanlike for the 
Board to make a further approach to the local dental 
committees in the form of a long statement on the 
position or the calling of another Conference. The 
alterations made in the numbers were believed to be the 
sole real matter of discussion between the B.D.A. and 
the local dental committees, and he thought that the 
Board was in honour bound to make its attitude known 
on this matter to the local dental committees or to 
another Conference. The local dental committees 
were to the extent of 99-9 per cent composed of members 
of the B.D.A., and if the Board deferred the matter in 
the terms suggested, it would antagonise them. 

Mr. J. P. Cocker said he had been opposed to a 
General Dental Services Committee from the start but 
he realised that so far as the national health service was 
concerned there were many people with many viewpoints, 
which must all find expression somehow. When a 
General Dental Services Committee was first envisaged 
it was thought that the only way to get at the rank and 
file was through the local dental committees, and it 
was said that this was a good way to proceed because 
all the members of these committees were loyal to the 
Association. He believed that until he went to the 
Conference in London, when he was staggered to find 
the antipathy which there was to the B.D.A. 

He thought that many of the remarks made at the 
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Conference were due to ignorance, and it was with that 
idea in mind that he felt it desirable to support the 
amendment. Some of the statements made at the 
Conference were not accurate ; for instance, it was said 
that the B.M.A. had a fund of £2,000,000, whereas it 
was only £500,000. This lack of knowledge showed the 
need for careful thought and the avoidance of hasty 
decisions. 

He had been to the Northern Counties to address a 
meeting of local dental committees on this subject, and 
was surprised to find that they were definitely opposed 
to the creation of the suggested committee. He also 
attended a meeting of local dental committees in the 
West Riding of Yorkshire. He took the view at that time 
that the Association had committed itself to the formation 
of a General Dental Services Committee, and that it was 
his business to get the meeting to look at the matter 
objectively and see how it could be done ina workmanlike 
manner, but the only resolution for which everyone 
present voted was that no such Committee should be 
set up. 

hall 170 local dental committees there had been 
only 27 replies. He believed that that was because many 
people wanted more information. The Board would be 
wise to postpone consideration of it for three months so 
that more information could be disseminated. The local 
dental committees would not be offended if that were 
put to them. If there was to be a General Dental Services 
Committee it must be a first-class job, and that could 
not be done on inadequate information. . 

Mr. A. H. Conpry said that this was a matter which 
seriously affected amalgamation. He had been astonished 
at the attitude adopted by the representatives of local 
dental committees at the Conference. Their attitude 
was that they wanted a General Dental Services Com- 
mittee, but they wanted such a preponderance of local 
dental committee representation as would make it im- 
possible for the Association to have any control of the 
situation. > 

He thought that that was a mistake, and he rejoiced 
to hear the Vice-Chairman of the Board and Mr. Morgan, 
the last President of the I.D.S., express the determination 
of those who had come into the new British Dental 
Association to support to the full the authority and 
influence of the Association. (Applause.) The Incorpor- 
ated Dental Society, and he thought that he could say 
the Public Dental Service Association as well, did not 
enter into amalgamation in order that their new Associa- 
tion should give away on their behalf the opportunity for 
central negotiation with the Ministries which they had 
enjoyed for so long as independent bodies. 

The proposal for a General Dental Services Committee 
was based on information given to the British Dental 
Association that there was a demand for it on the part 
of the local dental committees, who wanted to partici- 
pate in negotiations, especially on remuneration, with the 
Ministry of Health. The fact that there had been fewer 
than thirty replies to the letter sent out following the 
Conference showed, however, that that demand hardly 
existed at all. Further consideration was evidently 
required. 

He hoped that if a further Conference was held the 
atmosphere would be more cordial than at the last one ; 
but, as the Association had not had replies from the 
local dental committees on what happened at the last 
Conference, it was not possible at the moment to consider 
calling another one. It was open to the Association to 
say that the continuance of its invitation to confer de- 
pended on certain conditions, and he suggested that one 
condition should be that the Association should ask for 
at least a fifty-fifty direct representation on the proposed 
Committee. » 
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The amendment, ** That further consideration of this 
matter be deferred until the next meeting of the Board,” 
was carried by a large majority. 

The Board adjourned at 5.30 p.m. until 10 a.m. the 
following day. When the discussion was resumed on 
Saturday, October 21, 


The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL proposed an amend- 
ment to the motion in the following terms : 

** That the Representative Board postpone further 
consideration of the Report on the Conference with 
representatives of Local Dental Committees until the 
January meeting of the Board, in order to give the 141 
local dental committees which so far have not replied 
further time in which to send their observations in 
answer to the Association's letter of August 29, 1950.” 
Mr. J. F. HENDERSON seconded the amendment, which 

was Carried with two dissentients, and then carried as a 
substantive motion with one dissentient. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL then moved : 

** That this finding of the Board be conveyed im- 
mediately to all local dental committees urging upon 
those who have not replied so far the necessity of for- 
warding their considered observations on the results of 
the Conference with representatives of local dental 
committees held on June 24, 1950.” 

Mr. A. G. DaAvipson seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

Mr. L. E. BALDING said that apart from the considera- 
tion of the matter by local dental committees there 
had been a great deal of misunderstanding among members 
of the Association with regard to the formation of the 
General Dental Services Committee. He felt it important 
that members should be accurately informed on what 
this committee would mean and how it would work, and 
he therefore moved ‘* That Branches be requested to 
arrange meetings to be addressed by speakers from 
headquarters in order to consider the matter.” 

Mr. C. E. LuKE seconded the motion. 

The motion was carried with two dissentients. 

Later in the meeting it was agreed that the following 
letter should be sent to the Secretaries of Local Dental 
Committees : 

* The Representative Board of the British Dental 
Association at their meeting yesterday discussed, at 
length, the Report of the Conference with representa- 
tives of local dental committees held on June 24, 
1950. Following further discussion this morning, the 
Board adopted the following Resolutions.” 

The resolutions were then set out, and the letter 
continued : 

“It is hoped that the observations of your Local 
Dental Committee may be available in good time for 
collation at headquarters prior to presentation to the 
Representative Board at their meeting to be held on 
January 19, 1951.” 


REMUNERATION COMMITTEE 


Mr. J. J. GILLARD BisHop, Chairman, presented the 
report of the committee on the following matters : 

Press Statements on Earnings.—A factual statement 
was in course of preparation by the Public Relations 
Officer and Mr. C. W. Spendelow for submission to the 
Press. Its purpose was to clarify the position with regard 
to statements frequently made in the Press in reference 
to the earnings of dentists. 

Scale of Fees: Introduction of Sliding Scale.—A 
Sub-Committee of the Remuneration Committee were 
considering proposals for a sliding scale of deductions 
after a gross monthly limit has been earned by dental! 
practitioners. 
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A further report on the subject would be presented to 
the Board or the Council in due course. 

Compensation.—The committee had considered the 
question of compensation for the loss of the goodwill 
of practices. 

Dental Whitley Council (Local Authorities).—The 
following were appointed to the Staff Side of the Dental 
Whitley Council (Local Authorities). Messrs. J. V, 
Bingay, S. K. Donaldson, J. F. Fletcher, D. E. Mason, 
R. P. Neilson, J. F. Pilbeam, J. F. A. Smyth and K. C. B. 
Webster, who were nominated by the Public Dental 
Officers’ Group and the Society of Medical Officers of 
Health ; Messrs. J. J. Gillard Bishop and J. Thomson, 
nominated by the Remuneration Committee, and Messrs, 
A. Gordon Taylor and J. H. Threlfall, nominated by the 
Hospitals Group. 

Two meetings of the Dental Whitley Council (Local 
Authorities) had been held. 

A claim had been made by the staff side and had met 
with response by the management side. Both documents 
were being considered by a Working Party who, however, 
were awaiting the result of arbitration on basic points 
arising in the Medical Service. 

A form of Arbitration Agreement which was contem- 
plated for adoption by the Dental Whitley Council had 
been considered. Although it was understood that the 
General Whitley Council for the Health Services had not 
yet accepted this form of agreement, it was thought 
desirable to be prepared with amendments thereto in the 
event of its resuscitation. 

Press Statements on Earnings.—Mr. J. J. GiLLarD 
BisHoP said that it was felt that some attempt should be 
made to counteract the bad publicity which the dental 
profession got from time to time in the national Press. 

Mr. J. EMrys Jones remarked that the committee was 
going to considerable trouble to prepare a factual state- 
ment, but the Association never seemed to succeed in 
getting anything into the Press. 

Mr. W. PEEBLES said that if a very brief factual state- 
ment was prepared by the Association the more reputable 
daily newspapers would publish it. 

Mr. H. D. HALL mentioned his own experience as 
honorary group editor for the P.D.O. Group. It had 
been arranged that anyone who came across a wrong 
statement in the Press should send it to him, and he would 
send a suitable reply to the paper, but though he had 
done so a dozen times he had never succeeded in getting 
any correction of his published. They were not ** news. 

Mr. H. MIDDLEBURGH suggested that if the Association 
was unsuccessful with the national daily papers some 
members who had contacts with provincial papers might 
be able, if given those statements, to use some influence. 

Scale of Fees—Introduction of Sliding Scale.—Mr. 
L. E. BALDING said that it was almost impossible to 
devise a method which would limit exploitation merely 
by putting a ceiling on earnings. Any ceiling which was 
fixed must inevitably affect a certain number of prac- 
titioners who were doing good work. There was nothing 
criminal in working hard, and for the Association to 
suggest a ceiling and imply that anyone who earned more 
than that would be doing bad work would be wrong. 

They were approaching the problem from the wrong 
angle. The profession was concerned lest the continuance 
of high incomes should result in a further cut, but they 
should get down to the reasons why these high incomes 
were earned. One was that there was no check on the 
standard of work done. There were at present between 
twenty and twenty-five regional dental officers throughout 
the country to check the work of ten thousand dentists 
submitting hundreds of thousands of estimates a week. 
The R.D.O. service was not even up to establishment, 
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and he thought that that was true also of the Dental 
Estimates Board. Until those things were put right there 
could be no check on the quality of the work done. 

He suggested that the Remuneration Committee should 
consider urging the Ministry to bring those services up to 
establishment. The Ministry were controlled by the 
Treasury in this matter, but the spotlight of publicity 
should be directed on the fact that the Ministry had 
failed to introduce even the limited form of control to 
which the profession had virtually agreed. He suggested, 
therefore, that the Remuneration Committee be re- 
quested to consider alternatives to a limitation of gross 
income which would ensure that, while good dentistry 
carried with it an adequate reward, the health service 
was not exploited by a few practitioners. 

Mr. J. LAuER, Vice-Chairman of the Council, said that 
he was not wedded to a sliding scale, but he believed that 
unless the Association hammered out some policy 
immediately it would be faced with another cut, and he 
thought that the statesmanlike course was for the Asso- 
ciation to forestall that action by getting its suggestions 
in first. 

He agreed with Mr. Balding that those who worked 
hard and honestly should not have their earnings limited, 
but the dental professicn was the only profession partici- 
pating in the health service which had no limit placed on 
its earnings, but it was not possible for them to go 
beyond a certain limit and still do a decent standard of 
work. A single-handed practitioner could not gross 
£17,000 a year. 

The few parasites in the profession were responsible 
for the present cut. The Remuneration Committee had 
simply considered the possibility of going back to the 
days before the 10 per cent cut, and even, if possible, 
before the 20 per cent cut, and they had said ‘** We will 
not consider anything that does not take us back to that 
standard, so that the honest practitioner can earn a 
decent living.” 

It was impossible for the Dental Estimates Board to 
be brought up to full strength; a vicious circle prevented 
it. The Dental Estimates Board and the R.D.O. service 
must employ practitioners of experience but at the 
salaries advertised it was impossible to get them. 

It was necessary to move quickly. The Association 
should say *“* The responsibility is ours. Let us arrive at 
some policy and put it forward for discussion, so as to 
get in before the Ministry. Let us concern ourselves with 
putting on a limit sufficiently high to allow the most 
zealous practitioner doing good work to earn a reasonable 
remuneration in a reasonable time.” It had been said in 
Parliament that it had been found that the dental pro- 
fession could work hours far in excess of those envisaged 
in the Spens Report without any gross detriment to the 
quality of their work, but those who said that failed to 
refer to the results on the health of members of the 
profession. 

Mr. A. S. Davies said the Remuneration Committee 
had before it another scheme, which had possibilities, 
and which would not mean tinkering with the scale. 
He hoped that the Committee would be given time to 
look into it. 

Compensation for Dental Practitioners.—The PRESIDENT 
(Mr. H. T. Roper-Hall) said the point to be borne in 
mind was that those who had been in practice for a 
certain length of time had built up a certain goodwill or, 
if they had bought practices would, in many cases, only 
just be freeing themselves from severe financial commit- 
ments ; but today it was almost impossible to sell a 
practice with any goodwill. 

He wanted the Committee to see whether they could 
not bring forward some scheme to put goodwill back 
Where it should be. He did not want them to look at it 
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from the point of view of compensation. The object 
should be to restore to the understanding of the profession 
that they were working for the future, and had practices 
which could be handed over intact for the benefit of the 
patients. 

Mr. J. P. Cocker said that it was the economic factor 
and nothing else which had always governed the buying 
and selling of practices. Today a young man could 
put up his plate and make a good income straight away, 
and that would go on for some time. It was only the 
Government, therefore, that could do anything in this 
matter. He deplored the inability of the profession to 
sell the goodwill of their practices, but they must accept 
it. A day would come when practices were bought and 
sold again, because economic conditions would have 
altered, but he had been driven to the conclusion that 
the selling of practices was impossible in the immediate 
future. 

Mr. J. A. T. Row ett said that compensation for 
goodwill was tied up with the high earnings of dentists. 
The inability of older practitioners to sell their practices 
was due to the fact that there were far too few dentists 
for far too many patients. That accounted for the 
breakdown in health of so many practitioners and the 
need to work long hours. Until the Association frankly 
recognised that it was not possible to provide a compiete 
service they would get nowhere. If they faced the fact 
that they should ration the service and give it to the 
priority classes, high earnings and gross overwork would 
disappear, and practices would once again be saleable. 

Mr. W. PEEBLES proposed : 

‘* That paragraphs 2 and 3 of Part II of the Report 
of the Committee be not approved in their present form, 
but that there be substituted for them a brief statement 
in paragraph 2 that the question of a sliding scale was 
considered by the Remuneration Committee, and in 
paragraph 3 that the question of compensation for dental 
practitioners was considered by the Committee. And 
that the Committee be thanked for their work in con- 
nection with these two matters.” 

Mr. O. P. RosBerts seconded the motion and it was 
carried. 

Mr. GILLARD BisHoP moved the adoption of the Report 
of the Remuneration Committee, subject to the modifi- 
cations resulting from the resolution adopted by the Board. 

Mr. F. F. V. MANFIELD seconded, and the motion was 
carried. 

HEALTH ACTS COMMITTEE 

Mr. L. E. BALDING, chairman, presented the report 
of the committee. Since the last meeting of the 
Board, they had held three whole day meetings. 
Representatives of the Committee had attended two 
half-day conferences at the Ministry of Health. 

Leaflets on Dental Service Committee Procedure.—The 
Committee’s leaflets giving advice to members who have 
to appear before Dental Service Committees were now 
in their final form. 

Treatment of Merchant Seamen.—The new arrange- 
ments for dealing with this matter were apparently 
proceeding satisfactorily. 

List of Drugs.—The Committee had completed their 
review of the List of Drugs included in the Third Schedule 
to the General Dental Services Regulations and have 
submitted their recommendations to the Ministry of 
Health. 

Repairs Schedule.—The Committee were considering 
the existing wording of the Repair Schedule and it was 
hoped that it might be possible to suggest alternative 
wording which would overcome the present difficulties. 

Treatment of Service Personnel E.C.L.144.—Fol- 
lowing representations by the Committee the Ministry 
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had agreed to issue a confidential circular to Executive 
Councils withdrawing E.C.L.144. 

Individual Cases.—The committee had dealt with a 
number of cases raised by members in difficulty and 
had advised appropriately. Requests for information 
and advice had also been received from a number of 
local dental committees. Many cases involved legal 
points on which the advice of the Association’s Solicitors 
has been sought. 

Isle of Man Dental Service.—It was understood that 
the Isle of Man Health Services Board had now intro- 
duced a modified scheme of general dental services 
substantially in the form which was contained in the 
committee’s last report to the Representative Board. 

General Dental Service (Amendment) Regulations.— 
The committee had been discussing details of these 
regulations with the Ministry and it was understood that 
the regulations would shortly be laid before Parliament. 
They are designed to allow a dentist, if he so wishes, to 
use Form E.C.17 for certain treatment without his 
being under an obligation to secure dental fitness or to 
carry out a complete charting of the mouth. The treat- 
ment referred to will be: (a) Emergency treatment at 
present covered by Form E.C.17a; (5) Repairs to 
dentures up to a maximum cost ; (c) Arrest of hemo- 
rrhage; (d) Domiciliary visits in connection with certain 
emergency treatment. No fee will be payable for exami- 
nation and report when Form E.C.17 is used in this 
way, and the regulations will make it clear that the 
treatment specified can be done without prior approval. 
The Ministry prefer to retain Form E.C.17a (which of 
course does not cover all the above items) in use for the 
time being. 

Repairs Due to Carelessness.—A proposal had been 
made by the Ministry of Health that regulations should 
be introduced to provide that the dentist should charge 
a deposit equal to the full scale fee in all cases of repairs 
to dentures, the patient being entitled to obtain a refund 
from the Executive Council if he could prove that the 
damage was not due to carelessness. This was strongly 
contested by the Committee on the grounds that it was 
unfair both to the patient and the dentist and would be 
administratively impracticable. The Chairman and 
Secretary of the committee attended a special conference 
at the Ministry and a very strong case was put forward 
on that the majority of repairs were necessitated by 
causes beyond the control of the patient. A memorandum 
was submitted setting out more than twenty common 
causes of damage to dentures none of which could possibly 
be due to carelessness on the part of the patient. The 
Ministry undertook to examine the position further in 
the light of the representations made by the committee. 

Standing Dental Advisory Committee.—The committee 
were greatly concerned that the Minister was receiving 
advice from the Standing Dental Advisory Committee 
and was refusing to discuss with the Association any 
modification or practical application of that advice. 

The committee were sure that on occasion, by ad- 
hering rigidly to the advice he had received from the 
Standing Committee, the Minister was misusing that 
advice in a way never intended by the Standing Com- 
mittee. 

Strong representations had been made that the Associa- 
tion was the only body representative of, and entitled to 
speak on behalf of the dental profession as a whole ; 
and that action should not be taken by the Minister on 
advice received from the Standing Dental Advisory 
Committee without full discussion with the elected 
representatives of the profession, in cases where such 
action would affect the whole profession. 

Examination of Children.—Representations had been 
received that the existing rules regarding the examination 
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of those below 21 years of age might in certain circum- 
stances be contrary to the best interests of the patient, 
Possible alternative wording to this condition had been 
submitted to the Ministry with a view to overcoming this 
difficulty. 

Appeals from Dental Estimate Board Decisions.— 
The committee had considered a case in which the 
Ministry wrote to the appellant dentist saying that in 
the view of the Minister the appeal could not succeed and 
that no further action would be taken unless the dentist 
wrote again within seven days. Strong exception was 
taken to this on the grounds that it was in effect a pre- 
judgment of the result of the appeal and that the Minister 
had no power under the regulations to disregard an 
appeal properly submitted, but must proceed to appoint 
two dentists to hear it. As a result of these representations, 
the Ministry agreed that the letter was inappropriate to 
the case and that similar letters would not in future be 
issued. 

Time Limits for Treatment.—Following further cor- 
respondence with the Ministry and the inability to obtain 
from them any explicit statement as to what would 
happen in the case of dentists who were quite unable to 
complete outstanding treatment by September 30, advice 
to members was inserted in the Journal and circulated to 
Secretaries of all Local Dental Committees for their 
information. 

Treatment of Hospital Staff—Complaints had been 
received that the Dental Estimates Board were assuming 
that any estimate bearing a hospital address must neces- 
sarily refer to an in-patient in that hospital, and were 
requiring dentists to fill in a special questionnaire in such 
cases. The matter was taken up with the Board and with 
the Ministry, with the result that the questionnaire 
was almost immediately discontinued. 

Conference on Health Centre Conditions of Service.— 
The Chairman and Mr. C. W. Spendelow represented 
the committee at a conference between Association 
representatives and the Ministry which took place at the 
Ministry on October 3 when conditions of service at 
Health Centres were discussed. 

Scottish Dental Estimates Board.—The committee had 
been gravely concerned with many of the rulings and 
decisions given by the Scottish Dental Estimates Board. 
As an example, the Board had recently informed two 
separate practitioners that the fees to be allowed for their 
cases (which did not carry a specific scale fee) had been 
decided on after ‘‘ taking the advice of mechanics to the 
profession in Edinburgh.”” The committee were con- 
sidering, in conjunction with the Scottish Health Acts 
Committee, the best method of dealing with the situation. 

Policy of the Committee.—The committee submitted a 
statement on the general considerations and policy that 
they had adopted since they were appointed in 1948. 
They felt that this would enable the Board to consider, 
and if thought fit approve the policy adopted, so that 
should the Board in the future set up a General Dental 
Services Committee, the Association representatives on 
that committee would have a policy approved by the 
Board on which to work. 

It had first to be emphasised that, in the view of the 
committee, any development in the Health Service which 
was bad for the profession as a whole must, in the long 
run, also be bad for the patients and the public. 

The committee believed that one of the inherent 
dangers in any State Service was the gradual loss of the 
dentist’s freedom of clinical action, which might in time 
lead to distortion of his clinical judgment and curtailment 
of his professional independence. Therefore, any de 
cisions of the Ministry or the Estimate Boards which 
appeared to infringe such freedom must be opposed at 
once. Otherwise they became precedents, were used in 
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other cases, and eventually became accepted procedure. 
Thus professional freedom would be whittled away. 

The prime duty of the Health Acts Committee, subject 
only to the interests of the patient, was to the profession 
and particularly to members of the British Dental Associa- 
tion. They viewed all proposals and actions of the 
Ministry or the Boards from this clear-cut angle. In 
whatever direction the prime duty of the Ministry or the 
Boards might lie, it was certainly not to the profession. 
The viewpoint and decisions of these bodies must there- 
fore sometimes be diametrically opposed to those of the 
Health Acts Committee. Further, these bodies might not 
be in a position to modify the views they expressed, 
since they might be subject to irresistible pressure from, 
above, due to causes over which they had no control, 
ie. political or economic. Adequate co-operation with 
these bodies was admittedly essential, but too close 
liaison must eventually result in embarrassment to the 
Health Acts Committee in their decisions, in clouding of 
their present clear viewpoint, in loss of independence of 
judgment and in acceptance of compromises which were 
not in the best interests of the members of the Association. 

The Health Acts Committee felt that their present 
independent attitude was the correct one to adopt. 
Although they were prepared, when necessary, to fight 
the Ministry or Boards with all legitimate means, their 
general relationship with these bodies was friendly, they 
had frequent conferences at the Ministry, their attitude 
was constructive and not obstructive, and they had, 
during the past year, helped to smooth out and make 
easier some of the difficulties facing the dentist in the 
Service, to the general benefit of the Service and the 
public. 

In support of their policy, the committee submitted 
in an Appendix II to the report, a brief summary of the 
main work of the Committee, showing how this policy 
had been applied and the results that had been achieved. 

Ministry Handbook on Service Committee Procedure.— 
Mr. L. E. BALDING said that a deputation from the com- 
mittee had now met representatives of the B.M.A. to 
discuss this handbook, and it had been agreed that the 
document which was sent to the Ministry, in so far as it 
related to general Service Committee procedure, i.e. 
matters not essentially dental, should be an identical 
document from both professions, but that the British 
Dental Association would have comments to make on 
those parts of the handbook which referred exclusively 
to the dental profession. The B.M.A. had referred to its 
committee the whole question of discipline procedure, 
and the committee had agreed that there should be 
further consultations between the two Associations to 
thrash out some scheme of revised Service Committee 
procedure and present that to the Ministry in due course 
after approval by both bodies. 

The Ministry’s handbook was a short-term matter, 
and they were going into the long-term question of the 
revision of the whole of the disciplinary machinery and 
hoped that the two professions would reach agreement 
before the Ministry was approached. 

Leaflets on Dental Service Committee Procedure.— 
Mr. L. E. BALDING said that the leaflets would be distri- 
buted to every member of the Association, and to local 
dental committees with an intimation that further copies 
could be obtained from headquarters. 

Repairs due to Carelessness.—Mr. L. E. BALDING 
remarked that the Ministry had been hoping to put the 
question of repairs to dentures in the same category as 
repairs to glasses, so that automatically it would be 
assumed that there had been carelessness on the part of 
the patient if repairs were necessary. It had been pointed 
Out to the Ministry, however, that it was impossible to 
break a pair of glasses by looking through them but 
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easy to break dentures by eating with them. The Ministry 
were giving further consideration to the matter. 

They admitted that they were considering the introduc- 
tion of the regulation purely on grounds of economy. 

Standing Dental Advisory Committee.—Mr. J. W. 
GILBERT said that the B.M.A. had had the difficulty 
mentioned in this paragraph in connection with obstetric 
work, and had, he believed, won their fight, so that there 
was to be consultation before action was taken. 

Time Limits for Treatment.—Mr. L. E. BALDING said 
that they had tried to find out what the Ministry had in 
mind with regard to the many estimates which might be 
outstanding after September 30, but they could not get 
the Ministry to commit themselves before October 1. The 
Committee felt that advice must be given to members on 
how to deal with the situation, and that advice was given 
in the Journal for September 19. He was glad to report 
that on October 19 they received a letter from the 
Ministry stating their policy which was found to be 
exactly in accordance with the advice given to members 
in the Journal. If members had outstanding letters which 
were out of date they should return them, filling in in 
column 2 the amount of work done and claiming a fee 
for that, marking the estimate to indicate that it was out 
of date on October 1 and submitting the remainder of the 
work on a new estimate at the current scale of fees. 

Conference on Health Centre Conditions of Service.— 
Salaries and Grading: Mr. J. A. T. Row etr asked 
whether it was true that the Ministry had indicated that 
the placing of anyone in Grade 1 would be a most rare 
occurrence. 

Mr. L. E. BALDING replied that it had been indicated 
in a general way that if a practitioner was worthy of 
Grade I he might attain that status, but they were given 
to understand that it might be a fairly rare occurrence. 

Attention should be drawn to the number of items 
where the Ministry stated that they would not reach a 
decision until the P.D.O. Whitley Council had reached 
agreement on the matter. From that the Board would be 
able to judge how closely the conditions of service and 
salaries in health centres and in the P.D.O. service would 
be related in future. 

Mr. L. E. Balding moved the adoption of the Report. 

Mr. D. E. MAson, in seconding the motion, which 
was carried, asked that there should be incorporated in 
it an expression of very sincere appreciation of the 
remarkable clarity with which the Report had been 
compiled and presented.

Bureaucracy and the Profession.—Because I have not 
the mind and training of a lawyer, I have been haled 
before a tribunal (which reminded me so forcibly of 
my one and only experience of the “‘ Orderly room” in 
1916) who have reprimanded me, and ordered me to 
refund the sum of £23 16s. 6d. I have no complaint to 
make regarding the latter. It will probably make me 
more careful in future of taking too literally, the word of 
Ministers of the Crown and their minions, and it cer- 
tainly will teach me to be more careful how I fill in forms. 
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Every dentist will have met the patient whose teeth are 
in an apparently hopeless state, who insists upon keeping 
them, and after hours of hard work some resemblance 
of hygienic conditions is established. One cannot 
(unfortunately, one sometimes thinks) tie them into the 
chair, forcibly extract their teeth, and substitute dentures, 
It might be better for the welfare of the nation if one could, 
I wonder how many of the profession would be the first 
victims. Having obliged my patient and, apparently, 
mis-interpreted the word of the Minister of Health to 
the effect that she had every right to retain her teeth at 
the Country’s expense, I have drawn upon myself the 
censure of my colleagues. 

The remarkable irony of it is that a long letter above 
my signature was published in the Dental Gazette of 
May 1937 foretelling just such a misfortune happening to 
the profession. 

So far from suggesting any malignity from the powers 
that be, I offer them all, the Minister of Health, the 
Dental Estimates Boards, the Regional Dental Officer, 
and particularly those members of the committee who 
were probably withdrawn from more onerous duties to 
sit in judgement on me, my most humble apologies for 
having been so careless as to mis-interpret the Regula- 
tions. 

I take what comfort I can from the following passage 
from Jorian Jenks ‘‘ From the Ground Up” (a book | 
can most highly recommend, particularly to those in 
authority over us.) 

“Those who inveigh against the network of red tape that 
bureaucracy weaves about them, and maintain that enabling 
legislation which vests almost unlimited powers in officials is a 
violation of traditional civic liberties (which it is), should remember 
the extreme inflexibility of machinery. The bureaucrat is seldom 
expected to exercise discretion in the adjustment of enactments to 
individual cases ; on the contrary, he is required to treat everybody 
exactly alike, and to adhere to regulations. When, therefore, he 
finds the machinery inadequate, he is forced to add more fitments 
to it, in the same way that a mechanic adds gadgets to his motor car. 
He is not really a manager at all, in the true economic sense ; he is 
essentially a technician applying techniques, working to formulae, 
and the more faith is reposed in Committees, Boards, and Ministries, 
the more mechanically will our lives be regulated.” 

With these ominous words in mind, I beg that you will 
give publicity to my plea that these questions of what the 
State should pay for and what it should not, can surely 
be settled “‘ round the table’ without this attempt to 
emulate ‘‘ Courts Martial.’"—ErNest H. PHILLIPS, 
Lewesdon, Lyme Regis, Dorset. 


The Future of the Profession.—There seems little doubt 
that the dental profession has reached a crucial stage 
in its history. There are many signs that we are in great 
danger of losing all that the great men of our profession 
won for us thirty years ago. 

Now would be an opportune moment to take stock 
of the effects upon the profession after two years under 
the Health Service. 

As in Angle’s classification dental practice may be 
divided into three classes. 

Class 1. Those specialising in the treatment of what are 
now termed the priority classes i.e. the Nation’s children 
and mothers. 

Class 2. The essentially professional type of general 
practice in which complete dental fitness is provided for 
those patients sufficiently educated to seek it. Compre- 


hensive treatment of the patient’s children is also under- 
taken. 
Class 3. What may be justifiably termed the commercial 
type of practice which caters for the great mass of the 
semi-illiterate who regard the dentist as one who takes 
teeth out and eventually restores the appearance, if not the 
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masticatory efficiency, of the edentulous. This type of 
patient prefers to decide what form of treatment he is to 
receive and appreciates the practitioner who adopts 
the pre-war shopkeeper’s maxim that the ‘* customer 
is always right.” Children are not popular in this type 
of practice and usually merely receive emergency treat- 
ment i.e. a general anesthetic and the extraction of an 
aching tooth, the parent being a-ivised to leave the remain- 
ing carious teeth till they ache. 

The Health Service has awarded remuneration in 
inverse ratio to the skill and professional attention 
involved. Thus Class 3 practitioners, without undue 
strain, are able to obtain gross incomes commensurate 
with that of the Lord Chancellor and from this type of 
practice most of the numerous cases are referred to 
Dental Services Committees and thence to the Press. 

Class 2 practitioners have to work very much harder 
in order to maintain the incomes they received before 
the inception of State dentistry. 

Class | are mainly salaried officers of local authorities 
notoriously paid a minute fraction of the income obtained 
by the relatively unskilled worker in Class 3. 

Very natural apprehension has been expressed about 
the deterioration in the public regard for the profession 
and various expedients have been put forward to endea- 
vour to regain the status which our forebears won for us 
in the early 20s. Among these is the B.D.A.’s suggestion 
that the general practitioner should undertake part-time 
school work. As Class 2 practitioners have undertaken 
all the children’s work they can carry out adequately 
it is presumably intended that Class 3 will be encouraged 
to undo the educational work of years by Class | 

Now it is an axiom that status cannot be conferred; 
it can only be attained by the manifest integrity and high 
principles of the individuals comprising a group. 

It will take time to regain even the status we attained 
before 1948 and a very great responsibility rests upon 
the leaders of the B.D.A. in this respect. How have they 
comported themselves since 1948? Let us examine the 
one aspect of the Service most discussed in Parliament 
and Press, the dental care of the children, surely the most 
important of all branches of our work. Apart from some 
rather half-hearted lip service, the B.D.A. does not appear 
to have advanced very far from the attitude voiced by 
a member of the B.D.A. Council many years ago when 
he was heard to remark ‘‘ We must keep the School 
Dentists’ salaries low or we will have to pay our assis- 
tants more.” 

When the danger of dilution rears its ugly head in the 
form of those alien dentists whose qualifications do not 
conform to British standards or dental nurses with two 
years training, it is to the School Service, of all branches, 
that the B.D.A. recommend they be diverted. 

It is excusable, therefore, if the Ministers and local 
authorities ignore this branch when the B.D.A. treat it 
so contemptuously. Yet if we are to make any headway 
in educating our citizens in dental care it is to the School 
Service to which we should devote our best personnel 
and financial resources. 

If some form of dilution with inferior material is forced 
upon us surely Class 3 is the category to which it should 
be directed. 

May an appeal be made to those who have the welfare 
of our profession at heart to persuade members of the 
first two classes to offer themselves for election to the 
Representative Board and for their support in preventing 
any further deterioration in the public esteem of an 
erstwhile honourable profession. 

Our children will never forgive this generation if it 
fails to prevent the degradation which will inevitably 
fall upon us if we do not measure up to the conception 
of those who framed the 1921 Act.—W. W. F. Dawe, 
The Varne, Seabrook Rd., Hythe, Kent.

THE REPRESENTATIVE BOARD 


(Continued) 
REORGANISATION COMMITTEE 


THE committee reported that they had considered 
Branch organisation and boundaries. All Branches had 
been invited to seek advice and assistance. over any 
problems which they might have in this connection. 

Tentative suggestions for alterations had been 
considered in a number of cases and the views of the 
Branches had been sought. The committee were 
maintaining the closest liaison with Branch opinion. 

Mr. J. W. GILBERT, Chairman, in submitting the 
Report, said that it was no more than a progress report. 
The committee had made a point of getting into the 
closest possible touch with Branches on points concerning 
their own domestic relations. 

Replying to Mr. A. MacGregor, he said he could not 
say when the committee were likely to be able to issue 
an interim report. It might help the Board if they could 
sectionalise their work and put forward statements on 
parts of B.D.A. administration before making a complete 
report. 

Replying to Mr. D. MacGregor, he said that the com- 
mittee had not issued to Branches a recommendation 
that boundaries should as far as possible coincide with 
those of Local Executive Councils, but they had said to 
the representatives of certain Branches—and every Branch 
was represented on the committee—‘‘ Please discuss 
these ideas with the members of your Branch; we 
want your domestic reactions.” 

Mr. J. M. Banks, referring to the opinion expressed 
the previous day that it would be unwise for the Board 
to reach a decision on the question of the General 
Dental Services Committee until a full report from the 
Reorganisation Committee was available, asked whether 
Mr. Gilbert thought that the report of his Committee 
would help in dealing with this other matter. 

Mr. J. W. GILBERT replied that in his opinion it might 
seriously hinder it. He thought it would be_ unfair,

because the committee had not had an opportunity of 
considering even in general terms the administration of 
the Association, so that any comment on his part would 
be hopelessly premature. 

He moved the adoption of the Report. 

Mr. W. STAMFORD BRITTAN, who seconded, said the 
committee would like to express their thanks to Mr. 
Barry and the headquarters staff generally for the work 
which they had done. 

The Report was adopted. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


THe Hon. Treasurer, Mr. E. B. Dowsett, presented 
the report of the Finance Committee. 

Subscriptions and Professional Risks Insurance.— 
Subscriptions had continued to come in satisfactorily, 
the total collected to the end of June 1950, less amounts 
refunded, totalling £31,220. Former members of both 
the I.D.S. and the P.D.S.A. Professional Risks Insurance 
Schemes were availing themselves of insurance cover. 
The question of the renewal of these policies for 1951 and 
the possibility of amalgamating the two schemes was 
being discussed. 

International Dental Congress.—A further financial 
statement had been received from the Treasurer of the 
Congress. Another instalment of the guaranteed loan 
would be needed before the end of the year. 

Salary Increments.—Recommendations received from 
the Establishments Committee concerning salary incre- 
ments to the Editor and the Secretary were approved. 

Ex-I.D.S. Members in Eire.—A difficulty had arisen 
as to the correct amount of subscription payable by 
ex-I.D.S. Members in Eire. There is no B.D.A. Branch 
in Eire and members domiciled there paid the overseas 
rate of £2 12s. 6d. Legal advice was being sought and 
Mr. Condry had undertaken to explore the position from 
the angle of the ex-members of the I.D.S. in Eire. This 
matter would also be referred to the Reorganisation 
Committee. 

Liquidation of I.D.S. and P.D.S.A.—Both liquidations 
were well advanced and only the final legal formalities 
were left to be dealt with. The statement from the 
P.D.S.A. shows that, subject to the cost of the liquidator, 
there is an excess of assets over liabilities amounting to 
more than £4,000. 

It had been agreed that an ex-gratia payment of £100 
should be made to the late advertisement manager of the 
Dental Gazette as compensation in lieu of notice. 

The Hon. TREASURER (Mr. E. B. Dowsett) moved the 
adoption of the Report. 

Mr. W. Shearer seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 


LAW AND ETHICS COMMITTEE 


Mr. E. H. Law, Chairman of the committee, reported 
that consideration was being given to the need for further 
dental legislation with a view to submitting to the Board 
the committee’s recommendations for a new Dental Bill. 

The committee were also considering whether some 
guidance should be issued to members on the need to 
avoid unethical practices in the Health Service. 

Dental Legislation.—Mr. E. H. Law said that a new 
Medical Act had gone through Parliament this year, 
and in the very near future it was possible that a new 
Dental Bill would be introduced. The Council had asked 
the Law and Ethics Committee to consider amendments 
to the present dental legislation. This had been done, 
and the committee would shortly be sending their draft 
proposals to the Council. They should come before the 
Board at its meeting in January. 

thics in the Health Service.—Mr. E. H. Law said 
the committee were considering the drafting of a leaflet 
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giving advice to those working under the National 
Health scheme, so that they could avoid pitfalls. A small 
sub-committee had been appointed for the purpose and 
would report to the Committee in January. 

Mr. C. W. SPENDELOW asked whether the committee 
had considered, as a matter of urgency, advising members 
to be careful in filling up E.C.17s where there was a 
risk of unintentionally reflecting on the work of a 
colleague. 

Mr. Law replied that that point had been considered 
at some length the previous day, and might be included 
in the pamphlet which was to be drawn up. 

Individual Cases.—Mr. Law reported that the cases 
coming before the Committee were decreasing. There 
had been a time when they dealt with up to 35 cases at a 
meeting, but at their last meeting there were only 5 new 
cases, and only one related to repair shops or anything 
of that kind. They had been able to close most of them 
satisfactorily. 

He moved the adoption of the Report. 

Mr. F. E. Harrison seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 

Mr.R.J. Hooker, Chairman of the committee, reported 
that the membership of the Association on August 28 
was 11,712, and in addition there were 436 Student 
Members. 

It had been resolved that it was’ not desirable to alter 
the present method of accepting Student Members 
through the British Dental Students Association. 

Branches had been approached in the hope that local 
action would be taken to recruit from the 3,000 prac- 
titioners who were not members of the Association. 

Recruitment.—Mr. L. R. Davey pointed out that 
recruitment would be difficult until a list of members was 
available, and asked that that should be kept in mind. 

The Report was adopted. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM COMMITTEE 


Dr. LILIAN LINDSAY reported that there had been a 
further increase in the use of the Library. A supplement 
to the catalogue would be issued shortly. 

The Tomes Operating Chair had been reconditioned 
and the various adjustable parts now functioned properly. 

Dr. Lindsay moved the adoption of the Report. 

Mr. W. Peebles seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

HOUSE COMMITTEE 
MEETINGS 

THE committee reported that the Dentists’ Provident 
Society had obtained other accommodation and would 
be leaving Headquarters some time after November 1950. 
This would make available badly needed additional 
accommodation for Headquarters Staff, and the former 
committee Room | would once more become available. 

The committee were considering possible improve- 
ments in the Board Room, and the refurnishing of the 
Secretary's office. 

The committee had learned with great regret of the 
death of Mr. L. C. Attkins who in his short time on the 
committee had proved a most valuable member. His 
death created a vacancy which the Board might wish to 
fill. 


Mr. W. PeeBLes, Chairman, presented the Report. 

Office Accommodation.—Mr. R. C. Scott Dow said 
that the Dentists’ Provident Society would not vacate 
their premises at head quarters willingly, but were asked 
to do so by the Council. 

The SECRETARY said that the D.P.S. had succeeded in 
getting a licence to redecorate suitable premises just off 
Berkeley Square, in Bruton Mews. It was a great pity 
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that the Association no longer had accommodation to 
house them, after so many years, but it was essential that 
the Association should have the use of the accommodation 
they occupied. 

Vacancy on the Committee.—On the motion of Mr. 
R. MorGan, Mr. J. J. Lucraft was elected to the com- 
mittee. 

The VicE~-CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD asked whether the 
committee would consider remoying the bronze plaques 
of Mr. Butterfield and Mr. Bowen from the I.D.S. 
offices and placing them in a suitable position in the hall 
at Hill Street. 

Mr. PEEBLES expressed his thanks for that delightful 
suggestion, to which the committee would give im- 
mediate consideration. 

The Report was adopted on the motion of Mr. W. 
Peebles, seconded by Mr. S. B. Newton. 


REPORT ON NATIONAL JOINT COUNCIL 

FOR THE CRAFT OF DENTAL TECHNICIANS 

IT was reported that the following matters had been 
discussed by the National Joint Council on October 4. 

Fair Wages Clause.—The Unions’ side of the Joint 
Council had agreed to a request from the Employers 
that every case where the Unions allege that a member 
of the Association has committed a breach of his Terms 
of Service under the Health Service by not observing the 
wage rates and conditions laid down by the Joint Council 
would, in future, be referred to the National Joint 
Council itself in the first place. It is hoped that in this 
way the Joint Council, through its Disputes Committee, 
will be able to effect a settlement without the Unions 
thinking it necessary to make a complaint to the Local 
Executive Council concerned. 

City and Guilds Institute Syllabus.—Criticisms had 
been expressed regarding the syllabus and examinations 
for dental technician of the City and Guilds Institute. 
The Joint Council had instructed their Educational 
Advisory Committee to investigate the whole matter and 
report back as early as possible. 

Wage Claim.—The Unions asked that the Association 
should reconsider its rejection of the last claim for 
increased wages. The reasons given for renewal of the 
application were : 

(1) The policy of wage restriction is no longer fully 

operative ; and that in any case it has never 
applied to industries where increased production 
could be proved. 
There are many employers who are not in the 
Health Service and have not therefore suffered the 
recent reductions in income imposed by the 
Minister of Health. 
Minimum rates laid down by the Joint Council 
should be related to earnings at any given time, 
and at present the average earnings of technicians 
are considerably above the existing minimum rates. 
The dentist in the Health Service earns super- 
annuation rights on much of the work which is 
done for him by the technician. 
In spite of the present economic difficulties the 
earnings of dentists are still at a high level. 

The Unions asked particularly that the Association 
oon at least make some counter-offer to the wage 
ciaim. 

Mr. J. E. SEEAR presented the Report. 

Mr. C. W. SPENDELOW asked whether the arrangement 
by which disputes were referred to the Disputes Com- 
mittee automatically prevented the same dispute being 
referred to a Service Committee. If it did not, he said, 
there was still no protection, and the practitioner could 
be attacked from both sides and might have a heavy fine 
imposed on him. 
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Mr. T. H. Fuitcrort said that the difficulty for some 
time past had been that all wage disputes had been 
referred by the Union to Local Executive Councils, and 
had then come before Service Committees. The em- 
ployers’ side brought this matter before the National 
Joint Council at its last meeting, on October 4, and 
pointed out that under the constitution of the National 
Joint Council provision was made for disputes of this 
kind to come before its Disputes Committee. An under- 
taking had been received from the Unions that in every 
such case in future the full facts would be reported to 
the Joint Council, who would arrange for an early 
sitting of the Disputes Committee to hear the case and 
try to effect a settlement. The Unions had promised that 
until the Disputes Committee reported failure they 
would not take the case to the Local Executive Council. 
There was thus a possibility of settling these cases without 
further trouble. ; 

Mr. C. W. SPENDELOw pointed out that it was open to 
any person to lay a complaint before the Local Executive 
Council, and the fact that the Disputes Committee had 
decided to hear the case would not prevent the Executive 
Council hearing it as well. s 

Mr. J. E. SEEAR agreed that representations could be 
made direct to the Local Executive Council, in which 
case it would be impossible for the Disputes Committee 
of the N.J.C. to take any action. : 

Mr. L. E. BALDING added that it was not only the 
employee who could make the complaint ; the regula- 
tions provided that any person could do so, so that, for 
example, the father of an apprentice could make a 
complaint to the Executive Council in spite of the fact 
that the National Joint Council were investigating the 
case. rar J 

Mr. M. N. LarKIN said that the Association might 
ask for the circulation of an E.C.L. requesting Dental 
Service Committees not to hear a case under the clause 
until it had been put to the Disputes Committee of the 

* 


City and Guilds Institute Syllabus.—Mr. J. ArTCHISON 
drew attention to difficulties which might arise if some 
scrutiny was not given to the classes for these exami- 
nations. One local authority had decided that the 
standard of education of the apprentices taking the 
classes was such that it was impossible during the first 
year to keep to the syllabus, and had introduced, instead 
of chemistry, physical training and ‘* social discussion 
classes. 

Mr. J. F. HENDERSON said that the classes were not 
merely intended to produce better technicians ; they 
were part of the Government scheme for further edu- 
cation which applied to all vocations. With regard to 
the withdrawing of chemistry from the City and Guilds 
course, the standard was so high that lads who left 
school at 15 could never hope to attain it. For the first 
two years, therefore, it had been dropped. There was to 
be further emphasis on physics, and part of the time was 
to be devoted to practical dental mechanics. 

Mr. J. E. SEEAR said the aim should be to elevate the 
training of the technician so that he became a skilled 
craftsman, which meant that he must have some basic 
knowledge of all the subjects in the City and Guilds 
syllabus. : : 

The matter was debated at length on the Joint Council, 
and at first he opposed it and said that he could not pass 
the examination ; but everything depended on how the 
examination was set. The Education Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Joint Council had to impress on the City and 
Guilds Institute the need to be careful about how the 
examination was set. , : 

Wage Claim.—Mr. J. E. SEEAR said that this was a 
matter which had come up at every meeting of the Joint 
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Council, and the employers’ side had constantly given 
the reasons why they did not consider that at this stage 
they should raise the rates, which, being only a minimum, 
might remain as they were for the time being. The 
committee would be grateful if the Board would decide 
whether they were to go back to the N.J.C. with a 
complete rejection of the employees’ claim or with a 
counter-offer. 

Mr. L. E. BALDING, commenting on the reasons for 
the renewal of the wage claim given in the Report, said 
that No. 4 was not correct. Superannuation was not 
based on gross income ; 52 per cent, the expense ratio, 
was deducted first. With regard to No. 3, the present 
rates were minima, designed to ensure a reasonable 
income, and to suggest that because the average rates 
paid were higher the minimum should be raised destroyed 
any reason for having minimum rates at all. 

He moved ** That the Board does not consider that the 
reasons put forward by the Union side of the National 
Joint Council justify it in altering its previous decision 
to reject the claim for increased minimum rates of wages. 
The Board is not prepared to make any counter-offer.” 

Mr. J. W. GiLBert, who seconded, remarked that the 
reasons put forward by the employees’ side for their 
application seemed to show that they were very short of 
arguments. 

Mr. T. H. Fitrcrort, replying to Mr. M. N. Larkin, 
who asked what the Unions’ next move would be, said 
that they could apply to have the case brought before the 
National Arbitration Tribunal. 

The motion was carried. 

Vacancy on the Joint Council.—Mr. J. E. SEEAR moved 
that Mr. W. J. Coe be elected to fill the vacancy on the 
National Joint Council. 

Mr. S. P. Meacock seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

The Report was adopted on the motion of Mr. J. E. 
Seear, seconded by Mr. O. P. Roberts. 


SCOTTISH COMMITTEE 


Mr. H. M. Cromsigz, Chairman of the committee, 
reported that the Scottish Health Acts Committee 
had been set up under the Convenership of Mr. Banks. 
It had been in existence only a short time, but it promised 
to be a very valuable committee. 

The question of a separate Scottish Office had again 
been mooted, but it was decided not to press the matter 
at present. 

Branch Boundaries Committee.—Mr. J. Emrys Jones 
asked whether the Scottish Committee was proposing to 
settle the Branch boundary question themselves or 
whether they intended to submit their suggestions to the 
Reorganisation Committee. 

Mr. CromBie replied that in dealing with the matter 
they had had the guidance of a member of the Re- 
organisation Committee. 

Communications with the Department of Health.—The 
CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said that to adopt the proposal 
of the committee would mean conferring on the Scottish 
Committee executive powers, and the standing com- 
mittees of the Board did not enjoy that privilege. It 
might lead to the Scottish Committee at some time in 
the future taking unilateral action which would be 
outwith the framework of policy approved by the Board. 

Mr. L. E. BALDING moved the deletion of the paragraph. 
A most important question of principle was, he said, 
involved. He could appreciate the desire of the Scottish 
Committee that there should be no delay in these matters, 
and no doubt it was the normal practice of the Council, 
on receiving such communications, to pass them to or 
seek the advice of the Scottish Committee ; but that was 
a different matter from direct communications going 
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from the Department of Health to a standing committee 
of the Board. 
Mr. A. C. Mack seconded the motion. 


Mr. A. MACGREGOR suggested that there were many 
matters connected with the Department of Health which 
could be settled with much greater knowledge if dealt 
with directly by the Scottish Committee. Scotland had a 
separate executive Government department. The B.M.A. 
had a Scottish perman€ént Secretary who was in constant 
touch with the Department of Health. The present 
arrangement interfered with freedom of negotiation 
between the profession in Scotland and the Department 
of Health. 

Mr. H. M. Crombie said the Scottish Committee did 
not wish to give the impression that they had ever found 
the Council unsympathetic. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL assured the Board 
that all the business pertaining to Scotland which came 
before the Council was sent to the Scottish Committee, 
but that committee asked that the Department of Health 
should write direct to them, and the Association qua 
Association would not then know what was going on; 
it would be by-passed. 

The motion to delete the last paragraph of the Report 
was put by the Chairman and carried. 

It was also agreed that the paragraph which dealt 
with Branch Boundaries Committee should be deleted 
from the Report. 

The Report, as amended, was adopted on the motion of 
Mr. H. M. Crombie seconded by Mr. F. W. Mackenzie. 


NORTHERN IRELAND COMMITTEE 


Mr. W. G. LyTTLE presented the report of the 
Committee : 

Messrs. J. Lyons and D. P. Boyle had resigned from 
the committee and Mr. Cecil Chapman had been 
appointed a member by the N.I. Branch. 

The committee had sent a deputation to the Minister 
of Health and Local Government to ask for a withdrawal 
of the latest 10 per cent cut or some alleviation. Wide 
discussions took place during which the members were 
assured by the Ministry representatives that they were 
bound to introduce the cut as it was carried out in 
England. 

A deputation from the Northern Ireland Committee 
had attended the General Health Services Board in order 
to seek alleviation from excessive clerical work and to 
demand that complete parity with the English system 
and Conditions of Service should be established. 

The committee held further meetings on the subject 
of repairs to dentures. A strong protest has been sent 
to the Ministry setting forth reasons why this scheme 
would not be pursued. 

The committee asked the Board to approve their 
action in asking the Ulster Local Dental Committee to 
defer their proposed request for a voluntary contribution 
from practitioners until a Joint Meeting with the Northern 
Ireland Committee had been held 

The committee had asked the Council to afford the 
committee active help from headquarters in support of 
proposals which were under discussion with the Ministry 
in Northern Ireland of ‘‘ Measures to preserve the 
standards of dental practice in face of economic pressure.” 

Mr. R. G. CHAMBERS presented the Report. 


Election of Member of Comnfittee—Mr. F. S. 


CoPpEMAN moved the election of Mr. Cecil Chapman as a 
member of the Northern Ireland Committee. 
Mr. J. H. THRELFALL seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 
Repairs to Dentures.—Mr. R. G. CHAMBERS, replying 
to a question by Mr. L. E. Balding, said that the scheme 
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referred to in paragraph (e) of Part II of the Report was 
similar to that which the Ministry of Health had 
suggested in this country. 

Ulster Local Dental Committee.—Mr. J. M. BANKs, 
referring to paragraph (c) of Part III of the Report, 
asked how the Northern Ireland Committee had power 
to recognise a local dental committee. 

Mr. Cox explained that under the Northern Ireland 
Act there were seven or eight local dental committees. 
A body had recently been formed called the Ulster 
Dental Committee which contained representatives from 
all the statutory local dental committees. It was what 
in this country would be called an Association of Local 
Dental Committees. The !ocal dental committees in 
Northern Ireland wanted to have a central body. Under 
the Northern Ireland Act the Minister was bound to 
consult with the local dental committees on a number 
of matters, and some difficulty had been found in 
obtaining their views. The central body could be their 
mouthpiece in such discussions. 

Mr. J. C. SMyTH said that the local dental committees 
were in direct relationship with the Health Services 
Board. The connection of the Minister, on the other hand, 
was with the Northern Ireland Committee. 

It had been assumed in Northern Ireland, from the 
previous action of the Board, that it was intended to set 
up in this country a General Dental Services Committee, 
and therefore the local dental committees in Northern 
Ireland set up their own General Dental Services Com- 
mittee. The Northern Ireland Committee had nothing to 
do with this, and when it was submitted to them they con- 
sidered that they had had no direct lead from the Board, 
and therefore referred the matter to the Board for their 
views. The attitude of many members of the Board was 
that it was not desirable, and at any rate a decision had 
been deferred. That information would be taken back to 
the Northern Ireland Committee. 

Mr. R. G. CHAMBERS said that since the preparation 
of the Report a sub-committee had been set up, with 
equal representation of the Ulster Local Dental Com- 
mittee and the Northern Ireland Committee, to consider 
the formation of a Northern Ireland General Dental 
Services Committee which would have overall juris- 
diction. No such committee had yet been set up, and 
they could take back to Northern Ireland the views of 
the Board on the desirability of such a committee. 

Help from the Association for Northern Ireland.—The 
CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL said the practitioners in 
Northern Ireland were faced with two problems. First, 
they had been asked to supply their Government 
authorities with a scheme immediately for grant-in-aid, 
and they wanted to know how soon the Association could 
help them in that respect. Secondly, they had to give an 
answer to a suggestion for a sliding scale, in order to 
limit excessively high earnings. They had had no help 
from the Board on either problem, and they were 
anxious to know whether the Board could afford them 
any assistance. 

Mr. J. C. SmyTH remarked that it went further than 
that. They had actually entered into negotiations on 
those two points with the Northern Ireland Government, 
and they must have a positive policy of some sort, because 
events were moving faster there than here. Schemes were 
often tried out in Northern Ireland and subsequently 
introduced in this country, and some positive policy to 
go on with, at all events, should be given them by the 
Board. 

The CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL suggested that authority 
be given for a member of the secretariat, when called 
upon, to go to Northern Ireland to give what help was 
Possible. A Grant-in-Aid Committee had just been set 
up, and there were several memoranda of the past which 
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were not yet the policy of the Association but which 
might provide useful information. It would probably be 
some time before the grant-in-aid policy could be 
approved in Northern Ireland. 

Mr. J. H. THRELFALL said that in addition to a member 
of the secretariat it would be advantageous if the Chair- 
man or some other member of the Remuneration 
Committee could go as well. If something was being 
tried out in Northern Ireland it might be a very serious 
matter. 

The VicE-CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCIL mentioned that 
as from November | a sliding scale was to be imposed in 
the Isle of Man, and grant-in-aid, which had been in 
operation there, would be abandoned. 

Mr. L. J. GoDDEN said he thought that it must be the 
wish of the Board that the Board and the local dental 
committees should form a coherent organisation of some 
kind. The difficulty at the moment was how to get that or- 
ganisation formed, and to decide under what egis it should 
function. Northern Ireland, being a smaller area, had ap- 
parently solved some of these difficulties, at least in a tem- 
porary manner, and he thought that the Board should say 

‘We approve of your action in getting together with 
your local dental committees and forming a central 
organisation able to put forward a unified view ; we 
merely ask you to recognise that this may be only a 
temporary expedient until the reorganisation of the 
Association has taken place.” 

Mr. J. C. SMyTH pointed out that if such a body were 
formed and were recognised by the Northern Ireland 
Ministry as a negotiating body it would be impossible to 
go back, so that he thoughit it would be desirable for 
them to hold their hands for the time being. 

It was agreed that the Northern Ireland Committee 
should be given every help by a member of the secretariat 
going over there, and if possible a member of the Re- 
muneration Committee, and that in every way they should 
be given as much assistance as possible. 

Appointment of Paid Secretary.—Mr. J. C. SMyTH 
said that the Committee were finding it impossible to 
carry out their duties efficiently with a voluntary staff. 
They therefore asked the Board to consider giving them 
a paid secretary, and he suggested that that request should 
be sent to the Finance Committee with a view to a 
recommendation being made to the Board. 

The CHAIRMAN Said he was sure that the Board would 
agree to that. (Agreed.) 

The Report was adopted on the motion of Mr. R. G. 
Chambers, seconded by Mr. J. C. Smyth. 


PUBLIC RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


Mr. W. PEEBLES, it having been announced that there 
was no report from the Committee, moved that the 
Public Relations Committee, having fulfilled its remit, be 
dissolved. 

Following the setting up of the Committee Mr. 
Donald Cox was appointed Public Relations Officer by 
the Council. A resolution was to be brought forward 
later with regard to a Press campaign, and the action 
which it called for was not action which could be under- 
taken by the Public Relations Committee ; replies had 
to be made immediately to statements in the Press, and 
the only person who could deal with that was the perma- 
nent Public Relations Officer. 

Mr. J. W. Gilbert seconded the motion for the winding 
up of the Committee, which was carried. 


HOSPITALS GROUP 


Mr. J. P. CocKER presented the report of the Group. 
Messrs. H. H. Boyle and A. G. Taylor had been co- 
opted to the Group Committee. 
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The secretariat were completing a list of all practitioners 
who were serving in hospitals and non-members were to 
be approached with a view to making the Group an 
effective institution for dealing with the scientific and 
service needs of the profession so serving. 

Distinction Awards.—A committee presided over by 
Lord Moran has been set up to consider these. A sub- 
committee presided over by Sir Horace Hamilton with 
five dental members would sit to consider awards to 
the members of the dental profession, sub-committees 
had been created in the various regions to put forward 
suitable names of consultants working in non-teaching 
hospitals. 

Publications.—The committee drew attention to two 
important Government Documents, which had a bearing 
on hospital work : The Report of the Central Health 
Services Council for the period ending December 31, 
1949, and the Fourth Report from the Committee of 
Public Accounts. 

Meetings of Outside Bodies.—Mr. J. P. Cocker had 
attended meetings of the Consultants and Specialists 
Committee and the Joint Committees and furnished 
reports on the following : 

Facilities for Private Practice-——Attempts were being 
made to iron out the difficulties which were being placed 
in the way of private practice. 

Hospital Private Beds.—Continued representations 
were being made to the Ministry for the preservation of 
adequate facilities for the conduct of private practice. 

Hospital Administration.—The Central Health Services 
Council had appointed a committee ** To consider and 
report on the existing methods of administration in 
individual hospitals with particular reference to : 

(i) Matters of finance, staff and supplies. 

(ii) The extent to which differences in the work under- 
taken at different hospitals call for differences in their 
administrative organisation. 

(iii) The extent to which administrative duties should 
be undertaken by medical and nursing staff.” 

National Health Service. 
Service of Hospital Medical and Dental Staff—(R.H.B. 
(50) 44, H.M.C. (50) 43, B.G. (50) 39.) This document 
covers Annual Leave, Senior Hospital Medical and Dental 
Officers appointed below the age of 32, Registrars and 
Senior Registrars, incremental dates and change of post, 
House Officers, Residential Appointments, Retrospective 
Application, Occasional Consultations, Private Practice 
and Retention of Fees and Subsistence Allowance. 

Retrospective Adjustment of Salary. Income Tax.—The 
opinion of Mr. Roy Borneman, Solicitor, with regard to 
the question of tax on arrears of pay to consultants had 
been obtained. He had found no difficulty in arriving 
at the conclusion that in this case income paid in arrear 
was income of the year in which it was earned whether 
the taxpayer was assessed under Schedule D or under 
PAYE provisions under Schedule E. Since surtax 
assessments are based on income tax assessments, the 
same situation would apply to surtax. 

Review of S.H.M.O.s.—The Ministry had been asked 
whether it was the intention that a practitioner appointed 
in the S.H.M.O. grade would have an opportunity for 
review in that appointment, with a view to upgrading 
without having to seek a consultant post elsewhere. 
The Ministry’s view was that this would not be justified. 
The Joint Committee had, therefore, informed the 
Ministry that they consider that all practitioners ap- 
pointed in the grade up to the present time should be 
reviewed in 1951 with those originally graded as S.H.M.O. 

Appointment of Specialists.—It was considered that the 
Appointment of Specialists Regulations should be 


amended to secure that of the two members appointed 
on the Advisory Appointments Committee by the 
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Hospital Management Committee, one should be a 
member of the medical staff of the hospital or group of 
hospitals concerned and be nominated by the medical 
staff themselves. 

Medical Examination on Appointment.—The Ministry 
were asked to reconsider the position of practitioners 
above House Officers failing a medical examination, 
with a view to the discussion and formulation of pro- 
posals for the weighting of superannuation arrangements 
either by reducing the benefits, or loading the super- 
annuation contributions, so that practitioners might 
continue in the branch of practice they desired to follow. 
The Ministry stated that their experience had been that 
it was very difficult, if not impossible, to arrange any 
system of reduced benefits or loaded contributions which 
could be made to work smoothly or satisfactorily in 
practice, but even if that could be done quite simply, 
they still could not see how they could justify with- 
drawing the requirement for medical examination in 
view of their responsibility for the general efficiency of 
the service. 

Medical Advisory Committees.—There seems to be 
some difficulty in establishing these committees at the 
Hospital Management Committee level. Where anomalies 
have arisen, steps are being taken by the Ministry to iron 
them out. 

Hospital Staff Consultative .Committees.—At the 
meeting of Committee B on July 5, consideration was 
given to the proposals of the Whitley General Council 
for the establishment of Hospital Consultative Commit- 
tees, composed jointly of representatives of the Manage- 
ment and Staff. (General Council Circular No. 13.) 

The Staff Side were informed that when the proposals 
were originally drafted, it was intended to afford hospital 
medical and dental staff special representations on the 
Consultative Committees. 

The Joint Committee do not advise participation in 
these committees by medical and dental personnel ; 
special professional committees are recommended. 

Development of Hospital Practice.—A memorandum 
laying down a possible dental policy had been submitted 
to the Council. 

The Group recommended (a) that the deputation 
previously appointed to deal with hospital matters should 
consult with the Ministry of Health if necessary. 

(6) That the Board should approve the establishment 
ofa ow of Ireland Division of the Hospital Group. 

B. REED said that in the South-East Metro- 
wane Division great difficulty was found in holding 
effective meetings owing to the long distances which 
members had to travel. He suggested that the Hospitals 
Group should consider reducing the size of the Division. 

Meetings of Outside Bodies.—Mr. J. W. GiLBerT said 
that it should be made clear that the representation on 
the proposed Hospital Consultative Committee was 
solely of general medical practitioners. 

The Report was adopted on the motion of Mr. J. P. 
Cocker, seconded by Mr. R. Fairhurst. 


RESOLUTIONS FROM BRANCHES 


Resolution from West Lancashire, West Cheshire and 
North Wales Branch— 

“The Branch deplores the misleading publicity to 
which the dental profession is being subjected, and 
requests the British Dental Association to obtain the 
services of a first-class professional press agent to carry 
out a campaign regardless of expense to repudiate 
publicly all extravagant statements published in the 
Press.” 

Mr. W. PEEBLES suggested that the reply should be 
that the Association had a Public Relations Officer who 
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was a very experienced pressman, and he should be 
asked to undertake the work when he considered it 
necessary. 

The Board agreed. 

Resolution from the Central Counties Branch— 

‘““ The Central Counties Branch Council recommend 
to the Representative Board that each year the Board 
should sanction a certain sum of money, depending on 
where the meeting was to be held and the likely expense 
involved, to be expended in extending the amenities of 
the Annual Meeting of the Association.” 

After discussion Mr. J. J. Gillard Bishop moved that 
the resolution be referred to the Finance Committee for 
examination and report 

Mr. A. C. Mack seconded the motion, which was carried. 


ALTERATION OF BRANCH RULES 
THE Board approved the Rules of a proposed Hampstead 
Sub-Section of the Metropolitan Branch.

INCOME TAX 
Allowance of Salary paid to Wife 


IN recent issues of The Accountant there has been 
some correspondence regarding the circumstances in 
which an allowance can be claimed for income tax 
purposes in respect of salary paid to a wife employed 
part-time in her husband’s business. In one case it 
appears that the Commissioners, on appeal, granted an 
allowance where a salary of £104 per annum was paid 
to a wife for approximately 10 hours per week secretarial 
work, in her husband’s business. 

The Association’s Accountants comment on this 
correspondence as follows : 

“It will be seen that the Commissioners allowed a 
claim where it was proved : 

(a) The services were necessary. 

(b) That some one else would have been employed if 

the wife was not available. 

(c) That the remuneration paid for the services 
rendered by the wife was pro rata at the current 
market rate and was not higher. 

(d) THAT THERE WAS SATISFACTORY EVI- 
DENCE THAT THE REMUNERATION WAS 
ACTUALLY PAID and was not, for instance, a 
mere book entry, although where the wife was a 
partner or otherwise financially interested in a 
practice, for instance, a book entry would be 
allowable. 

_ Evidence as to payment is important and Tax Deduc- 
tion Cards, where appropriate, should be maintained.” 


P.D.O. Group Notes 


Reports of the Committee Meeting and Annual General 
Meeting of the Group at Cambridge will appear in the 
Journal in due course, but it can be reported now that 
Mr. D. E. Mason, who is the leader of the Staff Side, 
and also Chairman of the Group Committee, made it 
abundantly clear that the present hold- -up in negotiations 
Is entirely due to the necessity of waiting for the pro- 
nouncements of the arbitrators who are now considering 
fundamental points concerned in the Medical Whitley 
Council. These points apply equally to the dental service 
and must be settled before anything else can be done. 

To those who fume at the delay he counselled con- 
tinued patience. That all the Staff Side members present 
at the committee meeting paid high tribute to the way 
Mr. Mason is conducting our campaign was heartening 
indeed. The arbitrators are taking much longer over 
the medicals’ problems than was anticipated, but it 
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must be remembered that these are much more complex 
than those which would confront arbitrators in our own 
case—and they concern vital issues. It is hard to see how 
fair-minded men ‘could possibly differ about some of 
these issues, and one could have wished they had not 
been made matters of dispute. However, we can await 
the arbitrators’ pronouncements without undue anxiety. 
Should the unexpected happen, the worst that can befall 
will leave us with the prospect of doubling of our in- 
comes outside the service. H. D. H. 


Branches and Sections 


Central Counties Branch.—The Annual Meeting of 
the Branch was held in Birmingham on October 13 and 
14. 

The Lord Mayor of Birmingham and the Lady 
Mayoress, the President of the Association and Mrs. 
Roper-Hall, the Mayor of Stratford and Mrs. Trevor 
Matthews, were amongst the many distinguished guests 
at the Annual Dinner at which 114 members and guests 
were present. 

At the Annual Business Meeting the following officers 
were elected: President, Mr. S. P. Meacock; President 
Elect, Mr. R. C. Hunter; President Designate, Mr. A. F. 
Stammers; Honorary Treasurer, Mr. W. J. Bate; Secre- 
tariat, Messrs. R. O. Walker, C. G. Boothroyd, S. Dayrell 
Vincent, H. J. Hall. Mr. N. Haines, in his valedictory 
address, expressed his gratitude to members for their 
support during the past year, which had been an especially 
memorable one on account of the fact that the 70th 
Annual Meeting of the Association had been held in 
Birmingham. 

Mr. S. P. Meacock, in his Inaugural Address, thanked 
the members for his election and discussed the nutritional 
policy of this country. He referred to the work of six 
hundred Cheshire general medical practitioners and many 
research workers, all of which indicated that foods of 
higher biological value were obtained by biological 
agriculture vis-a-vis chemical fertilisation. Added to this 
was the partial or complete destruction and/or removal 
of biological properties in the commercial processing, 
preserving, marketing and maltreatment of foods before 
consumption, to which could be attributed increased 
susceptibility to disease and physical, mental and moral 
degeneration. He concluded with a plea that universities 
should have departments of Human Ecology working in 
co-operation with farmers and market gardeners. 

The President of the Association, in a short address, 
gave members up-to-date information from Headquarters. 
He regretted that only 40 members out of a total 
membership of 850 had found it worth their while to 
attend such an important meeting. 


East Lancashire and East Cheshire Branch.—The 
second meeting of the session was held at the Midland 
Hotel, Manchester, on Wednesday, November 1, at 
7-30 p.m. 

Seventy-four members and two guests were present. 

At the opening of the meeting the President, Mr. C. 
Cooke, expressed the regret that the Branch felt at the 
resignation of Professor F. C. Wilkinson, and wished him 
success in his new sphere of activity. 

Professor E. Matthews gave a paper on “ Your 
Problems.” In this he gave a facile exposition of many of 
the problems encountered in practice and their possible 
solutions. 

A lively discussion followed in which Messrs. Taylor, 
Moody, McKenzie, Capstick, Peacock, Williams and 
Kurer took part. 

An enthusiastic vote of thanks, proposed by Mr. 
P. R. Lewis, was accorded to Professor Matthews. 
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Southern Counties Branch.—The 64th Annual General 
Meeting of the Southern Counties Branch was held at 
the Lion Hotel, Guildford, on Saturday, October 7, 1950. 

Mr. R. J. Hooker presented the report of the Council. 
This recorded that there were now 23 Sections of the 
Branch, no less than 8 having been formed between 
January and July. 

At the conclusion of the consideration of the Report of 
the Council a well deserved tribute was paid to Mr. L. E. 
Balding, who was retiring from the Hon. Secretaryship 
of the Branch after 13 years of outstanding efficiency. 
The members present supported this tribute with pro- 
longed applause. 

Mr. L. E. Balding was elected President Elect, and the 
Vice-Presidents were re-elected with the substitution of 
Mr. W. Stewart Ross for Mr. W. R. Hibbins. Other 
Officers elected were: Hon. Treasurer, Mr. J. B. Reed; 
Hon. Secretary, Mr. K. W. Adam; Hon. Programme 
Secretary, Mr. J. Campbell; Hon. Meetings Secretary, 
Mr. L. H. Ide; Hon. Sections Secretary, Mr. H. D. 
Peckover; Hon. Auditors, Messrs. H. E. Pargeter and 
F. R. Wallis. 

The Executive Officer of the Association, Mr. Arthur 
H. Condry, then addressed the Branch on ‘“‘ Current 
Dental Matters in the National Health Service.” A 
discussion followed. 

r. L. E. Balding was the guest of the Branch at an 
informal Lunch at 1.30 p.m. 

On resuming the meeting at 2.45 p.m. the President 
spoke of Mr. Lionel Balding’s great qualities and 
expressed fhe thanks of the Branch to Mrs. Balding for 
enabling her husband to work so hard on their behalf. 
The President then presented Mrs. Balding with a brooch 
subscribed for by the members of the Branch. Mrs. 
Balding thanked the members for their kindness. 

The President then expressed his pleasure at being 
able to hand a cheque to the retiring Hon. Secretary as 
a tangible expression of the thanks and esteem of the 
Branch. Mr. L. E. Balding suitably replied. 

Professor E. B. Manley gave a paper, “* Practical 
Application of Recent Research Work on the Dentine.” 
A discussion followed. A vote of thanks proposed by 
Mr. W. R. Hibbins was carried with applause. 

The President expressed his thanks to all the members 
for their kindness and his officers for their help during his 
year of office and then inducted Mr. B. S. Mead as 
President and presented him with the badge of office. 

A vote of thanks to the retiring President was proposed 
by Mr. S. G. Townley and carried with applause. 

In his Inaugural Address, Mr. Mead recalled that in 
1925 the membership of the Branch was approximately 
350, and consisted of 6 Sections, whereas now the 
membership was approximately 1,300 and there were 
23 Sections. 

Turning to matters in connection with the Health 
Service, he said that the position with regard to the 
treatment of children had not improved. The compre- 
hensive treatment promised through the local health 
authorities had failed to materialise. The public dental 
officers could not possibly undertake all the necessary 
routine work for all the children, and he believed that 
it was the duty of each member of the Branch to do all 
in their power to ensure that the teeth of the children 
were not neglected. 

He advocated the setting up of orthodontic centres 
staffed by specialists to which private practitioner, and 
public dental officer, would be able to refer cases for 
consultation or treatment, although he realised that 
such centres could only be organised slowly. 

Speaking of the proposal to set up a General Dental 
Services Committee, he expressed the opinion that such 
a committee, which would be a standing committee 
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of the Association, and would perform the same functions 
as those now undertaken by the Health Acts, Remuner- 
ation and the Health Centres Committees of the Associ- 
ation, would do much to ¢o-ordinate the work of the 
local dental committees, and benefit all members 
working under the Health Service Act. 

It was, he said, very encouraging that there was close 
liaison at Headquarters with the British Medical Associ- 
ation. In some of the Sections there was a small liaison 
committee of medical and dental practitioners, they 
met when necessary to discuss matters of mutual interest, 
and were often able to smooth out small difficulties that 
had arisen. He felt that that course might be adopted 
with profit in other areas. 

Speaking of the Benevolent Fund he appealed to mem- 
bers, who had not already done so, to sign a Deed of 
Covenant, as by that means the Fund would receive 
nearly twice the amount subscribed. He made this 
appeal particularly to those who only subscribe to the 
Fund when collections were taken at meetings. 

Concluding, he said that, if in the reorganisation 
rendered necessary by amalgamation any Sections of the 
Branch found themselves in another area, they would 
appreciate the necessity of such reorganisation whilst 
regretting that they are asked to leave the Southern 
Counties Branch, where they have had such happy 
connections. 

The President was accorded a vote of thanks for his 
address on the motion of Mr. G. V. Lloyd Williams. 

The President proposed a vote of thanks to the Guild- 
ford Section for inviting members to tea and to F. G. 
Davies for his help in arranging the meeting. 

A collection for the Benevolent Fund amounted to 
£13 Os. Od. 


Brighton and District Section.—A Conjoint Meeting of 
the Section and the Brighton Division British Medical 
Association was held in the Dudley Hotel, Hove, on 
November 9, 92 members, 38 dental, being present. 

Dr. J. H. Challis, F.F.A., L.R.C.P.Lond., M.R.CS., 
read a Paper on “ Anesthesia.” This was greatly ap- 
preciated by those present, and Dr. Challis was called 
upon to answer many questions from both medical and 
dental members.

Correspondence 


The New Zealand Report.—The following observations 
occur to me: Jn Paragraphs 16-18 : We are told that 
** the incidence of dental disease among the adult popu- 
lation of New Zealand is well recognised and should not 
be taken as a criticism of the Scheme since many of the 
present adults had no opportunity of receiving pre-school 
or school dental care.” But we are not told whether 
the Mission enquired into the dental condition of adults 
who had actually received treatment during their school 
lives. It is to be hoped that the Mission investigated this 
all-important matter, because a 30-year-old scheme that 
does not confer an eventual and long-term benefit can 
be of little value. 

These paragraphs, which deal with this most important 
aspect of the scheme, are unconvincing. We understand 
(para. 16) that an adult patient must wait a very consider- 
able time before an appointment with a private prac- 
titioner can be made ; and one is given the impression 


that an immediate extension of the Dental Nurse Scheme 
to private practice (especially private practice working 
under a National Health Act) is indicated. Perhaps this 
shortage of dental surgeons is caused by the creation of 
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dental nurses, so that one wonders whether the school 
dental nurse would have been so heartily welcomed had 
the qualified profession of New Zealand been numerically 
stronger than it is today. 

Paragraphs 38-54 : These items, together with Appen- 
dix IIT, seem to suggest, with reason, that the syllabuses 
for the degree or diploma in dental surgery which now 
occupy about five years can be drastically curtailed with- 
out danger of inefficiency ; and, in view of the establish- 
ment of dental nurses thus qualified, it would be illogical 
to forbid the dental technician from contacting the 
patient personally in order to supply dentures under 
the prescription of the practitioner—thus relieving the 
latter of what must be a very heavy burden. 

Paragraph 89 : The quotation of a portion of the Den- 
tists Act (1936) which ‘* permits the performance of any 
public dental service of dental work by any person in 
accordance with conditions approved by the Minister ”’ 
is significant because it serves as a warning to the profes- 
sion as a whole that the Minister can wield autocratic 
nieiag when dealing with a scheme involving national 

ealth. 

Paragraphs 103-106: These items provide the only 
naive (but by no means frivolous) touch to an otherwise 
rather dull and, in places, unconvincing report. The 
ladies are selected especially for their appearance, bearing 
and manner. .. smartness and deportment. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that they soon resign to get married 
(bless their hearts!) and presumably the cost of their 
training and maintenance during training is lost. I 
hope I shall not be considered ungallant when I observe 
that this is one of the penalties always involved in the em- 
ployment of female labour.—PeErcy MILLICAN, Norwich.

In Defence of Prosthetists—Why this disparaging note 
towards the art of dental prosthesis, expressed firstly 
in the desire to eliminate much of it from the dental 
student’s training, and secondly in the odd derogatory 
references to colleagues who undertake the “* trade” 
of denture supplying? Our profession seems unduly 
sensitive about its status, hankering after medical rank, 
and feeling a little shamefaced about its prosthetic acti- 
vities. 

It is time we realised that most of our activities are 
of a** mechanical * nature, and my experience of ** assis- 
tants” is that those who have had some pre-hospital 
experience in dental mechanics, or who have .been closely 
associated with a dental laboratory during their hospital 
training, are by far the best ‘‘ conservative *’ workers. 
They seem to have a better grasp of the ** mechanics ” 
of cavity preparation than those who have a_ purely 
“ hospital and academic” background. 

Because so many men lack the ability to produce 
a good denture, they tend to concentrate on the conser- 
vative aspect of dentistry. This is no occasion for 
developing a supercilious feeling of moral superiority 
over those who enjoy prosthetic work. I personally 
enjoy every aspect of our duties, but I certainly like pro- 
ducing a good denture, such work being an integral, 
interesting and satisfying part of our daily round and 
in view of the unabated demand, an important contri- 
bution to the health of the nation ; and after all someone 
must be prepared to do it, and those men who can pro- 
duce a good denture, will have the greatest demand on 
their services. 

Any disparagement of this aspect of our work is 
dangerous, inasmuch as it is playing into the hands of 
those who earnestly desire to separate us from this 
part of our duties. Any operation well done is a credit 
to the performer, whether it be the production of a 
denture, a filling, or an extraction of a difficult tooth. 
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In addition, I will not pretend that I am so indifferent 
to rewards that I shall be filled with joy when I become the 
‘** poor relation ” of my erstwhile employees, who will 
then be running vast denture producing emporiums, 
whilst I am breaking my heart and back filling the ‘* holes” 
in the teeth of a neglectful, “ filling hostile,” unintelli- 
gent populace, for steadily diminishing and uneconomic 
rates. 

My main complaint about the N.H. service is that the 
inefficient, and the efficient, the lazy, and the energetic, 
have equality of reward, but then again, this is not 
peculiar to the ‘* health service ” in this welfare state of 
ours.—R. V. MUMMERY. 


Extraction Fees.—I agree with Mr. Kenyon that some 
of the fees in N.H.S. dentistry are too low, but his cal- 
culations are quite unjustified. Using his example of 
five extractions with gas, deduction of 52% expenses 
leaves, I agree, Ss. But Mr. Kenyon has no reason to pay 
the doctor £1 when he can only claim 18s. from the 
Authorities : for that matter he is under no obligation to 
pay the full 18s. (though I personally always do). He 
should agree the fee with the doctor, who may be quite 
happy with half a guinea or fifteen shillings. 

We still have at least 5s. net as our fee, therefore, 
and about half an hour spent. With a 40-hour week 
and a 50-week year, that gives a rate of £1,000 p.a. 
Whilst we all hope to earn more than that, would Mr. 
Kenyon suggest that £1,000 a year is a starvation wage ? 
The fact that we have to pay income tax on our annual 
earnings, though perhaps unfortunate, has nothing to do 
with the scale of fees. 

I suggest to Mr. Kenyon that he should do some 
calculations of net profit (if any!) on the conservation 
of deciduous teeth—say two interstitial cavities both 
in the same temporary molar for a total gross fee of 
7s.

Perhaps if 
we all resigned, as indeed, I often feel inclined to do, it 
might be considered ‘* News.” 

This essentially decent little profession has had so 
many hard knocks that it hasn’t a head to hold up—I am 
ashamed to say that I hesitate to declare what my honest 
trade is. That this should be so seems to me to be worse 
than all our other urgent problems put together.—

THE REPRESENTATIVE BOARD 
PRIORITY CLASSES COMMITTEE 


Mr. P. G. Capon, chairman, on behalf of the Com- 
mittee, submitted an Interim Report setting out the 
principles which should govern an efficient service for the 
priority classes and their proposals for the transfer of the 
public dental services to Regional Hospital Boards— 
administrative responsibility for the services to rest with 
the Minister of Health. 


(1) Remit.—The Priority Classes Committee were set 
up by the Board with the following terms of reference : 
‘** To investigate in all its aspects the problem of the 
provision of dental treatment for expectant and 
nursing mothers, children and adolescents, and to 
report.” 

The committee are not yet in a position to make a final 
report to the Board covering the whole of their remit, but 
they have come to a number of conclusions which it is 
considered advisable to put to this meeting of the Board 
in the form of an interim report. 


(2) Statistical Information.—The committee have 


worked upon the following approximate figures relating 
to the problem before them :

The committee also sought statistics of the number of 
children up to the nineteenth birthday who had for any 
reason been receiving treatment in the General Dental 
Services, as it was realised that this information was 
desirable in order to establish the extent to which the 
priority classes were failing to receive the treatment which 
they needed. An approach was made to the Dental 
Estimates Board and the Department of Health for 
Scotland in this connection, but the Committee regret to 
report that the information required was not made 
available. X 

As it is in the knowledge of those engaged in the 
School Dental Service that many appeals are being made 
to them by parents unable to obtain treatment for their 
children through the General Dental Service, a small 
pilot enquiry was made to a few school dental officers in 
the Local Authority Service. 

Replies were received from the chief dental officers of 
fifteen areas. They stated that, although statistics were 
not available, they were convinced that the help which 
the private practitioner was able to give to the present 
inadequate school service was negligible and that the 
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needs of the children were not being met under the 
General Dental Service. They said that some emergency 
treatment was being done under the General Dental 
Service, but that the School Dental Service was also 
being appealed to for emergency treatment unobtainable 
privately. 

Estimates of the number of children receiving adequate 
treatment outside the School Service between 
less than | per cent and 5 per cent. A few dental officers 
remarked that the General Dental Service was meeting 
the needs of the nursing and expectant mother priority 
class. 

These replies also made it clear that in some parts of 
the country children are not receiving even the service of 
routine inspection. 

(3) Historical Background.—The committee feel that 
it is desirable for the Representative Board, in coming to 
conclusions upon a policy for the treatment of the 
priority classes, to be aware of the recent history of this 
matter, and particularly of the pronouncements of policy 
made by the British Dental Association in the past. 

(a) Policy of the Government.—In the White Paper 
(Cmd. 6761) explaining the National Health Service Bill 
1946, the Government made the following statements : 

“The Bill provides for the following kinds of 
Health Service : 

** _.. (iii) Various supplementary services, in- 
cluding ...a Priority Dental Service for children and 
expectant and nursing mothers. 

** Dental Services.—Arrangements for dental services 
will be on rather a different basis from the family 
doctor service. Priority will be given to expectant 
mothers and young people. This is to be done through 
the local health authorities, maternity and child 
welfare service (which the Bill expressly provides is to 
include dental care) and through the School Health 
Service under the Education Act 1944. 

“* Outside the priority arrangements there will be a 
General Dental Service made available, but there will 
not at first be any guarantee that all people will be 
able to obtain full dental care without waiting. 

** Maternity and Child Welfare and Midwifery.—The 
Bill makes it the duty of every local health authority 
to make arrangements for the care of expectant and 
nursing mothers and of children under 5 years of age 
who are not attending school. Their arrangements will 
include ...in particular a priority dental service for 
expectant and nursing mothers and young children.” 
(b) Policy of the Association—{1) January 1946: 

** Proposals for a Dental Health Service for the Nation.” 
(Page 3, para. b (ii).) ‘“* The Council reaffirm the view 
that concentration on the provision of a full and efficient 
dental service for the priority classes coupled with a 
liberal expansion of existing facilities for the provision 
of health education and the means whereby that edu- 
cation can be obtained by suitable entrants to the 
profession, offers the only sure means of securing a sound 
foundation for a dentally healthy nation. 

“The attainment of this objective must necessarily be 
on the basis of a long-term policy, for example on a 
15 years’ plan. It will, moreover, involve close and 
continuous co-operation between His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment and the profession.” 

(2) April 1946 : Letter from the Chairman of Council 
to Members of Parliament. 

“The Association recommended that at the outset 
every effort be made to give the most thorough treatment 
(1) to what are called the priority classes, i.e. expectant 
and nursing mothers, pre-school, school children and 
adolescents up to the age of 18 years. This recommend- 
ation, to which the Association still subscribe, was made

in the belief that with the present potential inability of 
the profession to cope with a comprehensive service, 
concentration on truly effective treatment of the priority 
classes was essential, so that for example a// children 
would leave school with healthy teeth and would have 
this desirable condition maintained through adolescence 
until they came under the egis of an insurance scheme as 
adult workers.” 

(4) The Committee's Method of Working.—The 
committee realised at the outset that the problem before 
them was difficult because of the inter-relationship of the 
treatment of the different classes. They therefore decided 
to review the service for the school child first, as being 
the major problem, around which it might be possible 
to build the service for the other priority classes. For 
information seven overseas schemes were considered by 
the committee. 

(5) Principles Governing an Efficient Service.—The 
committee came to the conclusion that the principles 
set out below were essential to an efficient dental service 
for the priority classes : 

(i) The public dental officer service on a salaried basis 
should remain in being. 

The committee considered and rejected the possi- 
bility of placing complete responsibility for inspection 
and treatment of the priority classes upon the prac- 
titioners in the General Dental Service. 

(ii) The public dental officer service should continue 
to provide full treatment and education in oral hygiene 
for school children. 

(iii) The public dental officer service should be an 
autonomous service, working in close co-operation with 
the medical service but constitutionally independent of it. 

The committee considered that the present organisa- 
tion of the public dental officer service, where a 
senior dental officer is responsible to the schoo! medical 
officer and not directly to the committee of the local 
authority, was wrong in principle. The senior dental 
officer should have direct access and should be answer- 
able directly to the appropriate committee of his 
Authority (see also paragraphs 6 (i) and 6 (ii) below). 


(iv) An efficient public dental officer service can only 
be maintained if the service is built on scientific principles 
and when those employed in it are given opportunity and 
encouragement to practise these principles. 

Throughout their deliberations the committee have 
been convinced that one of the most helpful ways 
of raising the status and prestige of the public 
dental officer service is to give scope to those engaged 
in it for the widest possible exercise of their professional 
skill. The inequalities in the scope of the service and 
inadequate recognition of its place in a true health 
service have tended to damp the enthusiasm of those 
trying to work it. The committee, therefore, cannot 
emphasise sufficiently the importance of giving dental 
officers a feeling of responsibility in their work to the 
community. This can only be done by giving satis- 
factory professional working conditions and oppor- 
tunities for promotion and scientific advancement. 
By these means a pride in duty, which is a foundation 
of any efficient organisation, would be created which 
would stimulate those now in the service and encourage 
recruitment to it. 

(v) Inspection of school children for the purpose of 

ascertaining and diagnosing dental defects should be 

psc out by registered dentists only. 

The committee are firmly of the opinion that no 
person other than a registered dentist is competent to 
undertake this duty. 

(vi) There should be no compulsion of, or direction to, 
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a dentist to enter a civilian public dental service or 
undertake treatment of the priority classes under the 
General Dental Service. 

The committee wished to establish this basic principle 
before proceeding at a later date to consider whether 
the public dental officer service should be supplemented 
to some extent by the General Dental Service, even if 
only on a temporary basis. 

(6) Organisation of the Public Dental Officer Service.— 
The committee came to the following conclusions 
regarding the organisation of treatment for the priority 
classes : 

(i) Administrative responsibility for the whole service 
should rest with the Ministry of Health alone. 

It has always been the belief of the Association that 
tripartite control of the service could never produce a 
nationally uniform and efficient service. The extent 
of the service and the conditions under which treat- 
ment has been rendered have varied widely in different 
areas. Many local authorities have not developed a 
full dental service to which the priority classes are 
entitled. The reasons for the inadequacy of the service 
might be found in the failure of the authorities to 
realise the importance of oral health, and also to the 
fact that approximately half the cost of the service is 
at present a charge on the rates. 

(ii) The public dental officer service should be taken 
over by the Regional Hospital Boards, which might 
require to be reorganised for this purpose. The com- 
mittee have three reasons for this proposal : 

(a) Administration of the service under regional 
authorities would go a long way towards eliminating 
those differing standards referred to immediately above. 

(b) The Regional Hospital Boards would be able to 
make their orthodontic, pediatric, otorhinolaryngological, 
biochemical, , Physiological and other specialists available 
as required for the scientific approach to and control of 
oral disease. The provision of orthodontic treatment 
should become a direct responsibility of the Boards. 

(c) Transfer of the school dental officer to the service 
of the Regional Hospital Board would increase his status. 
He would be fitting into a wider conception of a health 
service, and would thus gain a feeling of greater res- 
ponsibility in his service to the community. 

(d) In addition it would be possible for the Hospital 
Board to employ him at times in its institutions, thus 
giving him variety in his work and a wider knowledge 
and interest in his science. This would lead also to the 
conservation of dental man-power. 

(iii) The treatment of expectant and nursing mothers 
should be undertaken by the public dental officer service. 
Treatment should be given at clinics subject to the right 
of the patient, as at present, to go elsewhere for treatment 
if she wishes. 

(iv) The committee favour in principle the employ- 
ment of dental hygienists in the public dental officer 
service in connection with the treatment of children to 
the extent to which it is now permitted by the Dentists 
Act 1921. They undertake the scaling and cleaning of 
teeth, the application of medicaments to the surfaces of 
the teeth and instruction in oral hygiene, and they work 
under the immediate supervision of a dentist. 

The committee have, of course, had in mind the 
fact that the Board has decided to set up a separate 
committee to consider the wider question of the 
employment of ancillary workers generally. They 
feel it desirable that there should be close liaison be- 
tween the two committees on this matter. 

(7) Man-power Requirements.—The committee agreed 
upon the following figures as a basis for establishing the 
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number of dentists required to provide adequate treat- 
ment for the priority classes. 

(i) One dentist per 2,000 of the school population should 
be able to provide dental inspection for all children ; 
and treatment for those who need it and who may be 
expected to accept it under the existing demand rate. 

(iii) The contribution made by dentists working part- 
time in the public dental officer service should be regarded 
as equivalent pro rata to that of full-time officers. 

(iii) The establishment of dentists calculated on the 
formula of one per 2,000 of the school population should 
be able without increase to meet the needs of those pre- 
school children for whom the parents may in the im- 
mediate future be expected to seek treatment. 

(iv) While the hygienists should provide a more 
comprehensive service the number of dentists required, 
calculated as above, would not be reduced by their 
employment. 

(v) The establishment of dentists employed by the 
Regional Hospital Boards on the ratio of one to 2,000 
of the school population should be able to provide also 
the treatment required by expectant and nursing mothers, 
provided that suitable administrative arrangements were 
made to ensure that those patients were dealt with mainly 
at times when the treatment of school children was not 
reasonably practicable, e.g. during school holidays and 
after school hours. 

The committee are of the opinion that the system 
prevailing in some areas whereby public dental 
officers treat children only does not make the most 
efficient use of their services in that their working 
hours are sometimes limited by factors outside the 
dental officer’s control. 

The committee intend to proceed to more detailed 
consideration of the man-power requirements of the 
priority classes and in particular to examine whether 
they will entail any inroads upon the dental treatment 
available in the General Dental Services. 

In formulating their estimates on this subject the 
committee are working on the basis of facts as they are 
at present, and are necessarily making no allowance for 
any change in the incidence of dental disease, which may 
eventually result from the spread of education on oral 
hygiene, the application of nutritional knowledge, and 
other similar factors. 

Mr. P. G. Capon, in moving the reception of the 
Report, thanked the Chairman of the Board on behalf 
of the committee for his great kindness in attending 
every meeting of the committee, where his wisdom and 
advice were enormously appreciated. 

Statistical Information.—Mr. A. MACGREGOR con- 
gratulated the committee on giving statistics which 
would be of the greatest value for reference, and the 
compilation of which must have involved a very large 
amount of work. 

Mr. P. G. Capon, asked by Mr. Emrys Jones whether 
the Dental Estimates Board gave any reason for with- 
holding figures which would be of great value to the 
nation, said that no definite reason was given, but it was 
stated that the figures were extremely difficult to collect 
in the form in which it was desired to have them. He 
agreed that the figures would be of immense value to the 
nation, to justify the statement that the general dental 
service would be available for the priority classes and 
would take the place if necessary of the school dental 
service. 

Replying to Mr. J. P. Cocker, he said that the seven 
overseas schemes referred to in the Report were in 
Finland, France, Holland, Norway, New Zealand, 
Sweden and Switzerland. 


Organisation of the Public Dental Officer Service.—Mr. 
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P. G. Capon explained that this was a modernised version 
of the memorandum issued by the Association in 1946 
on “‘ Proposals for a National Dental Service,” and it 
was suggested that the Regional Hospital Boards should 
be substituted for the nebulous body called ‘‘ the authority” 
in that report. 

Mr. J. P. Cocker asked whether the committee had 
taken account of the possibility that at some time the 
Regional Hospital Boards might go and the work of 
hospital management committees be directly under the 
Ministry. He added that to put the service under the 
Regional Hospital Boards meant a reduction in the 
number of substantial posts available to public dental 
officers. 

Mr. R. G. Hunt asked for an assurance that there 
would not be a possibility in future of the general dental 
service being excluded from taking part in the care of the 
priority classes. There were many old-established family 
practices, he said, that did their best to take care of the 
children. 

Mr. CAPON said he could give that assurance. The 
present Report was only of an interim character ; the 
committee had to start somewhere, and began with the 
school dental service, but had not overlooked the fact 
that the general practitioner service had an important 
part to play in the treatment of children. 

Mr. M. N. Larkin, referring to the suggestion that 
** Administrative responsibility for the whole service 
should rest with the Ministry of Health alone,” pointed 
out that under the Education Acts an important principle 
was laid down on which the success of the school dental 
service depended, namely compulsory examination. If 
the Minister of Health became responsible for the service 
it might be difficult to enforce for one section, the 
children, compulsory examination, while leaving the 
others free from that obligation. While compulsion had 
not been used very much, there was always a possibility 
of bringing a parent before the courts for refusing to 
have a child examined. 

Mr. J. B. REED maintained that the Regional Hospital 
Boards were proving to be most autocratic bodies, and 
any suggestion that they should control the school 
dental service was very dangerous. 

Mr. G. A. W. ALLAN pointed out that at present the 
Regional Hospital Boards were hopelessly overburdened 
by the tasks already thrust upon them. He hoped, 
therefore, that the committee would reconsider their 
suggestions, partly for that reason, partly because of the 
tie-up with the Education Acts, and partly because, 
although the Report stated that many local authorities 
had not developed a full dental service, it was also true 
that many of them had done their best to do so. If the 
service was put under the Ministry of Health it would be 
a very long time before any clarification of policy was 
possible, and the service would go from bad to worse. 
It would be far better to attempt to improve the local 
authority services. 

Mr. J. AIrTcHIsoN, while in favour of helping the 
school dental officers to get over the difficulty of having 
no definite national scale, said he did not think that the 
suggestion made in the Report would be acceptable to 
the Regional Hospital Boards, who had more than enough 
to deal with at present. Moreover, it would place the 
school dental officers in a worse predicament than before, 
because other matters, such as tuberculosis, would have 
priority over dental treatment in the minds of the Regional 
Hospital Boards. He would support the Department of 
Health for Scotland taking over the school dental service, 
but deplored the suggestion that the Regional Hospital 
Boards should do so. 

Mr. J. J. GILLARD BisHop, speaking as chairman of the 
health committee of a county borough, said he was sure 
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that the local authorities would be unwilling to relinquish 
any more of their powers. The Government had already 
taken away nearly half their services, and the Association 
of Municipal Corporations and other bodies would not 
co-operate with the Government in handing over any 
more of them. 

Mr. J. F. HENDERSON said that local authorities were 
responsible for ante-natal and post-natal treatment and 
for the pre-school child, and it would be wrong to transfer 
the child at 5 years of age to another authority altogether, 
and to an authority primarily interested in ill-health, 
while the object of the local authority health service was 
to preserve health. Within the local authority service 
there was room for experiment, which there would not 
be under a Regional Hospital Board. One could have 
pride in one’s own authority, and in being able to beat 
another authority in the number of children’s teeth one 
had preserved. 

Mr. J. Emrys Jones said there had always been the 
grievance that the public dental officer was answerable 
to the local medical officer of health. If the scheme were 
run by the Ministry of Health it would come under the 
Principal Dental Officer of the Ministry, but if it were 
under the Regional Hospital Boards, to whom would 
the dental officer be responsible ? If the service remained 
under local authorities, some means must be found for 
removing it from the medical officer of health. 

Mr. P. G. Capon said that the Minister of Health was 
responsible for health, and oral disease was not purely a 
local matter. Emphasis was laid in paragraph 6 (ii) (b) on 
the scientific approach to oral disease. His committee 
had not yet discussed oral health education or reviewed 
the wider aspects of prevention, but they felt that the 
right chain would be from the Minister of Health through 
the readily available hospital and other services via the 
Regional Hospital Boards rather than setting up com- 
pletely new machinery. 

He moved the adoption of the Report. 

Mr. J. Emrys Jones, in seconding the motion, which was 
carried, praised the informative character of the Report. 


HEARD AT HILL STREET 


Application for Dental Employment.—Dental prac- 
titioners considering the employment of assistants 
should satisfy themselves that applicants for such 
positions are either duly registered or that they are 
registrable. In those cases in which it is claimed that the 
applicant is registered he should be asked to produce his 
Practising Certificate. If this is not forthcoming enquiry 
should be made either of the B.D.A. at Hill Street or 
direct to the Dental Board as to whether or not the 
applicant is registered. 

In the case of those who may be registrable, care 
should be taken to see that they obtain registration, and 
are in possession of a Practising Certificate before per- 
mitting them to attend patients. Instances of dentists in 
this category are those from Eire and from abroad. 

Prospective employers in the Health Service should 
also satisfy themselves that applicants are not debarred 
from participation in the Service. 

There are a number of dentists who are actually 
registered but whose names do not appear upon the 
current published register for some perfectly innocuous 
reason such as having failed to pay the retention fee in 
December 1949, or having emerged from retirement 
since that date. 

The safe course, therefore, is for the prospective 
employer to require production of the Practising Certifi- 
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cate, and not to make any payment for alleged expenses 
until he is satisfied that the applicant is registered. 
Recently an applicant for a position as an assistant 
claimed to be a person who it was afterwards found had 
had his name penally erased from the Register over 
twenty years ago. This was not revealed until the pro- 
spective employer made necessary enquiries. In the mean- 
time the applicant had been given a sum of money of 
several pounds “* for expenses.” A. H.-C. 


P.D.O. Group Notes 


WE are now approaching the end of 1950. At a similar 
period in 1948 and 1949, it was written in this column 
that, with the coming of the New Year, the solution of 
the problems of the School Dental Service would prob- 
ably be found. That statement will not be reiterated 
but this year we have at least a Whitley Council in being 
and, even if its speed is more reminiscent of the tortoise 
than the hare, it is something to be grateful for. In the 
meanwhile as negotiations are so protracted, the drain 
from the service continues. An inquiry elicited the fact 
that most local authorities in the south had lost one or 
more of their dental staff since the Whitley negotiations 
started. Still, we have the word of the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, speaking in the House, that he hoped that the 
present Whitley Council negotiations would result in a 
satisfactory settlement which would substantially im- 
prove the position in the school dental service; and that 
is all the news we can have for Xmas. 

All P.D.O.s and members of the profession who have an 
interest in the school and M. & C.W. service are strongly 
urged to study well the interim report of the ad hoc 
committee set up by the Representative Board to advise 
on the Priority Classes Services, which will be found 
on p. 71. This committee under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Philip Capon, and consisting of men of extensive 
knowledge of the subject, have produced a report which 
contains a great deal of wisdom and common sense 
about our problems. 

At the recent meeting of Group Committee it was 
revealed that the Senior D.O. of a southern county had 
produced a scheme for his authority whereby: the school 
dentists were paid N.H.S. fees less expenses.. One can 
imagine the emotions of the County Council faced with 
the chance of saving many thousands of pounds a year 
and those of an Executive Council faced with the prospect 
of having to spend many more thousands a year. How- 
ever, it all came to nought as the Minister vetoed it. 
To have done otherwise might easily have meant that 
what was fair for the goose was also fair for the gander.

Conservative Fees.—What appalling reading the 
report of the Representative Board meeting makes - 

Having lost our goodwill, often paid for over years of 
borrowing, we are now to face the prospect of a further 
cut in fees, in order that 22 per cent of the profession in 
the N.H.S. may take more than their share of the £40 
million available from the Treasury—this notwithstanding 
that they are at liberty to increase their income by doing 
‘* private ” work if they wish. 

Fabulous figures can only be reached, on present fees, 


(a) working very long hours, 
(b) working at great speed, 

or (c) concentrating on denture work, 
or a combination of these, and the ‘‘ conservative ” 
worker, whose earnings under the present scale can, at 
most (on the Working Party’s report), average £1 7s. Od. 
per hour, is to have his livelihood placed in still greater 
jeopardy so that others may prosper. 

And one always understood that the B.D.A. stood for 
conservation of the teeth and higher standards in 
dentistry! 

It is high time the Association took firm steps to see 
that the practitioner whose work is mainly conservative 
is able to earn a reasonable income, and the first is to 
propose a ceiling on earnings on condition that the 
original conservative fees are restored. 

Now, the conservative worker is faced with years of 
mere existence and, if he survives to receive it, a mere 
pittance of pension on which to reflect on the values of 
training and ideals, as shown by the changed policy of 
his Association—Ewart J. Buxton, Hillcrest, Marl- 
borough. 


Pay of National Service Officers.—As a National 
Service dental officer in the Royal Air Force I fail to 
see why qualified medical and dental personnel being 
utilised in their professional capacities for their period 
of National Service should not receive the recent pay 
increase for the whole of their service. 

We have the same duties as those who “ sign” on 
and should receive the same remuneration. 

I trust the British Dental Association will endeavour 
to end the unjust situation which has arisen.—‘* FLIGHT 
LIEUTENANT.” 


German Dentists——Mr. Parker Buchanan recently 
gave a lecture at Newcastle-on-Tyne at which he stated 
that he had received several requests from different 
quarters, including M.P.s, for the employment of 
German dentists in this country. 

I was in Germany from August °48 to September °49 
and was able at that time to observe the German dental 
profession, and I should like to make a few observations. 
on this question. 

There are two different types of dental practitioners. 
in Germany, firstly there is the Zahnarzt (the literal 
translation of this word is tooth doctor). To qualify as. 
a Zahnarzt requires approximately six years’ study at a 
university, at the end of this an examination has to be 
passed. The Zahnarzt is the equivalent of the dental 
surgeon in England. 

Secondly there is the dentist. I believe that a candidate 
to become a dentist has to study for approximately two- 
years at a High School and has also to be apprenticed to 
a Zahnarzt for a required period of time. 

I think it is well to remember that under the 1921 Act 
nobody, other than a dental surgeon or a dentist ad- 
mitted to the Register under that Act, is allowed to 
practise dentistry in this country.

If those who are requesting that German dentists 
should be allowed to practise here are referring to 
dentists and not Zahnarzts (and I believe that in Germany 
dentists are more numerous), then I cannot conceive 
why a “** Registered Dentist ” from Germany, who has 
not been through a curriculum equivalent to that for a 
dental degree or diploma in this country, should be 
allowed to practise here. 


Whether or not the German Zahnarzts should be 
allowed to practise in this country is another question 
altogether, and one on which I do not think I am 
qualified to comment. 


Finally as a matter of interest | would like to repeat 
what a German doctor told me while I was in Germany, 
he said: ‘‘ There are many doctors in Germany, and as a 
result they are finding it very difficult to obtain a good 
living. You must allow them to go to Britain, the 
Dominions and the Commonwealth to work, where you 
have relatively few doctors..—F. R. BERTRAND, 40, 
Saville Street, North Shields.
